N THE November issue of “The Ist 

Teller’, magazine of The First Na- 
tional Bank & Trust Company of Lin- 
coln, is this interesting and thought- 
provoking little piece: 


“Our forefathers did without sugar 
until the 13th century; without coal 
fires until the 14th century; without 
buttered bread until the 15th; without 
potatoes until the 16th; without coffee 
and tea and soap until the 17th; without 
pudding until the 18th; without gas and 
matches and electricity until the 19th; 
without canned goods, automobiles and 
antibiotics until the 20th century; as 
well as a multitude of other conve- 
niences such as TV and Wars on Pov- 
erty. 


“Now, what was it you were com- 
plaining about?’ 


Sometimes a little bit of history helps 
to put our personal problems and diffi- 
culties in perspective. And it usually 
gives us a new appreciation of the ac- 
complishments of our ancestors. 


There is another quotation, whose 
author is unknown to me: 


“Yesterday’s impossibility becomes 
today’s luxury and tomorrow’s neces- 
sity.” 


This certainly applies to the tele- 
phone, which in the 18th century ap- 
peared to be an impossibility: in the 
19th century became a luxury; and in 
the present 20th century has become a 
necessity. 


In the early days of the telephone, 
folks marveled that it worked at all. 
They were So intrigued with the fact 
that a machine could be made to “talk” 
that they were pretty much oblivious 
to noisy lines, sporadic service, and 
other problems. 


Today they no longer consider it a 
wonder, but take it as a matter of fact. 
People EXPECT their telephones to 
work—and to work with great relia- 
bility and with a high quality of trans- 
mission. Furthermore, they expect to 
be treated with courtesy and considera- 
tion. 

In some ways, the job of the tele- 
phone employees is more difficult than 
it was in the early days of the business. 
For the most part we meet this chal- 
lenge, but we must be ever alert to do 
so always.

Insurance Plans 


Come to $136,234 


NE OF the cliches about insurance 

is that when you can buy it you 
don’t need it and when you need it you 
can’t buy it. 

In spite of the fun that many of us 
poke at insurance and insurance sales- 
men, most of us realize the importance 
of an adequate coverage of insurance 
and the protection it affords. 

_Buying insurance can be an expen- 
Slve proposition. But as an LT&T em- 
ployee, you have the advantage of a 
Company-provided insurance program. 
Both life and health insurance and 
death benefits are offered—at a total 
cost to the Company, last year, of 
$136,234. 

Last year the Company spent $91,465 
on group life and medical insurance 
and another $44,769 in death benefits. 
The death benefit program, in some 
ways, amounts to life insurance. 

This $136,234 is a part of the total 

benefit program which cost the Com- 
pany $2,194,368 last year. 
A LTHOUGH it is easy to compute 
£4 the amount the Company spent on 
Insurance programs last year, it is dif- 
ficult to figure the true value to em- 
Ployees. This is because the Company 
gets a “wholesale” rate and can buy 
cOverage under a group plan much 
cheaper than you could buy equivalent 
coverage individually. 

When you were hired you were of- 
fered life insurance without medical 
examination. If you are not now 
covered you can apply for the insurance 
and if you pass a physical examination 
can enroll in the program. The Com- 
pany buys for you the first $2,000 of 
coverage, you buy the remainder, up 
to a total which depends on your pay 
scale. The rate is 50 cents per month, 
per thousand dollars of coverage (over 
the first $2,000, which is free.) Lowest 
coverage available for any employee 
Is $3,000. 


If you should become totally and 
permanently disabled before reaching 
the age of 60 this insurance will be 
paid to you, either in a lump sum six 
months after proof of disability or in 
monthly payments over a five-year 
period. 

If you leave the Company you can 
convert—without medical examination 
—to another type of policy with the 
same insurance company. 

HE RATE is extremely favorable, 

as you will find if you compare 
the cost to other insurance policies 
you may have bought on your own. 
As your income increases, in many 
cases so will your insurance—even if 
you would be considered uninsurable 
if you applied privately for a new 
policy. 

More complete and specific informa- 
tion about the group life insurance is 
contained in the booklet “Your Group 
Insurance Plan.” 

The Company also provides a Major 
Medical Insurance group coverage for 
all employees. This protects you against 
the crush of bills which would flow in 
if you had a major illness or injury. 

Maximum amount allowed for active 
employees is $10,000. You are responsi- 
ble for paying the first $500 worth of 
expense of a major illness or injury. 
After that first “deductible” $500, Major 
Medical will pay 80% of eligible ex- 
penses. 

Retired employees are eligible for 
$2,500 in Major Medical coverage. 

Details of the insurance plan are 
explained in the booklet “Major Medi- 
cal Insurance Plan.” 

4 LTHOUGH the first $500 is not in- 
FX cluded in the expenses which Major 
Medical will pay, you are not neces- 
sarily left “out in the cold” for these 
first expenses in a major illness. 

Telephone employees may join the 
Telephone Employees’ Mutual Benefit 
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Association, which provides basic medi- 
cal insurance. The cost is $4 a month 
for an individual employee. 

For the same coverage for your wife 
as well as yourself, the cost is $8 a 
month. For yourself, wife and children 
the cost is $10.50. For yourself and your 
dependent children the cost is $6.50. 

In each instance, the Company pays 
the first $2 of the cost per month. 

Because TEMBA is non-profit, with 
many of its “overhead” items supplied 
by the Company, it is extremely 
reasonable in price in terms of the 
benefits it affords. 

ETAILED information about the 

plan is published in the booklet 
“TEMBA, Your Hospital and Surgical 
Benefit Plan.” 

In addition to these insurance plans, 
the Company also provides, at no cost 
to you, a death benefit program. It 1s 
as good as another life insurance policy 
to a surviving wife, dependent husband 
or other dependents. 

The death benefit is computed on a 
sliding scale depending on the years of 
service of an employee. It is also geared 
to his wage level. 

Any employee who has had two years 
of net credited service is covered. Rate 
of payment is as follows:

This death benefit extends also to 
retired employees. These pensioned em- 
ployees have available for their widows 
(or dependent widowers) a death bene- 
fit equal to 12 months wages at the rate 
of pay they were earning when they 
retired. 

Complete and specific details of the 
death benefit program are covered in 
the booklet “Plan for Employees’ Pen- 
sions, Disability Benefits and Death 
Benefits.”

Big Red Team on Television ™ 


HE GLORIES of the “Big Red” foot- 

ball team were viewed in full living 
color by many thousand football fans 
on Thanksgiving day. Besides the 
jammed full stadium of spectators, the 
vast audience of television saw the 
Cornhuskers defeat Oklahoma 21-9. 

Unsung heroes of the performance 
were the many telephone men who 
helped provide the facilities for the 
NBC color telecast. LT&T cooperated 
with AT&T to bring the necessary cir- 
cuits into use. 

Telephone men from the companies 
involved began work on the project 
long before the holiday game. 

Boyd Wedgwood, LT&T special ser- 
vices supervisor, found himself deep in 
paperwork arranging for the necessary 
circuits and equipment. AT&T engi- 
neers and workmen began the week be- 
fore to provide the necessary circuits. 

One complete transmitter was in- 
stalled and tested before it was decided 
that it wouldn’t do the job. Radio su- 
pervisor Franz Wille of AT&T got busy 
and had substitute equipment flown in. 
It was installed and working on time. 

Other telephone men kept busy sup- 
plying talking circuits and other facili- 
ties to the network men working at the 
stadium. 

A temporary circuit was extended 
from existing cable facilities to the 
stadium. The telecast was arranged to 
go by cable to the central office equip- 
ment at 15th & M. From there it was 
connected with AT&T facilities and 
beamed by microwave to Omaha, where

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the network picked it up. 

It was one of the largest undertakings 
of this nature to hit LT&T and a “first” 
color telecast of a football game from 
Lincoln. 

Required by NBC were: 

Two full period talk circuits from the 
stadium to Chicago. 

Two color video local transmit chan- 
nels. 

Two equalized schedule “B” audio 
transmit local channels. 

One equalized schedule “B” audio 
receive local channel. 

Three business telephones with two 
extensions. 

Three non-equalized, unterminated 
audio pairs between the mobile NBC 
unit and the west 50-yard line, with 
150 feet of slack wire on each line. 

One non-equalized unterminated au- 
dio pair between the mobile unit and 
the east 50-yard sideline with 150 feet 
of slack wire. 

Six local private lines (amplified) 
each equipped with 52B  operator’s 
headset. 

A total of 26 headsets on the above 
six lines, with operator jack boxes, 23 
with 15-foot retractible cords. The other 
three had 150-foot slack lines. Each was 
equipped with cutout keys. 

NBC had three large vans full of 
electronic gear—their mobile equip- 
ment. Part of it was leased from Sports 
Network. There were telephones all 
over the place and the NBC telecasters 
made generous use of them.

them color cameras. The five color 
cameras were located on the 20-yard 
line atop the stadium, on the 50-yard 
line, on the other 20-yard line, on the 
west side on a Cushman scooter and 
above the end zone. All of these cam- 
eras had to be linked by telephone ser- 
vice to the control booth. 

In addition, there was an_ instant 
playback tape unit which also had to 
have communications with the control 
room. 

Compared with all of this, the prepa- 
rations for radio broadcast seemed 
simple. But radio facilities did have to 
be provided too. 

Broadcasting the game were WKY in 
Oklahoma, WOW, KFOR and KLIN in 
Nebraska, and KFQD in Anchorage, 
Alaska. The Alaska station made ar- 
rangements to use the KFOR sports 
network broadcast and was bridged on 
the test board. Arrangements had been 
made earlier for the station to also get 
the Columbia Missouri game. 

LT&T men from the Wire Chief’s de- 
partment and the Toll Test room were 
both on hand at the stadium to install, 
test and make sure that everything con- 
tinued to work properly. Others in the 
central office also kept a close eye on 
the telecast. 

The game turned out to be a big iob 
for the Cornhuskers and it was a big 
undertaking for the telephone men. 
Both did their iob and accomplished 
what they hoped to—the Cornhuskers 
an unbeaten season and the telephone 
men a good telecast of the game. |

Marcus Johnson Receives 


Frank Woods Award 


Marcus Johnson dispiays the handsome Frank

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| ARCUS JOHNSON, Auburn, has 
been added to the list of those who 
have received Frank H. Woods awards. 
He was presented a Certificate of Merit 
in a special meeting of officers and de- 
partment heads November 10. 

Johnson was presented a handsomely 
bound folder in which is inscribed a 
brief description of the act for which he 
was given the award and a check for 
$25. Company President Thomas C. 
Woods, Jr., made the presentation and 
gave his personal thanks to Johnson. 

Marcus was honored for being instru- 
mental in saving the life of an 18- 
month old girl in Auburn. 

The incident came about when Lisa 
Lynn Wells, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gene Wells of Auburn fell from an up- 
stairs platform at her home onto a 
cement landing. The distance was 
about 10 feet. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wells were home, but 
were greatly upset and unable to take 
any action. 

Johnson, working at the telephone 
office across the street, heard the noise 
and commotion. He went to the scene 
of the mishap immediately to offer as- 
sistance. 

He found the girl was not breathing 
and he was able to restore normal res- 
piration. He then directed the father to 
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call an ambulance and a. neighbor to 
telephone for a doctor. When the doc- 
tor and ambulance arrived the little 
girl was given further treatment and 
taken to a hospital where it was dis- 
covered she had suffered brain concus- 
sion and abrasions. 

The Woods certificate highly com- 
mended Johnson for his prompt and ef- 
fective action in the emergency. 

A happy ending to the story is that 
the little girl has apparently suffered 
no lasting ill effects from the incident. 

Johnson is the ninth LT&T’er to re- 
ceive a Frank H. Woods award since 
it was established in 1959. 

There are four levels of awards, each 
accompanied by a cash gift. They are, 

1. The Certificate of Merit, such as 
presented to Johnson, which is accom- 
panied by $25. 

2. The Bronze Award, accompanied 


by $250. 

3. The Silver Award, accompanied 
by $1,000. 

4. The Gold Award, accompanied by 
$2,500. 


There is no maximum or minimum 
number of Woods Awards to be given 
in any year. Acts worthy of such rec- 
ognition may involve protection or 
restoration of telephone service, saving 
of life or property, alleviation of suf- 
fering, or other outstanding accomplish- 
ments. 

Three men have received Bronze 
Awards and five besides Johnson have 
received Certificates of Merit. The 
Bronze Award winners are, Francis 
Smith, who was honored for his efforts 
towards saving the life of a four-year- 
old accident victim; E. D. Mather, who 
saved the life of a woman; and L. H. 
Lane, who rescued a young man from 
a flood-swollen stream. The Certificate 
of Merit recipients are, Richard Fischer, 
S. M. Carr, Wayne L. Higgins, Clyde S. 
Whittington, and Carl P. Franzen.

T&T HAS been making use of CCW 

(corrugated continuous weld) cable 
in many of its cable projects. As ex- 
plained in an article in the News, last 
month, this type of cable has a cor- 
rugated steel shield underneath a 
polyethylene outer jacket. The shield 
is lined with a thin aluminum layer 
bonded on the inside to all except 
the seam portion. The seam is welded 
throughout the length of the cable, 
making an air tight seal and en- 
abling the cable to be pressurized to 
keep out moisture in case of sheath 
damage. Pressurizing of the cable calls 
for air-tight splices. 

A successful wiping method has re- 
sulted in stronger and more permanent 
splices. In this method, five inches of 
the outer jacket at each end of the 
proposed splice are removed. The flood- 
ing compound is removed from the 
metal shield by heating the area slight- 
ly with a torch, wiping off most of the 
softened compound and cleaning with a 
solvent soaked cloth. 

As shown in Figure 1, the remaining 
outer jacket and the metal shield are 
removed by sawing completely around 
the exposed shield at one end with a 
hacksaw, completing the cut with tin 
shears, and using a chipping knife to 
slit the outer jacket and shield from 
one end of the opening to the other. 
Again using the hacksaw, the shield is 
sawed around on the other end. The 
metal shield with outer jacket is pried 
open and removed and the rough edges 
are trimmed, if necessary. 

When the ends of two cables are to 
be spliced together, the metal shield

and outer jacket is slipped off each 
end of the cable after removing 5 
inches of the outer jacket and cutting 
the shield. 

A piece of Mylar tape is inserted in- 
side each end of the metal sheath as 
shown in Figure 2 to form a _ heat 
barrier for the tinning and soldering 
operations and to protect the cable core. 
Masking tape is then applied over the 
outer jacket ends. 

Using a special type of soldering flux 
(Eutectic Tinweld #1), a uniform coat- 
ing of the flux is applied to the entire 
area to be tinned. Then the area is 
heated with a torch, moving the flame 
over the area until the flux bubbles 
and turns color. The heated area is 
wiped quickly with a cloth, repeating 
the heating and wiping until the entire 
area is clean and bright. (When it is 
undesirable to use a torch, as in a 
manhole, the paste is applied as di- 
rected, and the area heated by ladling 
hot solder over it, wiping with a cloth 
and repeating the process until the area 
is completely tinned.) 

. Using a wire brush, the tinned area 
is thoroughly brushed to remove any

flux residue that was not wiped off in 
the tinning operation. It is necessary 
that all flux residue be completely re- 
moved to prevent corrosion at the joint. 

After removing the inner jacket and 
making the conductor splices, a lead 
sleeve is slipped in position over the 
muslin wrapped splice bundle and the 
ends of the sleeve are bent in to fit 
against the metal sheath. The exposed 
portions of the CCW sheath that will 
not be wiped is covered with masking 
tape. The joints are then wiped making 
a long wipe fillet, at least “4 inch 
longer than normal. Then tinning (50- 
50) solder is applied to the wiped area. 
(If a torch is used when applying tin- 
ning solder, care must be taken not to 
allow the flame to overheat the CCW 
sheath as this may damage the cable 
core.) The procedure is illustrated in 
Figure 3. 

After wiping, the excess stearine that 
may remain on or adjacent to the joints 
is cleaned off by again brushing with a 
wire brush. The masking tape at the 
ends of the outer jacket are removed. 

Then approximately 1 inch of the end 
of the polyethylene jacket, the exposed 
portion of the CCW shield, and the 
entire wiped portions of the sleeve are 
coated with Scotchkote compound. As 
a last step, two layers of %4” all- 
weather vinyl tape are applied to the 
entire area that was covered with 
Scotchkote as shown in Figure 4. 

If the splice is in a buried cable, the 
splice is covered with a plastic pipe 
wrap, enclosed in a sheet metal housing 
and the housing completely covered 
with two layers of pitch tape.

OHN E. BACKSTROM reached 40 years of service with 

LT&T on November 13. The occasion was observed a 
few days early, by a luncheon November 8 at the Corn- 
husker Hotel.

But he was back after two weeks, working as 
clerk in the Treasurer’s office for a slightly lower pay. 
After four days he was laid off again, but in three days 
was back on the payroll as a messenger. 

John transferred to Supply after a few months, later 
worked as a district clerk in Beatrice, and came to the 
Accounting department in Lincoln in 1938, where he has 
remained ever since. 

“It seems like I’ve known John ever since he came to 
work. I’ve always had a high regard for him,” declared 
Hale. ‘He’s another of those faithful people who have con- 
tributed to LT&T’s success.” 

John recalled the early days of employment when the 
workday ran from 7:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. and the week was 
composed of six working days. Reminded by his friends 
of the difficult depression, John admitted that he at one 
time took a summer “vacation” layoff so as to permit a 
married man to remain at work. 

If nothing happens to break his service record, John 
will have 48 years with LT&T when he retires. He is ob- 
viously looking forward to continuing his service for the 
better part of another decade. 
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RADUATES of the various courses 
in Human Relations conducted by 
the Company met November 18 for the 
llth annual Human Relations Roundup. 


Moderator of the event was Dr. Don- 
ald O. Clifton, associate professor of 
educational psychology at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. 

Sessions began at 10 o’clock in the 
morning and continued until 3:45 in the 
afternoon. After the customary intro- 
ductions, Dr. Clifton kicked off the 
sessions with the topic “What You Do 
Makes a Difference!”’

FEW MONTHS ago the assets of 
I\. The Lincoln Telephone Employes 
Cooperative Credit Association climbed 
above the million dollar mark. What 
with the normal fluctuation in Co-op, 
the assets soon dropped below that 
magic million figure. 

But shortly they climbed above, 
dropped below and climbed back again. 
They went through this process several 
times before becoming firmly estab- 
lished above the million dollar level. 

Thus, before reaching its 30th birth- 
day, Co-op has become a “millionaire.” 

Probably few of its founders back in 
1936 envisioned the time when this 
employees organization would become 
a million dollar business. Their aim 
was to make available for LT&T em- 
ployees the services of a Cooperative 
Credit Association. 

One of the purposes the founders had 
in mind was to provide telephone em- 
ployees a place where they could de- 
posit their savings with confidence and 
at favorable earnings and an agency 
from which they could borrow without 
fear of excessive interest. The organiz- 
ers sincerely wanted to help save tele- 
phone people from falling into the 
clutches of unscrupulous ‘loan sharks.” 
In the difficult years of the middle 
1930’s this was a real danger. 


O-OP is an employees organization. 

Decisions and policies (within the 
framework of state banking laws gov- 
erning such organizations) are made by 
members or by representatives elected 
by them. 

Over the years Co-op has provided 
loans at reasonable interest rates and 
has paid good return on savings and 
shares. LT&T has contributed to its 
support by providing many items of 
“overhead” and permitting employees 
to use Company time to perform Co-op 
duties. 

Organization of Co-op took place late 
in May of 1936. Then, as now, any reg- 
ular employee of the Company was 
eligible for membership and could join 
by subscribing for one share of stock 
and paying a membership fee. 

This permitted them to deposit sav- 
ings with the Association or to borrow 
up to $200 for each share of stock 
owned. However, collateral was re- 
quired on all loans over $50. 

First officers of the organization were 
F. E. Behm. president; Merle M. Hale, 
vice president; M. W. Franklin, secre- 
tary; and Hulda Gessner, treasurer. 
These four were also directors, as were 
Mabel Pappa, L. C. Anderson, Ed Dor- 
land, R. C. McClain, George Dobson, 
George Barney, John Spady, Charles 
Dickenman, and Roy Rogers. 


\N THE first credit committee were 
() G. O. Seaton, C. C. Donley and B. J. 
Sievers. On the original supervisory 
committee were H. W. Potter, H. F. Mc- 
Culla and I. J. Devoe.

Those early officers soon set the in- 
terest rate for loans at $6 per $100 per 
year and interest rate for time loans at 
not less than 7%. Bond for the directors 
was set at $1,000. 

A decision was reached to pay 3% 
interest per year on savings, but by the 
end of the year Co-- was able to actu- 
ally pay 5%. Other decisions included 
setting of the maximum amount of loan 
to any one member at $2,500. 

At the end of 1936, the treasurer was 
able to report that one fourth of the 
membership were borrowers and the 
rest were savers. 

In those early days of the organiza- 
tion, the directors each contacted em- 
ployees in their areas of work in order 
to encourage membership. The total 
efforts were successful and by the time 
December 31, 1936 rolled around there 
were 484 members in Co-op. These 
members had deposits and shares total- 
ling $14,736.62 and the Co-op had assets 
of $15,682.64. A total of 135 loans were 
made in that first year of operation. 


NCOME earned from May until De- 

cember 31 of that first year amounted 
to $296.91 and after interest and reserve 
for contingencies was deducted a net 
earnings of $149.84 remained. 

In the first half year of operation Co- 
op was able to pay a total of $97.90 in 
interest and $86.96 in dividends. 

Telephone people had confidence in 
the newly formed Credit Cooperative 
Association and in the officers who 
were directing its operation. Member- 
ship and assets grew. Things began to 
look good. When officers were elected 
for the second year it was voted to 
award the treasurer $60 for keeping 
the books. Interest paid on savings and 
shares for 1937 was raised to 6%, al- 
though the next year the dividends on 
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shares dropped back to 5%. Interest 
charged on loans was reduced to $5 per 
$100 per year. 

Over the years the records of Co-op 
depict the financial condition of the 
times. History can be traced from the 
records. 

The number of loans made during 
that first year of 1936—really only half 
a year—was 135. In 1937 the number 
jumped to 281. In 1938 it was 625. The 
number hit a high of 723 in 1940. 


HESE were the tail end years of the 

depression. To those who needed to 
borrow money they were especially 
difficult years. The Co-op filled a real 
and pressing need. 

But then came the war crisis in 
Europe, the gradual involvement of the 
United States in helping friendly na- 
tions at war, and finally the attack on 
Pearl Harbor which brought the United 
States into the World Conflict. The 
economy geared for wartime produc- 
tion. 

In 1941 the number of loans made by 
Co-op dropped back to 657 and the 
following year to 464. They continued 
to drop through 1945, when only 181 
loans were made. 

The reasons are obvious. The war- 
time boom was on. Earnings, what with 
overtime, were high. Young men, who 
might ordinarily have the most need 
for borrowed money, were away in the 
armed services. Consumer goods were 
unavailable or severely rationed so 
credit was not needed to purchase these 
items. 


TN 1946 the situation changed, as young 

men began to return from service. 
New products began to come on the 
market. The number of loans increased 
to 209 during that year. From then on 
to the present time the number of loans 


made each year has almost always 
shown an increase. In those years 
where the number slipped back, the de- 
crease has been slight and usually re- 
covered the next year. 

It was not until the 1960’s that a 
leveling off of the number of loans has 
come at something over 750. In 1964 
the figure was 781. 

Membership has followed a similar 
pattern. In the first year there were 
484 members. The number increased 
to a peak of 710 in 1939. Then with the 
world situation and the economic pic- 
ture changing there was a drop in the 
1940’s with a low of 410 in 1945. 

The postwar years brought a gradual 
increase and the 1960’s found member- 
ship above a thousand, where it has ap- 
parently leveled off. In 1964 there were 
1,035 members. 

As you might suppose, the total 
amount of loans has also fluctuated 
with the times. In the first year of 
operation, the amount was $20,160.85. 
In 1940 this figure hit a peak of 
$143,522.46. Then it dropped to a war- 
time low of $51,444.31 in 1945. 


T WASN’T until 1950 that the amount 

of loans made during the year passed 
that 1940 figure. By 1964 the figure 
was up to an impressive $730,636.60. 

Interest rates show an_— equally 
graphic picture of the general economy. 
When money was hard to get in the 
1930’s, Co-op paid as much as 6% on 
savings. This continued until 1941, 
when Co-op dropped interest rates t 
5°, the second half of the year. In 1942 
they were further cut to 4% the first 
half and 3% the second. They re- 
mained at this level through the first 
half of 1944, then were again dropped 
to 21%", for the last half of the year. 
In 1945 they hit an all-time low of 2‘. 
So did the dividend rate on shares. 


This reflects the economic condition 
of the times. These rates are quite 
favorable when compared to the rates 
generally paid on savings accounts at 
banks and savings and loan associa- 
tions. 

In the postwar years there was a 
greater demand for money and interest 
rates began toclimb. But it wasn’t until 
1956 that the Co-op was again able to 
pay 9% on savings—then this dropped 
the second half of the year to 444%. 

Interest rate was 5% from 1960 
through 1964 and was raised to 54% 
for the first half of 1965. Dividend rates 
on shares have also climbed and have 
been 444% for several years. 


DDLY enough, deposits and shares 

have not followed this general pat- 
tern. They have shown a markedly con- 
sistent gain—with a couple of excep- 
tions. Starting out in 1936 at $14,736.62, 
deposits and shares have grown every 
year except 1943 and 1950. In 1964 they 
were $888,972.21. 

Assets pretty much parallel the rec- 
ord of deposits and shares. They have 
grown from the small beginning of 
$15,682.64 to over a million dollars. 

Co-op’s purpose of serving telephone 
folks was recognized almost immediate- 
ly back in 1936. This brought members, 
deposits and loans to the fledgling or- 
ganization. By January of 1938 it was 
announced that new loans for the year 
had amounted to $62,675.56, of which 
$44,044.09 had already been repaid. 

There were idle funds, and permis- 
sion was made later that year to invest 
them in LT&T Company stock up to 
the amount of $3,000. 

But Co-op found that it was not able 
to help some of the telephone folks in 
financial trouble. Consequently an 
“Assistance Fund” was set up for those 
who were in financial distress and 
could not qualify for a regular loan. 
From Co-op’s undivided profits, $300 
was put into this fund, which was ad- 
ministered by G. O. Seaton, C. C. Don- 
ley, and B. J. Sievers. In September of 
1938 LT&T added $300 to the fund. 
making a total of $600. 

In 1940 the Assistance Fund balance 
was $605.90. Loans of $211 had been 
made and $135.61 of that had been re- 
paid. The new balance became $530.51. 


ITH the outbreak of World War II, 
the situation began to change for 
Co-op. One of the first moves by the 
directors came in January of 1942 when 
they decided to become an_ issuing 
agent of the Federal Government for 
United States Defense Bonds through 
the payroll deduction plan. J. L. Lyne 
was named acting agent for Series E 
bonds and empowered to purchase 
bonds up to $6,500 in the name of the 
Association. In 1942 and 1944 approval 
was given to increase this amount. 
In 1942 Co-op backed another move 
to help employees. Directors voted to 


help sponsor a mutual hospitalization 
plan whereby all employees could join 
and benefit. 

The war brought on a new problem 
for Co-op. There were idle funds and 
ideas were needed to keep the money 
working. Actually this problem first 
came up in 1938, when the young Co-op 
found it had idle funds. A decision was 
made then to invest up to $3,000 in 
LT&T Company stock at $105 for pre- 
ferred and $35 for common. 

But by 1940 this was more of a prob- 
lem and a committee to promote ideas 
on how to get idle funds working was 
set up. With the outbreak of hostilities, 
Co-op showed its patriotism by author- 
izing the purchase of series “G” U.S. 
bonds in amounts of $1,000 ‘“‘when the 
need arises.” 

In November of 1940 there was ap- 
proval for additional purchases in the 
amount of $4,000 “because of excess 


was AT&T stock ‘“‘not to exceed $11,000, 
if approved by the State Banking De- 
partment.” 


N 1943 came approval for purchase of 

206 shares of Beatrice Foods Com- 
pany stock at $21,251.75. In 1944 came 
aproval to purchase $10,000 in govern- 
ment securities and also to invest $3,000 
in LT&T Company preferred stock. 

Other investments were authorized 
in succeeding years—$20,000 of LT&T 
stock, again “if approved by the State 
Banking Department” in 1945; $5,000 of 
LT&T stock and $20,000 in U.S. Treas- 
ury bonds in the same year; $20,000 in 
stocks in December of 1947; $40,000 in 
short-term government bonds in 1949. 

However, the major portion of: the 
Co-op assets are in loans to members, 
which is as it should be. 

As economic conditions have changed, 
so have some of the Co-op rules in re- 
gard to loans. In 1941 the maximum to 
be loaned to any one member was 
raised from $2,500 to $5,000. 

In 1945 approval was given to invest 
$25,000 in loans secured by first mort- 
gages on real estate and to charge 442‘: 
interest. Approval was also given at 
this time to charge only 4°, on loans 
secured by assignment of the cash sur- 
render value of life insurance policies. 


VER the years the real estate loan 
() business has grown. Back in 1945 
he situation was such that many folks 
who had never owned a home found it 
was possible to purchase one. Further- 
more, many of them had to buy a house 
in order to get a place to live. 

So it is not surprising that Co-op. 
with excess funds to invest, got into 
the real estate loan business. 

In January of 1946 real estate loans 
were increased to $40,000 total limit 
and in August approval was given to 
increase the amount in this type of 
loans to $50,009. The figure was upped

in June of 1947 to $60,000 but was re- 
duced in November of 1948 back to 
$50,000. 

In 1953 the rea! estate limit was 
upped again to $60,000. In 1954 it was 
hiked to $75,000. And in 1958 it was 
raised to $115,000. It took further raises 
in 1959, 1962, and 1964 to its present 
level of $175,000. 

Other loans have been increased from 
time to time. In 1948 the limit anyone 
might borrow from Co-op at any time 
was raised from $5,000 to $7,500. In 
1958 the maximum in loans was again 
raised, to $10,000, but with a $7,500 
limit on real estate. 


NTEREST rates on loans have always 

been reasonable, but they have been 
given different decriptions at times. In 
1941 the interest was changed to %4 of 
1‘, on the unpaid balance each month 
to “comply with banking laws.” In 
1954 this was changed to a rate of in- 
terest “not to exceed 9° per annum.” 
It was also required that loans of more 
than $300 be secured or co-signed. 

Perhaps indicative of the times in 
which Co-op was established is a de- 
cision made on loans in 1939. It was 
decided then that the minimum inter- 
est or carrying charge would be 35 cents 
on all small loans. It is doubtful if any- 
one has recently applied for a loan that 
small! 

Back in 1942, concerned with increas- 
ing costs and work, Co-op decided to 
make a 10-cent service charge to mem- 
bers for each withdrawal “to help de- 
fray the increased clerical work.” 
Sometime during the intervening years 
these requirements seem to have faded 
away. 

The years have brought other changes 
in the affairs of Co-op. Back in the 
1930’s the treasurer was awarded $60 
a month for keeping books. Then extra 
office help was approved at $30 a 
month, which was later raised to $50. 

In 1939 the office hours were from 
1 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday through 
Friday and from 8 to 12:30 on Satur- 
days 


NEVERAL times in its history the ell- 
.J gibility of pensioners to be mem- 
bers of Co-op has been questioned. This 
was finally resolved in 1950 when it 
was decided and put on record to ac- 
cept regular employees, including for- 
mer employees retired and on LT&T 
pension, as Co-op members. 

3ack in 1941 a fidelity bond of $5,000 
was considered sufficient for certain of 
the officers. Later this was increasecl 
to $10,000 and in the 1960’s has been 
stepped up, in three jumps, to $90,000. 

The story of Co-op would not be com- 
plete without some mention of the 
officers who have directed its opera-

tion. There has been excellent con- 
tinuity of service over the years, with 
its obvious advantages. 

The original president of Co-op, F. E. 
Behm, served until 1948. So did the 
original vice president, Merle M. Hale. 
Hulda Gessner, original treasurer, 
served until 1940 and M. W. Franklin, 
the first secretary, held that post until 
1943. 

Other presidents were A. B. Smith, 
from 1949 to mid-term in 1953; R. H. 
Spohn, from 1954 to 1964; and R. B. 
Hobson, who started his term in 1960. 

Other vice presidents were L. A. 
Stacy, from 1949 to 1953; Kent Eno, 
from 1954 to 1963: R. B. Hobson, 1964; 
and R. V. Clifford, who began his term 
in 1965. 


THER treasurers were J. L. Lyne, 

1941 to 1953; C. B. Meshier, 1954 to 
1958: R. B. Hobson, 1959 to 1963; J. E. 
Geist, 1964; and R. L. Tyler, 1964 to 
1965, 

Other secretaries were R. H. Spohn, 
1944 to 1953; R. B. Hobson, 1954 to 1958; 
Clara Jones, 1959; J. J. Caldwell, 1960 
to 1965. 

As you can see, some of these officers 
moved up through the ranks. For in- 
stance, the current president, R. B. 
Hobson, has been an officer in Co-op 
since 1954. His predecessor, R. H. 
Spohn, was an officer from 1944 to 1964. 

The two important Co-op committees 
—the supervisory committee and the 
credit committee also show instances 
of long continuity of service. 

The three original members of the 
supervisory committee were H. W. Pot- 
ter, H. F. McCulla and I. J. Devoe. 
Potter served until 1954; McCulla un- 
til 1944 and Devoe until 1958. F. M. 
Strasser served from 1945 to 1956; and 
H. W. Cane from 1955 to 1963. 

The current members of the commit- 
tee are Houghton Furr, who started in 
1957: B. J. Sievers, who started in 1959, 
and Tyler Ryan, who started in 1964. 

RIGINAL members of the Credit 
C2 ice were B. J. Sievers, G. O. 
Seaton and C. C. Donley. Sievers re- 
mained on the committee until 1958; 
Seaton until 1952, and Donley until 
1954. W. F. Roberts served from 1952 
{9 1959: A. B. Waters from 1955 to 1965; 
M. W. Franklin from 1959 to 1965; and 
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J. H. Hartley from 1960 to 1964. 

Current committee members are J. E. 
Geist, who started in 1964; Ralph Con- 
nors, who started in 1965 and W. iby 
Quinn, who also started in 1960. 

Honors for the all-time record of 
tenure of service to Co-op go to B. J. 
Sievers, who has been active in the 
organization since its inception. He was 
one of the original members of the 
credit committee and left it only to take 
responsibilities on the supervisory com- 
mittee where he is still serving. 

A total of 65 persons have served as 
directors of Co-op over the years. Many 
of these have passed away, a number 
have retired, but others are still active 
with the Company. They are:

What of the future of Co-op? The 
future is alwavs vague, but it seems 
safe to assume that Co-op is working on 
its second million dollars in assets and 
that it probably won't take 30 years to 
reach the second million.

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Bigger Bite Comes Out 


® A BIGGER “bite” will come out of 
your paycheck starting the first of the 
year. This is due to the increased Social 
Security tax. During 1965 the Social 
Security tax was 3.625%, levied on the 
first $4,800 of earnings. In 1966 the tax 
will be 4.2%, levied on the first $6,600 
of earnings. 

For those who earn $6,600 or more 
this will be an increase in tax of $103.20 
for the year, or $8.60 a month. For 
those earning less than $6,600 the total 
increase in Social Security tax will be 
proportionately smaller. 

The increase will go to pay for in- 
creased benefits. It takes effect the 
first payday in 1966, even though some 
of that pay may have been earned in 
1965. 

In 1987 the Social Security tax will 
reach 5.65%.

LLIE HOFFMAN, Engineering, is 

becoming rather famous among tele- 
phone men. It’s all because The Tele- 
phone News published the story of his 
unusual experience with his watchband. 
(See Sept.-Oct. issue. ) 

Ollie noticed his expansion type 
watchband was irritating his arm one 
night as he was standing near the Naval 
Training Center. He pulled it off, then 
later discovered that something had 
heated up the band enough to weld a 
couple of the links together. He had 
several burn marks on his arm to addi- 
tionally verify this. 

Ollie figured that he had got in the 
way of some type of radio beam and 
the watch bracelet happened to be of 
the right size to be “in tune” with the 
frequency of the beam, causing it to 
heat up. 

This has interested other telephone 
people. A publication of a telephone 
association in another state printed a 
brief recap of the experience and sug- 
gested that maybe some little green 
men from Mars were behind it all. 

Now Telephone Engineer and Man- 
agement has picked up the item and 
advanced the theory that it was the 
Moon Maid created by _ cartoonist 
Chester Gould who directed a _ laser 
beam at our Ollie. 


On this page is a sort of ‘box score” 
of Plant Department accidents and 
motor vehicle accidents within LT&T. 
You may think we have made a mis- 
take when you read the date, but we 
haven’t. This report is still back in 
1965 because of the time it takes to 
compile the figures and because of the 


advanced deadline for “copy” for The 


Telephone News. 

Most of this issue was prepared when 
it was still 1965, including this column. 
So bear with us. Our accident report 
eventually will be properly dated 1966 
and will seem more in place. 

LT&T folks may be interested in the 
impression of one of the power linemen 
with whom I had occasion to visit re- 
cently. He was extremely puzzled. 

“I don’t understand how it is,” he 
said, “that when the storms knock out 
the power lines the telephones always 
manage to work and get us out of bed 
to go restore electrical service.” 

I had to assure him that storms do 
indeed put many telephones out of 
service. But he didn’t look like he be- 
lieved me. 


YOUR BENEFIT PROGRAM 
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HEN you think of a benefit pro- 
gram such as the one LT&T has for 
employees, you usually think of the 
“big” items. Several of these have been 
explained in recent articles in the News 
—vacations, pensions, sickness bene- 
fits, and insurance programs. 
But LT&T’s program also includes a 


~ number of items of smaller cost which 


are of definite financial value to you. 
Space does not permit discussing all of 
them, but several can and should be 
mentioned. 

One of the most obvious is the ‘“‘con- 
cession” telephone service that LT&T 
employees receive. All employees and 
retired employees living in one of the 
LT&T exchange areas enjoy a 50 per 
cent “concession” on reasonable local 
telephone service. They get local ser- 
vice for half price. 

This 50 per cent reduction totalled 
$48,519.72 in cash value in 1964. It is 
just like money in the bank for em- 
ployees, with the added advantage that 
no income tax is paid on the money 
saved by the reduced telephone bill. 

An item called “military leaves of 
absence” is a big asset for those con- 
nected with the military. In 1964 the 
Company paid out $4,862.07 in this cate- 
gory. The money was paid to em- 
ployees in the National Guard, or mili- 
tary reserve program for summer en- 
campments and to employees entering 
the regular armed forces. 

LT&T makes up the difference be- 
tween the military pay and the tele- 
phone pay for guardsmen and reservists 
during their two-week summer camp 
and for the first three months for those 
entering the regular armed forces. 

For the “part time” servicemen this 
means that they can serve their coun- 
try without sacrificing either vacation 
time or income. For those men or 
women going into regular military ser- 
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TRIPLE 
vice this means a financial boost to help 
with bills that may need to be paid and 
extra costs which may be incurred as 
the result of going into military service. 
It also helps the new serviceman (or 
servicewoman) adjust to the lower rate 
of pay that he receives from the mili- 
tary. 

Affecting a greater number of em- 
ployees than does military pay is pay 
for other non-productive time. The 
Company paid $8,487.97 in 1964 to em- 
ployees for this. 

Biggest share was for paid time off 
for employees who had a death in the 
family. But part of it was pay for those 
serving on juries, election boards or as 
witnesses. LT&T pays the difference 
between the jury, election or witness 
fee pay and the regular salary to em- 
ployees who are called up for this duty. 

Other time off for which the Com- 
pany pays is that required by em- 
ployees when they are transferred at 
Company request. This permits them 
to more carefully seek and select hous- 
ing and to attend to other details con- 
nected with moving. The Company also 
pays for employees’ moving expenses 
—an item which totalled $9,784.52 dur- 
ing 1964. 

Supporting the Telephone Employes 
Cooperative Credit Association cost the 
Company $8,810.00 in 1964. This paid 
for many of the “overhead” costs of the 
association. The practice is one reason 
why the many members of the Co-op 
enjoy such favorable interest rates on 
their savings and such reasonable ones 
on loans that are granted to them. 

A smaller item which meant definite 
savings to the employees who took ad- 
vantage of it was anti-influenza inocu- 
lations, provided free by the Company. 
Cost of this program in 1964 was $822.30. 
If the employees had individually ob- 
tained the inoculations by themselves, 
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the total cost would certainly have been 
higher. 

These programs and others offered 
by the Company go to make up a total 
benefit program which amounted to 
$2,194,368.53 in 1964. This came to 28.9 
per cent of the payroll and averaged 
$1,508.16 per employee. 

Biggest chunks of the program come 
in these categories, which have already 
been explained in previous articles in 
the Telephone News: vacation and holi- 
day pay which totalled $469,668; pen- 
sion accruals, which came to $501,816; 
sickness benefits, which amounted to 
$147,123; and insurance plans, which 
cost $136,234. All figures are for the 
year 1964. 

The cost of all of these, as well as 
the many “minor” items in the program 
is borne by the Company. In many 
cases the benefits provided by the Com- 
pany are as good as “money in the 
pocket” of employees—with the ad- 
vantage that “income” of this type is 
not taxed. 

It is difficult to figure the true value 
of the program because of the fact that 
the cost paid by the Company may not 
reflect the true value to employees. For 
instance, in insurance programs, by 
buying group policies the Company ob- 
tains a lower rate than individual em- 
ployees could get if they bought simi- 
lar coverage separately. 

But it is an undeniable fact that the 
LT&T program is an important ‘“hid- 
den wage” for employees. It assumes 
even greater importance when you 
realize that there are many types of 
businesses which offer employees only 
a few of the benefits which telephone 
people enjoy. And of course self-em- 
ployed people, if they want such a pro- 
gram, must pay for it themselves out 
of their own pockets. 

This fine benefit program is one of the 
reasons why so many LT&T employees 
make telephone work a lifetime career, 
often compiling several decades of 
service.

fiers TIME to time we are reminded through safety 
posters or signs that “Safety Has No Quitting Time.” 
Accident prevention principles should not be confined to 
working hours. They should be as much a part of our 
home life, recreational activities and travel time. 
According to statistics prepared by the National Safety 
Council, workers in all industries in the United States suf- 
fered the following tolls of injuries and deaths in 1964: 


Disability 
Injuries Deaths 
On-the-job 2,050,000 14,200 
Off-the-job 2,900,000 34,600 
TOTALS 4,550,000 48,800 


Cn-the-job accidents in 1964 accounted for seven out 
of ten deaths and more than half the disabling injuries. 
Lost-time from off-the-job mishaps totaled 55 million man- 
days against 40 million man-days from on-the-job acci- 
dents. However, the figure for lost time to workers in- 
jured on the job does not include indirect lost time which 
is estimated at 195 million man-days. 

Off-the-job accidents to workers can be expensive both 
to them and their companies. Automobile accidents and 
falls are the most costly from the viewpoint of the number 
of employees involved and the time lost. This is indicated 
in the table on causes of off-the-job accidents to LT&T 
employees and number of days lost. 

Industry experience indicates the following effects of 
off-the-job mishaps to companies and their employees: 

Employees: 

Loss of earning capacity while recovering. 

Possible permanent reduction in earning ability. 
Pain and discomfort. 

Worry and anxiety of family. 

Disrupted home routines. 

Limited activities. 

Inconvenience in having to make out accident re- 


oe attending investigations, and going to court, 
etc.

Loss of production due to delay in replacing in- 
jured employee and training another employee to 
do his work. 

wn Loss of supervisor time in training other employee. 

3. Spoiled work and tool damage by employee being 
trained. 

4. Cost of wages to employee being trained. 

5 Cost of accident investigation, lawyers’ fees, bene- 
fit payments, and increased insurance. 


There is a continuing need to avoid being involved in 
accidents away from the job. In 1963, we had a total of 
98 off-the-job accidents, resulting in 428 days lost time. In 
1964, the totals were 76 accidents and 809% days lost. The 
1965 totals are 71 mishaps and 516 days lost. We will con- 
tinue to have accidents and painful injuries, but we can 
strive to reduce the toll. Let’s make a real conscientious 
effort to be safety conscious, to have an alert attitude to 
hazards at home, at play, and in traffic. We learn much 
ata accident prevention at work; let’s “take safety home 
with us.”

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Savings Bond Quiz 


Question: I bought Series E Bonds 
planning to hold them for 17 years 
and nine months. What will my tax 
liability be, and when must I pay? 

Answer: Series E Bonds you buy today 
have an initial maturity period of 
seven years and nine months, but 
carry an automatic 10-year extension 
option, which makes them 17%-year 
Bonds. Federal income tax on inter- 
est may be reported annually if you 
so elect—but most people choose to 
defer payment of tax until the bonds 
are redeemed. There is no state or 
local income tax on interest. 


Question: Can a refund be obtained on 
a Savings Bond bought in connection 
with a chain-letter scheme which, I 
understand, is illegal? 

Answer: You are correct in your under- 
standing that such schemes are il- 
legal. However, if you learned of the 
illegality after the purchase of the 
bond, you may be able to get a re- 
fund. You should obtain, fill in and 
file Form PD 2966 (revised June, 
1962), usually available at your bank 
or at any Federal Reserve Bank or 
branch. 


Question: Is it permissible to use Sav- 
ings Bonds as an award in a contest? 
Answer: The Treasury Department en- 
courages the use of Savings Bonds 
and Stamps as prizes in contests of 
knowledge or skill such as quizzes, 
slogan competitions and the like. But 
it definitely disapproves the use of 
Bonds or Stamps in connection with 
lotteries, punch-boards, pin-ball 
games and similar games of chance.

First step in preparing for the 7-digit 
(and later DDD) calling was a new ad- 
dition to the Plattsmouth building. The 


NEBRASKA farmer visiting rela- 

tives in Lincoln collapsed while 
walking downtown. He was a diabetic, 
and was suffering from insulin shock. 
Rushed to a hospital, attendants found 
a metal emblem on his wrist with the 
word, “Medic Alert’. 

Although his wallet had been lost, 
the hospital soon knew the man’s name, 
his next of kin, family doctor’s name, 
and had a brief medical history. 

A telephone number engraved on the 
emblem and a serial number provided 
a link with life for the man. When he 
had fully recovered, he wrote a letter 
to Dr. Marion Collins, a small town 
doctor who had perfected the Medic 
Alert emblem. The farmer said his 
emblem had saved valuable diagnostic 
time and spoken for him when he was 
unable to speak for himself. 

“T can’t tell you how much it meant 
for me to be wearing a Medic Alert 
bracelet,” he wrote. “It saved my life.” 

Medic Alert is a charitable, non- 
profit organization which provides 
140,000 persons around the world with 
an emblem. By use of a telephone, no 
member is ever alone. 

Dr. Collins started the project in 1956 
to protect his own teenage daughter 
while she was away at college. Violent- 
ly allergic to tetanus antitoxin (horse 
serum), she was almost sure to suffer 
a fatal allergic reaction if injected with 
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old garage was torn down and the 
equipment room extended to the south. 
The addition is a two-level affair, with 
the garage now located in the basement 
level by means of doors on the alley 
instead of on the side street. 

For many months installers have 
been at work putting in the necessary 
equipment for the change. 


the serum. The antitoxin is frequently 
given in routine injections to protect 
against lockjaw in some types of in- 
juries. 

The answer, Dr. Collins decided, was 
to provide his daughter with a medical 
warning system which was inexpensive, 
practical and durable. After much 
thought he worked out the small metal 
Medic Alert bracelet or neck medallion. 

On the front is the internationally 
known serpent and staff, symbol of the 
medical profession. The bright enam- 
eled words, “Medic Alert’, warns that 
the wearer has a hidden medical prob- 
lem. 

The back of the emblem is engraved 
with a 24 hour telephone number where 
authorized persons may call collect in 
an emergency. The serial number pro- 
vides fast identification through the 
Central Files. The member’s medical 
problem is also engraved on the re- 
verse side. This may be, ‘‘Taking anti- 
coagulants”’, ‘“Diabetes’, ‘Allergic to 
sulfa”, et cetera. 

A lifetime $5 fee provides members 
with a stainless steel emblem for neck 
or wrist and the continuing services of 
the Telephone Answering File. Sterling 
silver emblems are available for $7.50. 

Dr. Collins’ research turned up the 
fact that one person in five has a hid- 
den medical problem. The American 
Medical Association estimates that 40 


Y WAY of a subsidiary company, 

LT&T is now in the Community 
Antenna Television service business. A 
wholly owned subsidiary, known as 
T.V. Transmission, Inc., has been formed 
to provide CATV and other electronic 
services. 

Already the new company has a fran- 
chise to provide service at Superior. 
Applications to serve other communi- 
ties will also be made. 

CATV offers improved television re- 
ception. A large community antenna is 
erected at a centralized point and the 
CATV signal transmitted from there by 
means of coaxial cable to businesses 
and homes subscribing to the service. 

This eliminates the need for indi- 
vidual homes and businesses to erect 
and maintain external television and 
FM radio antennae and it provides a 
strong TV signal in fringe areas, as well 
as improved color TV reception and 
other advantages. 

One of the reasons that a separate 
company has been formed to provide 
this service is the fact that the future 
of the regulation of CATV is unknown. 
Some interest in various aspects of reg- 
ulation is aparent in recent Federal 
Communications Commission action. 
The extent to which State Regulatory 
commissions may assume jurisdiction 
in the future is at present entirely un- 
predictable. Thus it appears it may be 
well to have separate CATV company

operations, at least, until the field of 
regulation is better defined. 

Telephone employees will work on 
CATV. For the present, there will be 
an apportionment of the expense. Time 
spent on such work, as well as other 
costs involved will be pro-rated to the 
CATV company. As the operation in- 
creases, more definite practices will be 
established. 

The future of CATV appears bright. 
The whole concept of the service has 
changed from that which originally 
was thought to be chiefly of supplying 
TV service in poor reception areas. Now 
it appears that with the growing popu- 
larity of color TV, viewers will be more 
critical and demand better TV recep- 
tion. 

This quality of reception is one of the 
advantages of CATV and is expected to 
make it attractive to many people. 

In addition, there are some other 
features that CATV can offer—weather 
reports, time and temperature, emer- 
gency reporting, and even a news wire 
service. 

In other words, an entirely new mar-

NCE AN operator, always an oper- 

ator. Or at least that’s the way it 
would seem. Some of the former oper- 
ators now working in other phases of 
telephone business tell me that they 
can’t fool an operator. 


When they have occasion to call a 
distant information operator, for in- 
stance, they invariably get the reply, 
“That number is (so and so), operator.” 
This happens even when they are call- 
ing from a residential phone. 

“You’d think it would wear off in 
time,’”’ commented one of the former 
operators. But it doesn’t. There is 
something distinctive about the tele- 
phone voice and mannerisms of an 
operator. And apparently they are 
firmly entrenched. 

I asked a former operator now in toll 
investigation if she could, likewise, rec- 
ognize another operator by her voice. 
She said “yes.” How can she do it? 
Well, there is just something about the 
voice. An indefinable something, but a 
definite and distinctive give-away that 
the speaker is an operator or a former 
operator. 

We wonder if there are other occupa- 
tional giveaways by which others in the 
telephone business can recognize their 
colleagues in the same line of work. 
For instance, is there something that 
“tags” a lineman to all other linemen” 


While it isn’t a mark of positive iden- 
tification, telephone folks have some- 
thing in common, generally speaking. 
They are leaders in their communities. 
A high percentage of telephone folks 
are active in fraternal, civic, religious 
and even governmental organizations. 

In this issue we pay tribute to some 
of these people. We don’t have space to 


list all of those who are serving their 


communities, but we have tried to 
gather the names of those who hold 
positions of more than ordinary respon- 
sibilty and stature. 

Every time we do this, we are amazed 
at the diversity of interests of our tele- 
rhone folks and the ability they show 
in organizational work. You definitely 
can’t call it untapped ability, because it 
is certainly being put to good use.

ON-THE-JOB ACCIDENTS 


Our Goal Is 
Still Fewer 
Accidents 


No-lost-time accidents and number of days 
lost declined in 1965, but the number of lost- 
time mishaps increased. More attention to 
safe working habits is needed to further re- 
duce the pain, suffering, and inconvenience 
of these personal injury accidents.

AST YEAR LT&T’s Plant Department celebrated its 25th 

year of its accident prevention program. Another year 

has rolled around and it is now time to present the annual 
report on the results of the program. 

We have not done quite as well as we should in the 
matter of reducing our accident rate. We had eight lost- 
time accidents and 49 no-lost-time mishaps with a total of 
57 days’ time lost plus 65 days lost as the result of acci- 
dents in previous years. Still more effort is needed to 
bring our accident rate down to an irreducible minimum. 
The following tabulation compares our accident experience 
over the past nine years:

The following briefly reviews lost-time accidents that 
happened to plant department employees in 1965: 


1-24-65—A groundman had finished splicing wire on a pole 
and had removed his safety strap preparatory to descend- 
ing the pole. His hands slipped on the 42-inch coating of 
ice, causing him to fall backwards from the pole. He 
chipped a bone in his elbow and bruised his hip, losing 14 
days’ time. 


6-29-65—-A garage serviceman pulled a back muscle in plac- 
ing a tire on a tire changing machine. He lost two days’ 
time. 


7-12-65—A combinationman and another man were lift- 
ing the tongue of a brush trailer to unhook it from the 
truck when he felt a pain in his back and couldn’t 
straighten up. He lost 8 days’ time. 


7-22-65—A janitor was emptying wastebaskets and on 
straightening up after getting one basket, he was struck by 
a pain in his back. He lost 3 days’ time. 


8-30-65—-A combinationman was repairing a drop wire. 
He had climbed the pole and had noticed a bad shell 
rotted place on the pole about 15 feet up from the ground. 
After splicing the drop on the ground, he was going back 
up the pole to reattach the drop when one climber spur 
struck the decayed section and cut out, causing him to fall. 
He lost 14 days’ time from the resulting ankle fracture. 


10-15-65—A toll terminalman was working on a TV ampli- 
fier at a buried cable terminal pedestal when he was bitten 
by an insect at the corner of his right eye. Infection set 
in and he had to have medical attention, losing one days’ 
time. 


11-24-65—A janitor had carried a bucket of wax upstairs to 
wax a second-floor landing. In setting the bucket down, 
he put one hand against the wall and bent at the waist to 
lower the bucket. He found himself unable to straighten 
up. He lost 10 days’ time from the resulting slipped disc. 


12-27-65—A lineman was standing on a pole trailer hold- 
ing onto a reel of cable that was loaded on one side of 
the trailer. Two other men were rolling poles off the 
trailer. The lineman jumped to the ground, hitting a pole, 
causing him to slip and fall. His right ankle struck a rock, 
spraining it, resulting in his losing 5 days’ time. 

In the first two cases, the men injured were relatively 
new employees and they were possibly not yet familiar 
with their work. Nevertheless, new employees need to be 
trained in safe working practices from their first day on the 
job. 

Three of the other accidents resulted in back injuries. 
In each of these cases, the injured employee did not seem 
to do anything wrong. Even in one case the man squatted 
before lifting to take the strain off his back, but he hurt it 
anyway. The fact is, care is always needed in lifting an ob- 
ject, stooping over, or twisting the body in turning. There 
is a need to learn how to handle the work to avoid ex- 
cessive or sudden strain. 

The accident from a climber gaff cutting out was pre- 
ventable. The employee forgot about the bad place in the 
pole which he had previously noted and when he went 
back up the pole, he failed to avoid it, which was costly. 
Failure to be alert to a hazard also resulted in the accident 
to the lineman who was injured in jumping off the trailer. 
He should not have been on the trailer while the other 
men were rolling off the poles from it. 

The mishap in which the toll terminalman was stung 
by an insect was probably unavoidable. Insect bites often 
occur unexpectedly. That is the reason the outside plant 
workers are provided with first aid kits which include a 
medication designed to neutralize the insect venom.

Revises 
Interest 


IGGER than more than a few Nebraska Banks, the 

Telephone Employes Co-operative Credit Association 
ended up 1965 with total assets of $1,023,693.82. This was 
one of the facts brought forth at the organization’s annual 
meeting January 22. 

The past year also brought the highest interest rates 
paid on savings by Co-op since 1941. For the first half of 
the year Co-op paid 54%% and for the second half upped 
this amount to 542%. 

At the annual meeting, the association decided to revise 
the by-laws to permit membership in Co-op by regular 
employees of all wholly owned subsidiary companies of 
the Lincoln Telephone & Telegraph Company “subject to 
the approval of the board of directors” of the Co-op.

The association also raised the maximum amount which 
can be loaned without security to $500. It had previously 
been $300. 

Besides setting the interest rate at 5%% for the last 
half of 1965, the officers of Co-op in December also de- 
clared a patronage dividend of 10% on time payment and 
demand notes and declared a 5% dividend on share ac- 
counts for the year. 

Interest rates charged on insurance and savings deposit 
loans were raised from the previous 4% to 442%. The 
real estate loan limit was increased to $200,000 total for all 
such loans. Previous limit, set in 1964, had been $175,000. 

A total of 884 loans were made during the year, as 
compared to 781 the previous year. Total money borrowed 
amounted to $791,223.56. 

Outstanding loans at the close of 1965 amounted to 
$665,555—an increase of $54,700 over the amount outstand- 
ing at the end of 1964. 

Regular installment loans were responsible for the 1n- 
creased activity in loans. Regular loans jumped $63,247 
from the 1964 figure to a total of $418,489 for 1965. Bal- 
lances for both 4% and 6% demand and time notes de- 
clined to $11,331. 

Savings of members also grew. Combined deposits and 
shares at the close of 1965 totalled $959,108. These are 
owned by 1,070 employees and retired employees. The 
amount of depdsits grew by $60,475 over the previous year 
and the amount in share accounts by $9,660. Number of 
members of Co-op increased by 35.

Briefly they provide for elimination 
of a conflict in routine physicals, addi- 
tion of $3 per day payment for a doc- 
tor’s visit to the hospital, and an altera- 
tion permitting TEMBA to pay eligible 
hospital charges for members hospital- 
ized in connection with dentistry work.

The past year has been a healthy one 
for TEMBA, the annual report of the 
organization indicates. Contrary to the 
previous year, receipts exceeded dis- 
bursements by $7,463.09. In 1964 
TEMBA had disbursed $9,776.80 more 
than it received. 

Main portion of TEMBA’s income 
was from dues, which totalled $111,489. 
An additional $594.58 was earned in 
interest. 

Benefit payments came to $98,247.77 
an increase over the 1964 benefits of 
$76,095.53. This reflects the liberalized 
benefits put into effect a year ago. The 
organization ended the year in the 
black because of an adjustment up- 
wards in dues also a year ago. 

During 1965 a total of 965 claims 
were paid. Average amount was $102. 
Of the claims, 454 were for members; 
210 for wives and 301 for children. 
Average amount of members claims 
was $121, average amount for wives 
was $122 and average amount for chil- 
dren was $59.

LT&T TO ACQUIRE KENESAW FIRM 


@ ARRANGEMENTS to acquire the 
Kenesaw Telephone Company have 
been made by The Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. The acquisi- 
tion is subject to the approval of the 
Nebraska State Railway Commission. 

A joint application for the transfer of 
the property has been filed with the 
Railway Commission by the two com- 
panies. 

The Kenesaw Telephone Company 
serves 339 customers in the community 
of Kenesaw and the surrounding rural 
area. Kenesaw is located west and 
north of Hastings. 

Principal stockholders are Mrs. Ida 
Mae Weeks and her son M. Craig 
Weeks. The Weeks family has owned 
and managed the Kenesaw company 
for many years. 

If approval is given by the Railway 
Commission, the Kenesaw Company 
will become an exchange of LT&T and 
added to the Hastings area. Plans for 
service improvements in the Kenesaw 
exchange plant are being made. 


Think Things Are Bad Here? 


CCORDING to the publication of the 

Oregon Independent Telephone As- 
sociation this is the situation of tele- 
phone affairs in Iran. The information 
came from a newspaper article sent to 
director Bill Graeper. 

Tehran Telephone Company will no 
longer allow the transfer of telephones 
from one person to another because 
“out of the 100,000 subscribers, at least 
40,000 do not have their names regis- 
tered.” A directory issued two years 
ago is now completely obsolete. 

The Telephone Dealers Guild, the 
subscribers, are challenging the legality 
of the company’s decision. Under the 
form of contract in use, each subscriber 
pays 22,000 rials (about $286) for a 
number. He is referred to as the owner 
of the line and can use his right of 
ownership to sell or transfer to another 
location. Hitherto, before the recent 
action of the company, he could move 
his phone from one place to another on 
payment of 1,600 rials, about $21.33. 
Other charges include this astonishing 
item: Before an Iranian telephone sub- 
scriber may place a long distance call, 
he must make a $150.00 deposit with the 
company! 


A U. S. Savings Bond owned by a 
resident of lowa was swept up by a 
tornado and deposited on a farm in 


Illinois. The finder located the owner 
by the name and address on the face 
of the Bond and promptly returned it. 


Moving Pay May Be Income 


@ THE Internal Revenue Service has 
ruled that certain items in connection 
with moving expenses, which if paid 
by the Company, constitute income and 
must be reported. 

Examples of items for which reim- 
bursement is considered income are: 
preliminary trips to new location to 
look for housing accommodations; board 
and lodging while waiting for living 
quarters to become available; cost of 
connecting utilities; loss on sale of old 
residence; lease termination penalties.

Savings Bond Quiz 


Question: I have a large number of 
Savings Bonds purchased over a 
period of years. Is it possible to send 
these Bonds in and have them re- 
issued in one Bond of a larger de- 
nomination? 


Answer: No, regulations provide that 
Bonds may not be re-issued merely to 
change the denomination. However, 
should you desire to change the name 
of the co-owner or beneficiary, the 
Bonds could be re-issued in the de- 
nominations requested. 


Question: Asa patriotic gesture, I pur- 
chased a $100 Savings Bond ata rally 
in July, 1941. What is it worth today, 
and is it still earning interest? 

Answer: Your bond today is worth 
$156.62—more than double the $75 
you paid for it—and it is still earning 
interest at the rate of 3%4 per cent, 
compounded semi-annually.

OUR awards have been made by the 

Suggestion Committee to employees 
submitting new ideas. Winners are 
Kenneth C. Byrne, D.D. Wieting, Bobby 
Dean Livingston, and M. O. Ifland. 


Receiving a $20 award for a sugges- 
tion initiated last June was Myrel 
Ifland. He recommended that the Com- 
pany adopt the policy of repairing all 
carrier and line filters. Said Ifland, 
“Due to the high replacement cost of 
filters, I experimented with a VF & 
Sig Filter FL7801 out of a 45 Lenkurt 
carrier. It took approximately three 
hours to unseal the filter, repair and 
reseal it. The cost of this filter was 
$110.50 in 1964, plus ordering, billing 
and postage.” 


“Comparing the time to repair the 
unit and the cost of a new one shows 
quite a difference in the amount of 
money to be spent,” he added. 


Ifland said that in his office alone 
from six to ten filters go bad each year. 


Receiving $10 for his suggestion was 
Livingston. His idea deals with the 
grounding of control leads on telephone 
lines to release switching equipment 
which has been held up by trouble on 
the line (such as shorts, grounds, off- 
hook condition, etc.) 

At the present time the lines are 
grounded with loose alligator clips. 
These clips tend to get banged around, 
frayed and broken, said Livingston. In 
some cases a switchman had to climb 
three ladders to release equipment in 
trouble. 

Livingston suggested that perma- 
nently grounded alligator clips be in- 
stalled at the linefinder block located

in each line finder bay. Thus a switch- 
man could accomplish the release by 
climbing only one ladder. 


He pointed out that his suggestion 
would save on clips and keep them 
more safe from damage; would save 
switchmen from climbing so many 
ladders and eliminate the necessity to 
use two men in some cases; relieve 
rack men from working around men 
clearing the lines; would make per- 
manent grounds available and eliminate 
the need of finding a ground every time 
a number is “P.G.’d” by this method; 
and would improve the appearance of 
the equipment. 


A $10 award was made to Wieting 
for his suggestion, which dealt with the 
numbering of company trucks. Wieting 
recommended that, ‘‘each truck be 
numbered on the back, as it is on the 
side doors, so when the people filling 
noon and evening requisitions can 
identify each and every vehicle even

Gene Svoboda, Hastings, the other day 
was bemoaning the fact that he was going 
to have to work at night all alone. The 
prospect seemed to bother him somewhat. 
He pulled out a cigaret, stuck it in his 
mouth, then walked to the water cooler and 
tried to light it with a stream of water. 

We understand he has since given up 
smoking. 


The telephone company is called on for 
all sorts of aid. A while back Joyce Hecht, 
Hastings Commerical, took an order for 
telephone service for a lady who had just 
moved to that community. As soon as the 
order was complete, the lady asked for a 
favor. 

“Would you call the police for me?”’ she 
asked. 

Turned out the lady had driven down to 
work early that morning, parked the car 
somewhere and gone to her duties. After 
work she walked the streets of Hastings for 
50 minutes in an unsuccessful search for her 
car. Instead she found the telephone office, 
where she ordered a phone and put ina plea 
for help. 
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when it is parked in the wrong loca- 
tion. 

An award of $10 was made to Byrne, 
whose suggestion concerned an easier 
way of lifting grounds. The present 
way, said Byrne, “is to take two wires 
off of spring No. 5 of the ‘CO’ relay, 
which would remove the ground that 
is picked up from solid ground on 
spring No. 6 of the ‘CO’ relay.” 

Byrne said that this method “takes a 
lot of time.” He pointed out that the 
wires have to be removed and if the 
relay is too high, a portable ladder has 
to be placed behind the bay. It is dark 
there and a light is needed and a sold- 
ering iron is required to remove the 
wires. 

Often it is necessary for a second 
person to hold a light to illuminate 
the work. The removed wires must be 
insulated with a cotton sleeve to keep 
them from touching other connections 
or grounding out. 

Byrne suggested that a_ suitable 
sleeve insulator be put on spring No. 6 
of the “CO” relay. “That would re- 
move the ground from spring No. 6 to 
spring No. 5,” he said. 

“This can be done very easily since 
this can be done from the relay side of 
the bay. On this side there are perma- 
nent rolling ladders and plenty of 
light,” he pointed out. In addition, said 
Byrne, “this method would eliminate the 
use of portable ladders, lights and 
soldering irons. It would also eliminate 
the possibility of broken cable leads 
that can be replaced only by splicing.” 

In all four cases, the award check 
was for the full amount, with deduc- 
tions made and paid by the Company. 


Two Men Retire 


@ TWO LT&T employees put away 
their tools for the last time in January 
and retired from their telephone work. 
They are Carl H. Behrends, custodian 
at Nebraska City and Steve Hale, custo- 
dian at Beatrice. 


While both have insufficient years of 
service to qualify for a Company pen- 
sion, both are eligible for Social Se- 
curity benefits.

LI&I Mourns L. W. Cleveland 


EATH CAME to L. W. Cleveland, 


General Traffic Superintendent and 
Personnel Director, in the early morn- 
ing hours of March 11, 1966. The seri- 
ous illness which claimed Lloyd had 
kept him away from his office for less 
than two months. 

Earlier this year Lloyd had entered a 
hospital for exhaustive tests, which re- 
vealed the presence of the disease 
which proved fatal. However, he re- 
turned home where he remained until 
about a week prior to his passing, when 
he re-entered the hospital. 

A year or so ago Cleveland had 
undergone surgery and apparently had 
fully regained his health and vigor. He 
had resumed bowling this season, a 
sport which he loved. 

Telephone service is a tradition in the 
Cleveland family and Lloyd followed 
this tradition. His mother was a tele- 
phone operator at the time she met his 
father, Roy, now retired from LT&T. 

The elder Clevelands very early took 
their son to telephone meetings and 
affairs. Lloyd attended the 1913 Com- 
pany picnic—as a babe in arms. 

After attending the University of Ne- 
braska, Lloyd joined the LT&T forces 
in 1934 as a salesman in the Lincoln 
Commercial department. It was the de- 
pression and the job of a telephone 
salesman was difficult. Lloyd was paid 
on a straight commission basis at first. 
Later he became a more permanent em- 
ployee and was assigned to other duties. 

Shortly after his marriage he went to 
the old western district, headquartered 
at York, to become assistant area com- 


mercial manager. It was a drought year 
and Lloyd often recalled that the mov- 
ing trip was very discouraging as they 
passed field after field of parched land. 
But the friendly people of York soon 
made the young couple feel at home 
and Lloyd always retained a fond af- 
fection for that community. 

In 1941 Cleveland went to Hastings, 
working with the district manager 
there. 

Then came the war years and in 1943 
he entered the armed forces, serving 
with the old Air Corps in Africa. Later 
he returned to the States for officers 
training and he reached the rank of 
first lieutenant by the time he was dis- 
charged in 1946. 

Lloyd then returned to York, where 
he spent five years as area commercial 
manager before being brought to Lin- 
coln as staff assistant in General Com- 
mercial. 

He became acquainted with Traffic 
in 1951 when he was appointed Traffic 
Chief. His work involved traffic opera- 
tions and personnel. 

Lloyd was appointed General Traffic 
Superintendent July 25, 1956, succeed- 
ing L. P. Young, who retired. The 
added duties of Personnel supervision 
came in December of 1959 with his ap- 
pointment as Personnel Director in ad- 
dition to his General Traffic position. 

Cleveland had many interests. At the 
time of his passing he was president of 
the Lincoln Rotary Club. He was also 
a member of the Lincoln Personnel As- 
sociation, the American Society of Per- 
sonnel Administrators, the Discussion 
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club, Sesostris Temple of the Shrine, 
Lancaster Lodge No. 54 AF&AM and 
the Scottish Rite. He was a member of 
the Lincoln Symphony and a patron 
of the Community Playhouse. 

While at York, he was president of 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce. He 
was a former master of his Masonic 
lodge, a past president of TEMBA and 
had been active in United States Inde- 
pendent Telephone Association work, 
particularly in toll separations phases 
of the organization. 

Lloyd entered with enthusiasm what- 
ever he chose to do. He liked to bowl 
and he carried the respectable average 
of 165. His ability at the lanes was a 
strong factor in putting and keeping 
the Personnel bowling team in first 
place in the league during a large share 
of this season. 

Lloyd also loved fine music. In his 
younger days he actively participated 
in vocal groups. He enjoyed listening 
to good music and had many high qual- 
ity records. 

He also displayed unusual skill in 
dealing with people and a_ usually 
sunny and pleasant disposition. His 
cheerful greetings to fellow employees 
were common and often very much ap- 
preciated. 

Funeral services took place Monday. 
March 14, at Hodgman-Splain mortu- 
ary in Lincoln. 

Survivors include his wife, Jane, and 
children Troy and Cathy. To them go 
the heartfelt sympathies of Lloyd's 
many friends within and without the 
telephone industry.

Splicing Device 


By John 


ECENTLY a new type of splicing 
machine was demonstrated in the 
LT&T area. This machine was devel- 
oped by the AMP Company working

with employees of the General Tele- 
phone Company of Florida. It employs 
a hand tool used for compressing wire 
connectors which is mounted on a 
specially designed frame. The frame 
adjusts the tool to the locations of the 
conductor joints to be made in a splice 
opening and enables the joints to be 
made in a uniform manner at the rate 
of 150 connections per minute. 

The appearance of wire connectors 
is illustrated on this page. They have a 
unique open construction. The crimping 
tool die forms the sides around the wire 
ends inside the connector and at the 
same time tangs in the connector pierce 
the insulation to make contact with the 
metal conductor. Just before the com- 
pression is made, a small knife operated 
by a lever moves forward to cut off the 
surplus wire ends in the center of the 
splice. Single and branch joints (taps) 
can be made with the same connector. 
Two different size connectors are used 
to handle a range of wire sizes, #19 to 
#26, with paper, plastic or pulp insula- 
tion. 

In using the frame mounted tool, the 
frame is supported underneath the 
splice opening as illustrated on this 
page and the bed is adjusted to the 
proper working angle to bring the 
crimping tool in line with the desired 
joint location. The cable pairs are 
brought out from the ends of the splice 
opening and one wire from each pair is 
brought into the die and out through 
the center funnel of the tool head with- 
out removing the wire insulation. A 
connector is placed in position against 
the anvil of the tool head and the 
handle attached to the crimping tool is 
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Figure 2—Operation of the tool handle cuts off the surplus conductor ends 
and crimps the connector onto the wire ends. 


pushed forward to cut the wire ends 
off and crimp the connector sides onto 
the conductors. 

With a little practice, the splicer can 
make up to 300 joints per hour. This is 
quite an advantage when a large cable 
is being spliced. Not counting make 
ready time, a 900 pair cable could be 
spliced in 6 hours. The regular splicing 
method would require almost twice as 
long. 

Following the demonstration, the ma- 
chine was used in actual splicing work 
on a large cable in a manhole on North 
48th Street in Lincoln, also on a cable 
job in Fairbury. The splicers were en- 
thusiastic about the labor saving fea- 
tures of the splicing machine. 

The manufacturer of the tool and 
wire connectors has produced a pneu- 
matic type applicator with endless belt 
feed of the wire connectors. This is 
probably the machine that will ulti- 
mately be used by our splicing forces 
as it is faster than the splicing machine 
that was demonstrated.

ANNUAL REPORT 


to Employees 


1965 was a good year for LT&T and its employees. 
It saw growth and improvement, technical progress 
and other forms of advancement. Here is an account 
of some of the highlights of the past year for The 
Lincoln Telephone & Telegraph Company. 


REVENUES 


Operating income in 1965 was 
$19,367,600, an increase of $1,182,100 
over the previous year. This amounts 
to a 6.5% raise in revenues. But this 
is not the whole story. Operating ex- 
penses also took a jump. They were 
$11,779,531 in 1965, an increase of 
$505,966 or 4.49%. 

Federal, state and local taxes, and 
investment credits came to $3,777,460 an 
increase of 9.02% over the previous 
year. 

Net operating income was $3,810,608, 
an increase of 10.55%. 


PLANT 


Investment in Plant was $78,736,623 
an increase of $6,491,393. Plant under 
construction was valued at $1,507,333.79 
at the end of 1965. 

Expressed in another way, at the end 
of 1965 LT&T had a plant investment 
of $52,878 per employee. 

One exchange was converted to dial 
operation last year—the one at Crete. 
The year also saw the construction of a 
new building at Fairbury and the be- 
ginning of the installation of new dial 
equipment there; building addition 
work at Plattsmouth and the beginning 
of installation of additional equipment; 
and the installation of “All Call Diaji- 
ing’ equipment at Hastings. 

Big plant project was that of install- 
ing buried cable. Projects during the 
year included those at Plymouth (84 
miles of underground cable); Lincoln- 
Beatrice (69 miles); Fairbury-Daykin- 
Western-Swanton (30 miles); Fair- 
bury-Steele City (11 miles); Louis- 
ville-Nebraska City (20 miles) ; Hanson 
(19 miles); Wahoo (16 miles) ; Hebron- 
Deshler (9 miles); Harvard (15 miles) ; 
Waverly (9 miles); and Seward (6 
miles). 

Mobile telephone service also was 
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expanded with an installation at Be- 
atrice going into service, along with 
dial Improved Mobile Telephone Ser- 
vice system in Lincoln. 

At the end of the year, 125 of the 
Company’s 126 exchanges were dial op- 
erated. 


CONSTRUCTION 


Cost of construction went up 11.51% 
during 1965. This is an increase in 
dollars and cents of $749,066—for a 
total of $7,258,459 for the year. 

A breakdown shows that $460,792 
went into buildings and land; $2,138,797 
into central office equipment; $2,172,890 
into station equipment; $2,287,450 into 
outside plant and $198,528 into general 
equipment. 

Besides the new building at Fairbury 
and additions at Plattsmouth, construc- 
tion got under way on several micro- 
wave repeater stations to provide Lin- 
coln-to-Kansas City circuits. 


STATIONS 


Another increase in company stations 
was registered in 1965. At the end of 
the year there were 175,007 company 
stations—an increase of 3,272 over the 
previous year. There were 122,128 main 
stations; 15,010 private exchange sta- 
tions; and 37,869 extensions. 

Average plant in service for the year 
was $74,048,084. Average plant in ser- 
vice per average Company station 
amounted to $427.26. There were 3,278 
manual phones and 171,729 dial phones 
in operation at the end of the year. 


NEW SERVICES 


LT&T has a goal of providing modern 
service to its customers and of keeping 
up with new developments in the in- 
dustry. During 1965 the Company

offered to its customers a panel tele- 
phone, an attractive and modern instru- 
ment which mounts flush with the wall. 

The year saw Goodyear in Lincoln 
get a new automatic send-receive Tele- 
type, which was unique in that it was 
connected directly to an IBM computer 
in Akron, Ohio. 

Providing of circuits and some equip- 
ment for the color telecast of the Ne- 
braska-Oklahoma football game was 
another first for LT&T. So was provid- 
ing of circuits for the expanding Ne- 
braska Educational Television network. 


TRAFFIC 


Big news in Traffic was the institu- 
tion of All Call Dialing at Hastings. 
Subscribers at Hastings can now dial 
their own person-to-person, collect, 
credit card, and some special calls, as 
well as the more common DDD person- 
to-person calls. Training of operators 
was necessary for the new type of 
calling. 

Toll revenues for 1965 were $7,070,- 
782, an increase over the previous year 
of 10.78%. In 1956 toll revenues were 
$3.79.4,590.

The traffic load in terms of calls com- 
pleted was increased also. Total number 
of such calls in 1965 was 9,000,681. Of 
these, 2,748,091 were Direct Distance 
Dialed and the remainder were op- 
erator-handled. Gain in number of calls 
completed was 935,074 over the previ- 
ous year. 


EMLOYEES 


At the end of 1965 there were 1,489 
employees, of which 1,398 were full 
time and 91 part time. Total payroll 
for the year was a whopping $7,767,352. 
This is an increase of more than $170,- 
000 over the 1964 payroll. 

During the year about 420 persons 
were hired by LT&T. Another 83 were 
transferred from one department to 
another. 

The Company was stricken by the 
loss, due to death, of four employees. 
They were E. O. “Doc” Lytle, C. W. 
Semple, Roy Brendle and R. F. Glenn. 

Marcus Johnson was awarded a 
Frank H. Woods Certificate of Merit 
for his action in giving aid to a small 
girl who had been injured in a fall at 
her home near the Auburn Telephone 
offices. 


RETIREES 


Twenty employees retired on pension 
in 1965. They were recognized Novem- 
ber 10 at the annual retirement banquet 
sponsored by the Company. 

Retirees were D. R. “Brick” Smith, 
Ethel E. Park, E. H. Wellman, George 
Walroth, R. R. “Mike” Guthrie, Axel 
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Berglund, Minnie Allen, Asa Waters, 
Inez Olsen, Viola Evans, E. L. Dorland, 
M. W. Franklin, Mary Meister, Harold 
Cudaback, R. H. Gray, John Scheier- 
man, Wilhelmine Sanmann, H. F. Staley, 
M. A. Birdsley, and Carl Wagner. 

The years of service to the telephone 
industry of these retirees totals 665 and 
ranges from 20 to 47. 

Five retirees were claimed by death 
in 1965. They were George Daman, who 
passed away January 27; Dan Higgins, 
April 16; Vern Campbell, May 23; 
Laura L. Sires, June 28; and R. L. 
Clinton, September 8. 


INSURANCE 


Company-paid Major Medical insur- 
ance, which covers all employees, paid 
out a total of $40,255.14 in expenses 
during 1965. Number of active claims 
ranged from a low of 8 in October to a 
high of 23 in December. Average num- 
ber active in a month were 15. 

TEMBA, the employee insurance plan 
to provide basic coverage for hospital, 
surgical and medical expenses also paid 
a great many costs incurred by em- 
ployees and their dependents. 

A total of 965 claims were paid, with 
benefit payments totalling $98,247.77. 
Average amount was $102. Of the 
claims, 454 were for primary members, 
210 for spouses, and 301 for children. 


HEALTH 


Nearly 600 employees in the Com- 
pany took advantage of the free anti- 
influenza inoculations offered by LT&T. 
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Employees and their families at the annual summertime picnic at the state fairgrounds .. . 


In Lincoln the shots were administered 
by Company Doctor L. E. Finney and in 
the territory by local doctors on an in- 
dividually scheduled basis. In Lincoln 
the shots were given September 13 and 
September 15. 

Vitamin capsules at the bargain rate 
of $1.25 for a bottle of 100 were again 
offered to employees during the year 
and many took advantage of this low 
price. 


SPORTS 


For some years bowling has been the 
most popular sport among Company 
employees. In Lincoln, LT&T’ers had 
men’s and women’s leagues and there 
are also bowlers in several locations in 
the territory. LT&T paid the cost of 
sanction fees and provided shirts and 
blouses for the Company-sponsored 
keglers. 

Bowling tournaments were sponsored 
in April and May for the men and 
women of the Company. Banquets fol- 
lowing the tournaments were provided. 

The championship Shop team met 
with an Omaha Bell bowling team for 
a match on May 9. The LT&T’ers de- 
feated the Omahans. 

Also sponsored by the Company were 
Club Room tournaments, basketball, 
summer softball and spring and fall 
golf tournaments. 


EDUCATIONAL 


Six Plant classes were graduated in 
1965. Two were the COE course and 


four the Advanced Sub Station training. 
In addition, several telephone men took 
training from Automatic Electric Com- 
pany in Illinois. 

A Human Relations class for super- 
visory personnel was held April 8 and 
a Human Relations Roundup took place 
in November. The Roundup is a “re- 
fresher” course for graduates of the 
Human Relations classes. 


SOCIAL ACTIVITIES 


Two times each year telephone em- 
ployees gather together in large num- 
bers for social events. One of these 
occasions is the annual Company picnic 
held in Lincoln and the other is the 
Christmas parties, held in the various 
areas. 

In 1965 the picnic took place at the 
state fairgrounds on June 26. The event 
gave a good opportunity to renew old 
friendships with telephone _ people 
throughout LT&T territory. 

The Christmas parties were held at 
various dates in December. 


BENEFITS 


The major employee benefits pro- 
vided by the Company were explained 
a few months ago in a series of articles 
in The Telephone News. But it is well 
to mention that the Company paid 
$482,438.83 into the pension fund last 
year. At the end of 1965 254 employees 
were retired on pension. 

But there are other benefits too. The 
Company paid $189,700.88 on such 
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things as accident disability expenses 
and benefits; sickness disability bene- 
fits, death benefits, disability pensions 
and benefit payments to inactive em- 
ployees. 

These and the many other items in 
the employee benefit program add up 
to a truly impressive total.

CATV? a fast-growing 


AST DECEMBER the directors of 
LT&T caused the formation of TV 
Transmission, Inc., a wholly-owned 
subsidiary. Since then the community 
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With the telescoping tower swung to the vertical 
position, the two crewmen prepare to elevate the 
antenna to sample TV reception at a site on north 
14th Street in Lincoln. 
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antenna television service has been 
rapidly developing. 

When the subsidiary company was 
formed about all it had was a purpose. 


As we go to press TV Transmission 
now owns a CATV system at Fairbury, 
which was purchased from a former 
owner; has franchises for operation at 
Superior and Tecumseh and is negoti- 
ating for the purchase of a CATV sys- 
tem at York and a CATV franchise at 
Seward. 


In addition, the subsidiary company 
owner; has franchises for operation at 
Lincoln, Auburn, Crete and Nebraska 
City. A survey to determine customer 
interest was being made at Pawnee 
City and site surveys were being made 
at Nebraska City, Auburn, Lincoln, 
Seward and Tecumseh to determine 
suitable locations for a community an- 
tenna. 

Directing these rapidly developing 
activities for the new subsidiary com- 
pany will be Conrad A. Bastow, who 
has been appointed general manager of 
TV Transmission, Inc. Bastow has been 
the Lincoln Chamber of Commerce 
publicity and public relations director. 
He will assume his new duties as soon 
as a replacement can be obtained for 
his Chamber assignments. 


Although the Community Antenna 
concept has been around for some 
years, it has been relatively recently 
that the idea has taken hold with full 
force. Probably few people understand 
the purpose of such a facility. 


CATV is an electronic system that re- 
celves, improves and distributes tele- 
vision and FM radio signals. It involves 
the use of one large, centrally located

antenna. From this the improved TV 
and FM radio signals are transmitted 
by coaxial cable to television sets of 
those subscribing to the service. 


Those wishing the service pay a small 
monthly fee for the privilege of having 
their sets connected to the system. 


However it should be made clear that 
community antenna television is not 
“Pay-TV.” It doesn’t originate pro- 
grams, but only receives and distributes 
regular television programs. 


CATV service is not compulsory. 
Residents of a community served by 
CATV may choose to subscribe to the 
service or they may retain or install 
their own TV antenna system. The 
CATV system does not affect reception 
on individual antennas. 


Advantages of CATV include: (1) 
Elimination of the need to purchase, 
erect, maintain, and insure private tele- 
vision and FM radio antenna systems. 
These are often unsightly and usually 
quite costly. (2) Providing of a strong- 
er television signal in fringe areas and 
for color reception. This improved 
color reception is one of the reasons 
for the rapidly growing interest in 
CATV. (3) Enabling of CATV custom- 
ers to receive additional television sta- 
tions. This is usually the case for CATV 
users. (4) Reduction of external inter- 
ference from such things as auto igni- 
tion, faulty power transmission and 
“ghosting.” (5) Offering of suplemental 
services such as FM radio, time and 
weather service and emergency an- 
nouncement service. These are usually 
provided by CATV systems. (6) A 
moderate cost which usually amounts 
to between 15 and 20 cents per day.

Deadline for this insurance re-open- 
ing program is May 2, 1966. 

The following two groups are the 
veterans most likely to be unaware of 
the opportunity. 


1. Those who had a disease, injury, 
or surgery in service but never filed 
a claim to establish service connection 
because they felt that the residuals 
were too minor to warrant a claim. 

2. Those who have established ser- 
vice connection for some condition but 
are not receiving compensation.

Nightmare of Tragedy 


@ SOME years ago a publication 
dedicated to highway safety pub- 
lished the story of Mary X, age 9. 
She was on her way to school. 

Suddenly spotting her very best 
friend across the street, Mary for- 
got the safety lessons she had 
learned from her parents and 
teachers. She dashed across the 
street. 

For the motorist it was a night- 
mare. He didn’t have time to stop. 

Today, Mary X is a memory—a 
picture on the mantle—and a tug 
at the heart when the sound of a 
child’s laughter filters into the 
quiet home. 

A dozen years have passed since 
this story was circulated in hopes 
of cutting down the highway 
death rate. But just two years 
ago the highway death toll 
climbed past the 40,000 mark. 

In 1964, 48,000 highway deaths 
were recorded. And, according to 
an authoritative report by The 
Travelers Insurance Companies, 
3,840,000 persons were injured. 

Think for a moment how many 
families just have been touched 
by death or injury through traffic 
accidents last year.

J. SIEVERS closed out a telephone 

e career of nearly four decades 
April 1 when he retired as Controller 
of the company. His retirement came 
a month later than it ordinarily would 
have, allowing the directors to meet 
and appoint a successor several days 
prior to the actual retirement.

HE WONDERS and workings of “All 

Call Dialing’? were put on display to 
the general public last month as the 
Hastings exchange conducted an Open 
House. 


All Call Dialing is the name given to 
the service offered our Hastings cus- 
tomers. It is the capability offered the 
customers to dial their own person-to- 
person, collect and other special long 
distance calls as well as the more com- 
mon station-to-station prepaid (DDD) 
calls. 


Hastings is the first LT&T exchange 
and the second community in the state 
to have this service. The system has 
been well accepted and is being used 
for a large percentage of the long dis- 
tance calling. 


So it is understandable that the 
Hastings folks should be interested in 
the workings of the system. A total 
of 2,776 persons toured the central of- 
fice in the two-day Open House. 


Unfortunately as it turned out the 
Open House had tough competition. 
Both the Hastings public and Hastings 
St. Cecelia high schools won berths in 
the state basketball tournament. Bas- 
ketball fever in the community was 
running high. Many of the residents 
had already committed themselves to as 
much time away from their jobs or 
schools as they could afford that week.

Many 
of the visitors seemed to be amazed at the com- 
plexities of the automatic equipment. 


In spite of these factors, 1,286 per- 
sons visited the telephone company the 
first day of the open house and 1,490 
the second day. A total of 702 men, 977 
women, and 1,097 children toured the 
facilities. 

They entered through the Commer- 
cial office, were guided towards Traf- 
fic, where they received an explanation 
as to how to dial their own long dis- 
tance calls. They also saw the special- 
ized equipment used in handling the 
person-to-person, collect and _ special 
calls. 

From there they went to the equip- 


LL CALL Dialing at Hastings 

has been living up to the ex- 
pectations of LT&T in terms of 
usage by our subscribers. It has 
been hoped that about 80 per cent 
of the calling would be made 
through the automatic ticketers. 
And that is just about what is 
taking place. 


The first such installation for 
LT&T, the Hastings All Call Dial- 
ing equipment is working well. 
The conversion kinks appear to 
be out of the system and our cus- 
tomers seem to be getting along 
with the new style of calling just 
fine. 


Part of the high acceptance by 
our customers is due to the fact 
that prior to cutting the system 
into use 628 personal interviews 
with businessmen were conducted, 
explaining the new method of 
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Ron Overman gives an explanation of the work- 
ings of the equipment associated with All Call 
Dialing. The cover was removed from a portion 
of the bay so that visitors could see the working 
parts. 


ment room where they saw a demon- 
stration of the workings of switching 
equipment, the toll ticketers in opera- 
tion, test board and other wonders of 
the telephone central office. 


As they left the building, each visitor 
was offered souvenirs. Because of the 
floor plan of the Hastings building it 
was impossible to arrange for serving 
of refreshments and still preserve an 
orderly flow of visitors. 


As they toured the building it was 
easy to see that most visitors were im- 
pressed with the complexity of the 


long distance calling. Attempts 
were also made to reach every 
subscriber to explain the system. 
Actually 11,648 were contacted. 


The contacts with businessmen 
were made by Mary Bornemelier, 
Irene Combs and Myra Metcalf. 
The telephone contacts with resi- 
dential users were made by the 
Hastings Traffic department. 


One of the advantages of the 
system, from the Traffic stand- 
point is that the method of work- 
ing time and charges requests is 
quite good. When the customer 
hangs up, a Teletype prints out 
the information needed. Thus it 
is just about impossible to over- 
look giving the customer this in- 
formation.

Many stopped a moment to look at 
the display of historical telephones, 
more than a few recalling that they had 
once used a telephone “just like that 
one” mounted on the panel. 


Although the attendance was lighter 
than had been hoped for, the people 
who attended the Open House appeared 
to be alert and interested in their tele- 
phone service and how it works. 


calls, perhaps partly because it 
relieves them of the need to make 
out a ticket. In most cases, oper- 
ators handle both combined line 
recording and PPCS calls inter- 
changeably. 

What are the most popular kind 
of PPCS calls? There are six 
types. Here they are in the order 
of their usage. 

Person-to-person paid 

Station-to-station collect 
Station-to-station special 
Station time and charges 
Person-to-person special 
Person-to-person collect 

But of the automatic ticketed 
calls, the bulk goes by the famil- 
iar DDD system. That is, station- 
to-station paid, which requires no 
operator assistance. Only 20 per 
cent of the automatically ticketed 
calls are PPCS calls, which re- 
quire operator help. 
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The display of new telephones drew close attention of open house visitors. Here Al Farmer demon- 
strates the wall chime, using an Ericofon to place the demonstration call.

As new poles were set, linemen rapidly went along removing lines from downed poles and trans- 
ferring them to the new ones. 


S THE middle of March came and 

went this year, LT&T Plant men be- 
gan to hope that they might make it 
through the 1965-1966 winter with no 
serious storm trouble. The winter had 
been open, and though cold at times, 
had been free of the ice and wind which 
can combine to tear apart lines. 

Then on March 22 Old Man Winter 
wiped the smile from his face and re- 
placed it with a scowl. 

Nasty weather developed fast and 
by the next day LT&T had heaps of 
telephone trouble. 

It turned out to be an unusually bad 
storm—and veteran telephone men said 
they had never before seen such a vio- 
lently destructive storm of this type. 
While there may have been other 
storms of wider scope and greater total 
damage, this particular one was marked 
by the severity of individual damage. 

Instead of just being broken, poles— 
in some instances—were blown out into 
or even clear across the road. Wires 
were not simply snapped, but also 
badly tangled. In some cases sections 
of the line disappeared. 

When the Plant department tallied 
up the loss it got these approximate 
figures: 

470 poles broken 

284 toll and EAS lines out 

773 copper and 1251 iron wire 
breaks 

342 rural lines out of service 

David City was the hardest hit area 
of our Company. Shortly before 5 p.m. 
on March 22 the first cases of trouble 
showed up. The picture was not bright 
as wet snow clung and froze to poles 
and lines and a wind sprang up. By 6 
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Back at the office in David City, Phil Bohl was 
practically surrounded by trouble tickets as reports 
of service outage came in. He laid them out ona 
couple of card tables. 


p.m. there was great deal of telephone 
trouble. 

As winds rose to an estimated 70 or 
80 miles an hour toll lines, already 
loaded down with a two to three inch 
coating of frozen ice and snow, came 
crashing down. 

By the next day 18 towns were iso- 
lated from long distance telephone ser- 
vice. 

The tangled mess of toll lines was a 
cleanup job that could not be accom- 
plished readily. Adding to the trouble 
was the fact that many roads were im- 
passable, blocked by snowdrifts. 

Only bright spot was that the isolated 
towns had good local service within 
their communities. 

Rushed in to the David City area 
were construction crews and combina- 
tionmen from all over the territory. 
Lesser hit areas were also bolstered. 
Five crews were sent to troubled Be- 
atrice. Two were put to work on the 
Lincoln-Kansas City lead. Another two 
were sent to the Nebraska City area. 
As they completed repair work in these 
areas they were sent to help at David 
City, where at one time there were 11 
crews and 102 men at work on the 
storm repair job. 

At David City all rural lines were 
out. The pole line west from Pickrell to 
the highway and east of Pickrell three 
miles was extensively damaged. The 
Lincoln to Kansas City toll lead was 
damaged east and west of Sterling. The 
Beatrice to Tecumseh toll lead was 
damaged between Beatrice and Filley. 

Adding to the headaches was the fact 
that the commercial power was off in 
many areas and it remained off as

power companies faced the same 
blocked roads as telephone crews. 

The power went off at the Brainard 
microwave tower and the emergency 
generator there ran continuously for 
26 hours. There were no circuit failures 
on the microwave to Wahoo or David 
City. 

First of the isolated towns to be re- 
stored to toll service was Adams at 
noon on March 23. Ceresco, Weston, 
Prague, Diller, Harbine, Denton and 
Sterling were all restored to service 
some time on that date. 

Brainard got toll service on the 24th, 
as did Filley and Ulysses. Virginia was 
back on the 25th. 

The 26th saw Bellwood, Bruno Ris- 
ing City, Shelby, and Surprise restored. 
Final community was Octavia, restored 
on the 27th. 

However, the task of repairing rural 
lines kept on for days. 

In the storm-stricken David City area 
all of the exchanges except Shelby 
were without commercial power. Bell- 
wood was without this service for two 
days. Also out of power were Brainard, 
Bruno, Octavia, Rising City and Sur- 
prise. 

In this area the power poles broke 
off at the ground line, in the middle 
and above the transformer mounting, 
depending on the situation. In town, 
many tree limbs came crashing down 
on power feeder lines. 

The ice and snow coating on the 
wires was reported the heaviest in the 
Platte river bottom. 

At Tecumseh the snow buildup on 
lines was a hefty two inches, with 70 
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Repairing of the storm damage seemed an 
endless task as crews started out. As they looked 


down the line of poles scarcely a one was still 
solidly in position.

mph winds to buffet the groaning wires. 

The Beatrice area reported 109 poles 
broken, 30 toll and EAS circuits put out 
of service, with 62 copper and 271 iron 
wire breaks. Thirty rural lines were 
out. 

The David City area tallied 280 poles 
broken, 57 toll and EAS circuits out and 
625 copper and 942 iron wire breaks. 
There were 129 rural lines out. 

The Tecumseh area had 57 poles 
broken, 12 toll and EAS circuits out and 
40 copper and 28 iron wire breaks. 
Twenty rural lines were out. Most 
damage was in the Sterling vicinity. 

Nebraska City lost 14 poles, 27 toll 
and EAS circuits and had 20 rural lines 
out. 

The Seward area lost four poles, 11 
toll and EAS circuits and had 6 copper 
and 10 iron wire breaks. Forty-four 
rural lines were out. 

Fairbury lost six poles, 10 toll cir- 
cuits, had 30 copper wire breaks and 
lost six rural lines. 

The Geneva area lost 10 toll and 
EAS circuits and 10 rural lines. Platts- 
mouth Jost 10 rural lines. Superior lost 
5 toll and EAS circuits and 8 rural 
lines. Wahoo lost 19 toll and EAS cir- 
cuits, had 10 copper wire breaks and 
lost 40 rural lines. Lincoln lost 103 toll 
and EAS circuits and 25 rural lines. 


The repair job was a big one, aided 
somewhat by the fact that the weather 
improved after doing its destruction. 
All men assigned to repair damage 
pitched in to the monumental task and 
won the admiration and gratitude of 
our customers for repairing the damage 
in an almost impossibly short time. 
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This tangled mass of wires used to provide 
telephone service. They were blown from shattered 
poles and crossarms and dropped right in the 
roadway where they presented a big problem. 


Withholding Tax Is Changed 


@ STARTING May 1, 1966 there will 
be a change in the Federal withhold- 
ing tax. For some employees it will 
mean an increase in the amount with- 
held from their pay and for some it 
will mean a decrease. 

However, there has not been a change 
in the Federal income tax. At the end 
of the year you will find that your 
income tax is figured on the old basis. 

The change will mean that what is 
withheld will more closely match the 
amount of your tax. Up to now a flat 
14% has been withheld. The new sys- 
tem will bring a graduated scale from 
14% to 30%. 

For many employees it will mean the 
avoiding of an unpleasant and prob- 
ably unexpectedly large added tax bill 
at the end of the year. 

The new system will require the 


signing of new W-4 forms. These have 
been sent to all LT&T employees, along 
with a pamphlet explaining the new 
withholding plan. The W-4 form is used 
to claim exemptions. 

As in the past, it will be possible for 
you to claim less exemptions than you 
actually have, for withholding pur- 
poses. But the need for this will have 
largely disappeared for those depend- 
ing on salary alone for income. 

In the past some employees have 
claimed fewer exemptions on the W-4 
form, then listed the full number on 
their income tax form. They then ended 
up either owing the government a very 
small amount or with a sum due to 
them. 

Under the new graduated withhold- 
ing plan the actual tax should be very 
close to the amount withheld. 


CATV Subsidiary Shows More Growth 


@ THE purchase of a CATV system at 
York and the obtaining of franchises 
for CATV service at Nebraska City and 
Crete have transpired in the past 
month. All will be operated by TV 
Transmission, Inc., a subsidiary of 
LT&T. 

TV Transmission previously had pur- 
chased a CATV system at Fairbury and 
obtained franchises for operation at 
Superior, Crete and Tecumseh. 

The York Company has been pur- 
chased from the Nebraska Cable Com- 
pany, which formerly owned it. This 
firm was associated with KELO-TV in 
Sioux Falls, S.D. 

This system has been in operation 
and is being taken over as a working 
system. It is undergoing an inspection 
by its new owners and any service im- 
provements which may be needed will 
be made as soon as possible. 


Installations, billing and _ system 
maintenance of the CATV system at 
York will be handled by the York office 
of LT&T. 

At Nebraska City the city council has 
granted a franchise to TV Transmission 
Inc. The system will provide programs 
from Omaha, Lincoln, Mead and St. 
Joseph television stations and also FM 
radio stations and emergency an- 
nouncement service. 

At Crete the city council also granted 
the franchise to TV Transmission. In 
that community the CATV system will 
provide programs from Omaha, Lin- 
coln, Hastings and Mead television sta- 
tions and the FM radio stations and 
emergency announcement service. 

Preliminary engineering surveys 
have been underway at the two com- 
munities and it is expected that the 
system will be in service late this year. 


Canarsky Scores Again With Suggestion 


@ E. P. CANARSKY, an indefatigable 
suggestion composer has scored again, 
switch in the TPM lead. He has been 
granted an award of $25 for the sug- 
gestion. 

Canarsky has received a couple of pre- 
vious suggestion awards for improve- 
ments in his area of work. 

His latest suggestion concerns placing 
a toggle switch in the TPM lead ‘which 
pulses the TPM relay in ticketer bay 
No. 1 and supplies the originating 
1-1PM pulse for unanswered time out 
operation.” 

Said Canarsky in his suggestion, 

“The reason is to give the traffic man 
sufficient time to trace a call being 


held for a no ring, no answer complaint 
through DDD. Without this Switch, a 
man has approximately 3% to 4 min- 
utes, which makes it almost a physical 
impossibility to trace in time.” He said 
that many calls were lost because of the 
automatic time out feature of the 
equipment. 


With the switch, says Canarsky, the 
man has all the time he needs. The 
switch disables only the time out func- 
tion and does not affect other timing 
features of the equipment. 


Canarsky’s award, like all suggestion 
awards has the added advantage that 
the company pays the tax on the in- 
come. 
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Tecumseh’s War With Squirrel Population 


@ THERE’S no question in the 
minds of telephone men but what 
they are ina war with the squir- 
rel population. The pesky little 
rascals like to chew holes in tele- 
phone cable, disrupting communi- 
cations no end. 

Usually the “war” on the part 
of telephone men is confined to 
defensive measures aimed at dis- 
couraging the teeth-sharpening 
activities of the rodents. But it 
appears that down in Tecumseh 
they have stumbled on another 
form of warfare. It is explained 
in this letter from a tongue-in- 
cheek (non-telephone) observer 
of the situation: 

“Gentlemen: 

Your construction project has 
worked a severe hardship on the 
local squirrel population. Because 
of the materials piled up under

NEW PLANT PRACTICES 


Branding Replaces Marking Nail 


By John S. Reed 


Pole Brands 


ELEPHONE poles need identification for inventory, life 
records, height and class determination useful in meet- 


ing clearance and strength requirements. 


In the past the needed information was branded into 
the pole and a copper pole marking nail was added to show 
the Company designation and pole class. This set up has 
now been changed to eliminate the marking nail and, in- 
stead, have the Company designation included in the pole 
brand as illustrated on this page. This eliminates the neces- 


sity for Plant employees to drive a marking nail every time 


a pole is set. 


SUPPLIER'S

Previously it was the practice to upgrade poles. This 
was done by measuring the pole to determine its actual 
classification as shown by checking the top circumference 


and the circumference 6 feet from the pole butt and con-

sulting a table of pole dimensions. This procedure has been 


found to be unnecessary as poles are now more accurately 
marked by the supplier and it is seldom that a pole can be 
upgraded by re-measuring its dimensions. 


“7S PECTES OF 
TIMBER AND 
PRESERVATIVE 
TREATMENT 


The marking “LTT” is permanently burned in the sur- 
face of the pole above the regular pole brand which is 10 
feet from the pole butt. In addition, the pole supplier tacks 
aluminum labels on the bottom of each pole. These labels 
bear the pole class and length and facilitates the determina- 
tion of the pole class and length when selecting poles from 


a mixed pile. 


The marking nail is still retained for use on poles that 
are recovered for reuse and that have no “LTT” designa- 


tion. The nail is driven into the pole surface just below 
the pole brand, or if the brand is missing or illegible, in the “*°SPC 
usual location for the brand. On jointly used poles, the 


nail, if required, is driven into the pole surface 3 feet up 
from the ground line to keep it out of the way of power 
linemen climbing the pole, as a safety measure. 

In some cases, a telephone pole may be traded with a 
power company or sold, and the LTT designation is obliter- 


ated or made illegible in a suitable manner.

E DON’T like to admit it, but oc- 

casionally we miss printing a news- 
worthy item about an employee. It 
certainly isn’t intentional, but just that 
these things don’t always come to our 
attention. 

You see, we depend upon our various 
correspondents to inform us of newsy 
items—such as weddings and _ births. 
They depend on you to tell them about 
these things. If there is a breakdown 
anywhere in the chain an item is 
missed. 

We are absolutely impartial about 
who we leave out, though. For instance 
last December Ye Editor’s family in- 
creased by one. Did the item get in 
the Telephone News? No it didn’t— 
to the great consternation of Ye Editor’s 
mother-in-law. 

The reason it didn’t was that Ye 
Editor was depending upon the depart- 
ment correspondent to take care of any 
items regarding births.

What with the results of bowling 
leagues, bowling tournaments and a 
recreation room tournament, this may 
look like a “sports special” issue. It’s 
just that these all happened to fall 
within the deadlines for one issue.

But this doesn’t mark the end of 
sports activities of employees. Between 
now and the time the fall bowling takes 
up, employees will be participating in 
a partnership golf league, a trapshoot- 
ing league, summer bowling league, 
spring golf tournament, and others. 

What ever happened to those old- 
fashioned, slow-paced, lazy summers? 


OU’RE driving along and suddenly 

—a flat tire! Will you have to dirty 
your clothes and blacken your mood 
as you struggle with a jack and tools— 
or will you be able to fix and fill up the 
tire instantly for another 100 miles of 
non-stop driving? Or let’s say you see 
an oncoming car swerving into your 
lane. Will you be able to duck out of 
the way—in time? 

You can prepare for the unexpected 
twists of highway fate to a far greater 
degree than many people imagine. Sim- 
ply taking the time now to think about 
them puts you way ahead of the game. 

You’d have a better chance of avoid- 
ing collision with that approaching car 
if you’d learn to spot such emergencies 
in the making. Many drivers make a 
practice of watching the left front 
wheels of oncoming cars—so they can 
see the swerve beginning and get out 
of the way while there’s still time. The 
same drivers have trained themselves 
to look for escape routes. They spot 
the clear stretch of grass on the side of 
the road that could become a lifesaving 
haven “just in case.” 

Other tricks of observation can also 
keep you out of sticky situations. A 
short spurt of smoke coming from the 
car ahead of you should tip you off that 
its driver may want to speed up. Don’t 
try to pass him. With practice, you can 
learn to size up the highway picture at 
least half a mile ahead—plenty of time 
to switch to another lane if you see 
trouble brewing in yours. 

Along with an observant eye, culti- 
vate the thought patterns that could 
pull you out of a crisis. When your 
brakes fail, you should reach auto- 
matically for your emergency brake— 
so many motorists forget this in their 
panic—and put the car into a lower 
gear. You can also try pumping the 
brakes—it may build up some pressure 
if any fluid still remains. 


Brakes that fail to grab after you 
have driven over a wet stretch of road 
may require a different remedy. If you 
drive for a few moments with both the 
accelerator and brake down, you may 
generate enough heat to dry the brakes. 


If your difficulty is not with stop- 
ping, but rather with starting a car 
stalled in traffic, the thing to do is press 
the accelerator to the floor, hold it 
without pumping and try about ten sec- 
onds of starter. If this doesn’t work, 
take your foot off the gas pedal, wait 
a couple of minutes and try again. 
Keep calm—and your chances of start- 
ing are excellent. 


The annoying and potentially dan- 
gerous flat tire will be a minor annoy- 
ance instead of a major catastrophe if 
you know what to do. Remember first 
of all, to keep a tight grip on the steer- 
ing wheel when you suspect a flat tire. 
Changing a flat—a dirty and time-con- 
suming job as well as a hazardous one 
if you are on a busy stretch of road— 
can now be reduced to a 60-second op- 
eration that doesn’t soil your hands or 
your clothes. It can, that is, if you have 
had the foresight to tuck into your 
glove compartment an eight-inch cylin- 
der filled with duPont Freon liquid gas 
and latex puncture sealant. 


The new product threads onto the 
valve stem of a flat tire, inflating and 
sealing the tire within one minute. Ac- 
cording to its maker BernzOmatic Cor- 
poration, Dapper Dan repairs the punc- 
ture whether or not the object causing 
it is removed—and enables the car to 
be driven for 100 additional non-stop 
miles, if necessary. 


Flat tire prevention, of course, is bet- 
ter than cure. Make it a habit to check 
even a new tire for damage if you have 
just scraped a curb or made heavy con- 
tact with a pothole in the road. Don’t 
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A good motto for drivers

practice the false economy of driving on 
“bald” tires. They are not only prime 
prospects for flats, but they may be 
unable to grip the highway on an 
emergency top. 


Faulty wheel alignment can also 
chew life-preserving rubber off your 
tires; suspect this driving hazard if 
your tires wear unevenly or show 
gouges. Front end alignment, a poten- 
tially life-saving repair, might be indi- 
cated if your car dips, sways or pulls. 
Too much “play” in the steering wheel 
also robs you of the vital ability to tell 
your car where you want it to go. 


Brake fluid should be checked reg- 
ularly—lack of it is a prime factor in 
brake failure. If you hear a scraping 
noise when you apply the brakes, better 
have the drums checked; they may be 
badly scored, and need replacement. 
When brakes must be depressed more 
than two inches (an inch in the case of 
power brakes) to stop a car, a quick 
adjustment is indicated. 


An amazing number of drivers fail 
to check for weak or burned-out bulbs; 
yet if you drive with failing lights, you 
are in effect forcing yourself to drive 
under emergency conditions! Be sure 
too, that a much more important palr 
of lights—your eyes—are in good shape. 
Safety experts recommend an eye 
checkup at least once every two years; 
once a year for the ‘“forty-plus” age 
group.

TO LT&T FAMILY 


T&T’S FAMILY of telephone ex- 

changes has grown by one with the 
official acquisition of the Kenesaw 
Telephone Company. A town of about 
550, located on the west side of Adams 
county, Kenesaw became one of the 
126 exchanges served by LT&T upon 
the approval of the purchase by the 
State Railway Commission. 

Kenesaw is a pleasant little farming 
community about 17 miles west and 
north of Hastings. Its main street is 
perhaps typical of a town of its size 
including a variety of small business 
establishments. The town is proud of 
its brand new nursing home, which is 
located directly across the street from 
the telephone central office. 

Kenesaw Telephone Company had 
been owned and operated by M. Craig 
Weeks and his mother. The family has 
been associated with the company ever 
since it was organized in 1904. Craig’s 
maternal grandfather, a Mr. Westing, 
was one of the original directors. His 
father, Earl D. Weeks, was associated 
with the firm from 1919 until 1947 
when he passed away unexpectedly of 
a heart condition. At that time Craig 
took over management of the Com- 
pany. 

The exchange boasted 356 stations, 
of which 114 were rural, as LT&T took 
over. These are served by a modern 
dial central office using Stromberg 


Carlson “XY” switching equipment. 
The office has 400 connecting terminals 
and serves telephones in four counties. 

Most of the subscribers — probably 
about 95%—are in Adams county. But 
some are also in Hall, Buffalo, and 
Kearney counties. 

Toll center for the exchange is Has- 
tings. Now that it is a part of LT&T, 
the exchange will be part of the Has- 
tings area. Already subscribers have 
asked for two-way Extended Area 
Service to Hastings. Rates are ex- 
pected to be the same as those in 
Hastings. 

Some of the highlights of the Kene- 
saw telephone history, as gleaned from 
material found in the records of the 
Company are: 

Incorporated in 1904. Metallic cir- 
cuits put in in the late 1930’s and early 
1940’s. Modernized to common battery. 
Moved to a new location in 1932. First 
rate case in January of 1948 and second 
rate case in July of 1954. 

For over 30 years E. E. Guilkey 
served the exchange as lineman. He 
started in 1923 and continued until his 
retirement in 1954. 

Although Craig Weeks took over 
management of the company in 1947, 
he did not remain in Kenesaw. The 
presence of a qualified lineman made 
this unnecessary. Craig went to 
Hershey in March of 1949, where he

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IRTUALLY everyone who handles 

money also uses credit—in many 
cases, without even realizing it! Your 
knowledge of credit can affect your 
whole financial future—yet the chances 
are that you, like most Americans, 
harbor many mistaken notions about 
the subject. 

Few people have any idea of how 
many different kinds of credit are used. 
Many would be equally surprised to 
find out what the statisticians have to 
say about American credit users. 

Even people with a great deal of first- 
hand experience to their credit often 
don’t know how to recognize the danger 
signs of “credit vulnerability’—or ap- 
ply the simple formula that would tell 
them how much new credit they can 
safely carry. 

This knowledge grows in importance 
as the credit boom gains momentum. 
In 20 years, consumer credit outstand- 
ing has increased more than seven-fold. 
Currently it hovers around $76.8 billion. 

Some people would be surprised to 
learn that this figure includes some 
$6.3 billion on the nation’s charge ac- 
counts—a form of deferred payment so 
taken for granted that many don’t even 
remember to count it as credit. Another 
familiar but oft-forgotten kind of credit 
—the automatic “service credit” ex- 
tended by utilities and professional peo- 
ple up to billing date—accounts for 
about $4.6 billion. 

But by far the largest slice of the pie 
is the approximately $59.4 billion in 
installment credit outstanding. Over 
$24.5 billion of this, or more than 40%, 
was chalked up by motorists buying 
cars “on time.” Another big segment— 
$16.1 billlion—went to people taking out 
personal cash installment loans. 

Who is the installment credit user? 
His profile, as sketched by experts who 
have studied him, reveals some strik- 
ing features. He is more prosperous and 
provident than many think, and he de- 
faults on his obligations with astound- 
ing rarity. 

According to figures from the Nation- 
al Consumer Finance Association, an 
organization of state-regulated small 
loan firms, about 60% of borrowers 
from consumer finance companies have 
incomes exceeding $4800, and two- 
thirds own their own homes. 

Americans with income in the $5,000

to $10,000 range, according to NFCA 
data, have the largest percentage of 
credit users and are the least likely 
never to have incurred credit debt in 
the past. 

Many credit users seem to have 
healthy bank accounts which they are 
reluctant to disturb. A 1963 study by 
the Survey Research Center of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan found that almost 
one-fourth of American spending units 
with liquid assets of two thousand 
dollars or more owed some installment 
credit! 

The tiny proportion of bad credit 
debts—a fraction of 1% of the loans on 
their books, say consumer finance com- 
panies—is one of the most amazing 
aspects of U. S. credit. Experts, how- 
ever, recognize the existence of the 
“problem” credit user and are develop- 
ing techniques to spot him before he 
gets into hot water. Anyone can use the 
same yardsticks to decide whether he 
is becoming “credit-vulnerable.” 

“Wulnerable’” persons or households, 
according to a study in progress at 
Cornell University’s College of Home 
Economics, are not now in trouble, but 
might be if they suffered financial re- 
verses. They are “vulnerable” if (1) re- 
payment of their installment debts at 
current rates would take longer than 
one year (2) they have $200 or less of 
liquid assets. They are “very vulner- 
able” if they also have (3) personal 
installment debt repayments totaling 
more than 20% of annual income. 

How can the credit user protect him- 
self against unwise commitments—and 
also make sure he is getting full value 
from the credit he does permit himself? 
These pointers from credit counselors 
may help: 

1. Understand what credit is not. It 
is not a way of buying things you can’t 
really afford and thus beating your 
budget. 

2. Recognize that credit is a service 
for which you must pay. Even 30-day 
charge accounts, which have no carry- 
ing or service charges, have a cost 
which is usually reflected in the store’s 
pricing of merchandise. In the case of 
installment credit, it is particularly im- 
portant to know just what you are pay- 
ing. Insist that the dealer or loan source 
spell out the total dollar cost of the 
credit—including interest and all other 
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charges. 

3. Learn about different kinds of 
available credit; they may be more 
varied than you realize. For example, 
some retailers offer “credit coupons” 
which can be used in the store as cash; 
the customer pays for them, plus carry- 
ing charges, over a five or six month 
period. Some banks also have a form of 
“in store money,” issuing a “line of 
credit” up to a prearranged limit. You 
pay 1/12 of the total credit allotment 
per month, plus interest and service 
charges. 

4. Never be shy about asking ques- 
tions. After all, you are the “buyer” 
of credit. Find out what happens if you 
miss a payment—or whether you get a 
rebate for early repayment. If any- 
thing in your contract puzzles you, 
clear it up before you sign on the 
dotted line. 

5. Investigate a potential creditor’s 
background. A lending agency, for ex- 
ample, should display a state license 
on its wall, as well as plaques showing 
membership in state and national as- 
sociations. These organizations demanc& 
adherence to a strict code of ethics. If 
you don’t find these signs of reliability, 
or if you get evasive answers to your 
questions, you are wise to go elsewhere, 
or at least to check with the Better 
Business Bureau before you sign. 

6. Always know with whom you 
will be contracting. A cash loan is al- 
most always a two-party transaction 
between borrower and lender. But in- 
stallment sales credit—the kind most 
often used in buying a car or a major 
appliance — generally involves three 
parties: the buyer, the dealer, and the 
bank or sales finance company to which 
the dealer sells his customer’s contract. 
This is important, because under this 
setup you will be obligated to the fi- 
nance firm for monthly payments even 
if you don’t like what you have bought. 
You can not cancel the debt by “letting 
the car go back” to the dealer. 

7 Know how much credit you can 
afford. Subtract, from your monthly 
take-home pay, the amount you must 
spend on food, clothing and other neces- 
sities. From this figure, deduct all fixed 
obligations — including current credit 
bills! What’s left is unpledged dis- 
cretionary income. The National Con- 
sumer Finance Association recommends 
that you put away a portion of this 
amount regularly as savings and to 
meet unexpected expenses. What re- 
mains is the maximum you can safely 
spend on new credit. . 

Although consumer credit debt is 
climbing, so are consumer assets; con- 
sumer net worth, at the end of ’64, was 
a healthy $1,873.9 billion. If you join 
authoritative advice to your own com- 
mon sense, there’s no reason why your 
use of deferred payment can’t be a 
credit to you—in every sense of the 


word.

T&T PASSED a milestone in its his- 
tory this past month, a milestone 
which is more properly dealt with in 
several stories in this issue. However, 
this column is a more proper place to 
comment on some of the circumstances 
of the occasion. 

The milestone, of course, was the 
conversion to dial of the exchange at 
Fairbury, an occasion which makes 
LT&T 100% dial. 

It was interesting to note that several 
retired LT&T’ers showed up at the 
conversion and took part in it. Clyde 
Burge, retired district manager and a 
former Fairbury area manager came all 
the way from Arizona. He was one of 
the men who 46 years ago cut the then 
new common battery exchange into ser- 
vice. So this was his second Fairbury 
conversion. 

Also present was Charles Meshier, 
who served for some years at Fairbury 
as manager. Francis Darnold and 
George Keith, who themselves have 
had major parts in many telephone con- 
versions showed up and were assigned 
groups of picks to pull. They were 
probably much more relaxed at this 
conversion than at some previous ones 
where they had more pressing respon- 
sibilities. 

An interested observer was John 
Summers, construction foreman. He and 
his crew did most, if not all, of the 
cable work in connection with the cut- 
over. 


One of the problems of the News 
photographer at conversions is being 
in two places at once. Namely, in the 
old building where heat coils are being 
pulled and in the new building where 
picks are jerked. This was solved at 
the Fairbury conversion by Personnel 
Supervisor Jim Geist who kindly con- 
sented to snap the pictures in the new 
office.

Fairbury Converts to Dial 


FEW CALM, but clear and loud, 


words were spoken and a small 
group of telephone men sprang into a 
flurry of action. Thus was the Fairbury 
exchange cut from manual to dial op- 
eration in the wee hours of Sunday, 
June 5. 

And after 46 years of service, the 
old manual switchboard was silent. 

The conversion was a milestone for 
the community of Fairbury, but only 
one of many in the long history of tele- 
phony in that town. Now Fairbury has 
the latest and most modern telephone 
system commonly available. Only ex- 
perimental types are more advanced. 

The conversion also brought LT&T 
fully into the automatic age since it 
was the final conversion from manual 
to automatic in the Company. But that 
is another story, told elsewhere in this 
issue. 

Fairbury’s cutover followed the well- 
established and smoothly working pat- 
tern which has been used so many 
times in the past years. It is neverthe- 
less a dramatic and impressive system 
which bears a repeated description. 

As the cutover hour of 1 a.m. ap- 
proached everything was in readiness. 
The new automatic dial equipment had 
long been installed, tested and re-tested 
as far as possible. The only thing hold- 
ing the office out of operation was a 
number of fiber insulating spacers 
called “picks” placed in the new 
switches to keep them from operating. 

Prior to the conversion these had 
been laced together in a network of 
strings so that they could be quickly 
and efficiently removed with a few 
well executed tugs. 


Standing by to direct the cutover was 
Fred McCormick, an old hand at this 
sort of thing. He and a group of men 
were stationed in the new building. 


A hop skip and a jump away on the 
other side of the block was another 
group of telephone employees in the 
old building. There clothesline ropes 
had been inserted behind the heat coils 
in the main frame, arranged so that at 
the moment of the cutover the coils 
(a type of fuse) could be zipped out of 
their spring clips, killing the old office. 


On the second floor of the old office 
a Single night operator under the direc- 
tion of Irene Combs was still taking 
calls, waiting for the deadline hour to 
clear the board. 


Linking Fred with the two groups in 
the old building was a private tele- 
phone system working entirely inde- 
pendent of both the old manual board 
and the new automatic switches. 

At the deadline hour the operator 
cleared the board. She had instructions 
that if any calls were up at that time 
she must break in, tell the customers 
of the impending cutover, and ask them 
to hang up and place their call again 
in a few minutes, using the automatic 
system. If there were any real emer- 
gency calls in progress, Mrs. Combs 
had instructions to delay the conversion 
until the emergency was over. 

At the deadline hour Fred picked up 
his private telephone and asked Mrs.

OPERATORS STILL WITH US 


HEN THE first automatic telephone exchange 

was put into service at LaPorte, Indiana it was 
expected that in short order the telephone oper- 
ator would be replaced. 

Almon B. Strowger, inventor of the automatic 
telephone stated as he spoke at a public demon- 
stration of the new LaPorte exchange: 

“The telephone girl will have to go, but she 
will only be following in the footsteps of the 
messenger boy whose services were dispensed with 
by the invention of the telephone.” 

He couldn’t have been much more wrong!

Combs if the board was cleared. As 
soon as it was, she reported “The board 
is clear.” Still speaking into his private 
phone, Fred instructed Wire Chief 
Floyd Nave at the old building to ‘Pull 
heat coils.’ Floyd in turn gave the 
word to his crew of men and they 
jerked on the pre-arranged clothesline 
cords, popping the heat coils free from 
their sockets. 

In a few moments Floyd was able to 
report that the old office was “dead.” 

Then Fred turned to his group of men 
in the new office and instructed “Pull 
picks.” They tugged on the lacing 
attached to these fiber spacers and the 
new office went into use. 

While intricate, the entire procedure 
took perhaps less than two minutes. 

Completion of the cutover was the 
signal for Fairbury Mayor Ted Scher- 
barth to place the first long distance 
call over the new system. Under the 
smiling eye of Fairbury Area Manager 
Mike Danaher, Scherbarth dialed the 
number of K. L. Lawson, General 
Commercial Superintendent, in Lincoln. 

But others were making calls, also. 
Moments after the switching gear had 
been cut into use, Strowger type 
switches began clicking industriously 
away, as local residents tried out their 
new dialing system. It was evident that 
a considerable number of them had 
stayed up in order to be among the 
early users of the new system. 

Now that the conversion is complete 
the old building will be cleared of tele- 
phone equipment, which will be sal- 
vaged. It will then be sold. 

Completion of Fairbury’s dial system 
is the latest event in the long history 
of the telephone in that community. 

Telephone service first came to Fair- 
bury about 1888 when the Bell com- 
pany installed a long distance pay tele- 
phone in the Fast grocery store. Later a 
switchboard was installed by Bell for 
local service. Telephone No. 1 was put 
in the old Gazette newspaper office on 
Sept. 8, 1888. By the following year 
there were 82 telephone subscribers. 


Early managers were Charles Atkins, 


Seventy-five years later there are oodles of 
telephone girls. In fact some years ago a tele- 
phone man of considerable authority pointed out 
that if it had not been for the invention of the 
dial telephone there would not be enough quali- 
fied women of the proper age to handle the traffic 
over the telephone systems. 

In spite of the fact that LT&T has recently con- 
verted to 100 per cent dial operation, we still have 
a substantial number of operators. True, the num- 
ber has dropped somewhat from 1948, but not as 
much as you'd expect. 

In July of 1948 there were 755 female em- 
ployees in our traffic department. This includes 
supervisors and clerical employees as well as 
operators. In May of this year, shortly before the 


E. E. King and C. A. “Arthur” Gregory. 

The first Independent company was 
established in the town in 1899. The 
franchise was held by C. B. Letton and 
John Heasty. Incorporators were Let- 
ton, Heasty, Andrew Lindell, Edmond 
C. Hansen and L. W. Goodrich. Capital 
stock of $5,000 was divided into 200 
shares. 

The Independent switchboard was in- 
stalled upstairs in the Hansen building 
at the southeast corner of the square. 
The Independent company began to 
build long distance lines. 

In 1903 a fire destroyed the south 
side of the square and the Fairbury 
telephone company moved its switch- 
board to 511 Fourth Street. It remained 
there until the upper story of another 
building was completed. This was de- 
signed especially for a telephone office. 

The brick building at 614 “E” street 
which has served until the present time 
was completed in 1919. 

For many years Fairbury had two 
telephone companies—the Bell and the 
Independent. Competition was often 
fierce. There was no such thing as 
interconnection of lines. Subscribers of 
one system could not call their friends 
who were subscribers of the other. If 
they wanted to call all telephone sub- 
scribers they had to have two tele- 
phones. 

The two telephone companies en- 
gaged in bitter combat. Some of the 
town’s businessmen favored the Inde- 
pendent. As a result, all of the grocers 
in town decided to remove their Bell 
telephones. This was a blow to the Bell 
company. But it promptly countered 
with another move. 

The Bell arranged for the establish- 
ment of a grocery store which would 
use only the Bell telephone for taking 
orders—but would sell groceries at 
cost! This plan was soon abandoned, 
but it gives an indication of the prob- 
lems and competition faced by the two 
companies. 

In 1912, LT&T reached an agreement 
with Bell to purchase all of the Bell 
properties in what is now the LT&T

Fairbury companies came under the 
management of LT&T. They were con- 
solidated and the old battles were 
ended. 

The construction of a new and sub- 
stantial brick building in 1919 brought 
to Fairbury a new reliability in tele- 
phone service. Installed in this solid 
building was what was then the latest 
thing in telephone central office equip- 
ment. It was expected that this equip- 
ment would serve well for many years 
and it was designed to do so. 

And so it has. 

Now the community has entered into 
a new phase of telephone service and 
subscribers will enjoy the advantages 
of dialing their own calls, either local 
or long distance. 

While the new telephone system is 
little like the old, it has one thing in 
common. It is designed to give top- 
notch service for many years and it is 
protected by a building of a degree of 
substantiality unusual in other busi- 
nesses. 

It is evident from the way that they 
have started to use it that the residents 
of Fairbury like their new telephone

conversion of our last manual exchange, we had 
524. 

Over the years, as we have converted exchanges, 
the number of telephone girls has gradually 
dropped. But not in proportion to the number of 
manual exchanges which have been converted. 

Even during our conversion program there were 
some years when we gained in number of tele- 
phone girls—in spite of putting some manual ex- 
changes “out of business.” 

The reason is that the toll business has greatly 
expanded. It very nearly doubles every ten years, 
bringing with this expansion a need for additional 
operators. 

Years ago a long distance call was a rarity, 
placed only after due consideration. Now it is a

common thing, an economical way to conduct per- 
sonal and business affairs. 

The type of work done by operators has grad- 
ually changed in balance. The toll business has 
been becoming greater, while the local business 
has been eliminated. The type of work handled by 
operators has changed, but not the need for oper- 
ators. 

Even the advent of Direct Distance Dialing by 
subseribers has not wiped out the telephone girl. 
There still is a need for operators to handle cer- 
tain types of long distance calls and to provide 
information and assistance. 

So Almon B. Strowger turned out to be 100 
per cent wrong when he predicted that the tele- 
phone girl would go the way of the Dodo bird. 


T’S BEEN a period of 35 years and it has been inter- 
rupted by a depression and a war. But as of June 5, 
LT&T’s dial conversion program has been completed. 

Or perhaps “accomplished” would be a better word. 
LT&T’s program of modernization is not finished, nor is 
it likely ever to be done. Like the housewife’s work, im- 
provement is a never-ending task. New developments and 
techniques are constantly replacing old. 

But back to the dial conversions. 

As of June 5, for the SECOND time in its history, 
LT&T is a 100 per cent automatic (non-manual) telephone 
operating company. 

Back when it first opened its doors for telephone busi- 
ness in 1904, LT&T was strictly a dial-operated telephone 
company. That is, local calls were all dialed by the sub- 
scriber. Great emphasis was put on the convenience and 
privacy of this type of calling. 

But back in 1904 LT&T had only one exchange—in Lin- 
coln. It was in competition with a manual operating com- 
pany, the Nebraska Telephone Company (Bell), a situation 
which was not uncommon in those days. 

Dial telephones proved to be successful and LT&T 
grew stronger and bigger. Other exchanges were added 
and so were rural telephones. Then in 1912 our company 
founder, Frank H. Woods, negotiated an agreement with 
the Bell companies to eliminate the costly and wasteful 
dual service of competing telephone companies. He ne- 
gotiated the agreement for the entire industry. But in 
regard to LT&T it meant a huge and immediate expansion. 

LT&T agreed to purchase all Bell telephone properties 
in the 22-county area in Nebraska south of the Platte 
river and west of the Missouri river, extending westward 
to the west limits of Adams and Webster counties. LT&T 
also purchased the Independent telephone companies in 
a number of communities which had two competing ex- 
changes. The dual facilities were then merged. 


S A result, LT&T found that it had a great number of 
FX. manual telephone exchanges. 

For many communities these proved to be very satis- 
factory. In fact, as late as the ’teens and early 1920’s LT&T 
installed new manual exchanges in some communities, 
replacing older equipment. These were highly refined and 
dependable manual systems. 

But some of the early problems associated with the 
dial telephone were being solved. In 1916 the first un- 
attended community automatic exchange was installed in 
Wisconsin. This proved to be the solution to the economic 
problems of small exchanges. 

And in 1919 there was an exchange of patents between 
the Automatic Electric Company, originators of the auto- 
matic (or dial) telephone exchange, and the Bell Com- 
pany—to the benefit of both. This caused Bell to commit 
itself to the dial system and brought new and valuable 
developments (made by Bell) into the reach of the Auto- 
matic Company. 

So it was that by the 1930’s LT&T could start initiating 
the gradual replacement of aging manual equipment with 
dial. Actually the first conversion took place in 1929 when 
the first unattended dial exchange was cut into service 
at Hansen. 

In 1931 the exchange at Seward was cut over to a new 
building and dial operation. This was the first conversion 
of a larger exchange. It was three years—no doubt due 
to the hard years of the depression—before another ex- 
change was converted. This was Nehawka, cut over in 1934. 


Y 1938 the conversion program was really rolling. 

Hansen was converted to full dial, as were Murray, 
Octavia and Lincoln rural subscribers. 

In 1939 dial telephones came to Hardy, Julian and 
Talmage. 

Then the war in Europe began to affect telephone 
modernization. Many of the metals vital to telephones

became scarce. No further conversions were made until 
the end of World War II. 

But LT&T’s plans had been laid and a progressive pro- 
gram of replacement was under way. In 1946 McCool, 
Bellwood, Crab Orchard and Brock were all converted to 
Automatic exchanges. 

1947 brought dials to Johnson, Jansen, Otoe, Burchard, 
Steinauer, Louisville, DeWitt, Plymouth Huskerville and 
Plattsmouth. 

In 1948 conversions took place at Burr, Cook, Table 
Rock, Tecumseh, Peru, Bruning, Malcolm and Utica. 

In 1949 Milford, Nelson, Humboldt and Friend all were 
converted. 

So the pattern went through the 1950’s. Many of the 
smaller exchanges were converted first. One of the im- 
portant criteria was the condition of existing equipment. 

In 1950 the large town of Hastings was converted to 
dial and those acquainted with the history of telephony 
in that town pointed out that it was the second time that 
the dial telephone had been available there. In the early 
years of telephony there had been an Independent auto- 
matic exchange, but it was consolidated with the manual 
exchange in 1914. 


ESIDES Hastings, in 1950 Exeter, Davey, Denton, Ray- 

mond, Fairmont, Sutton, Pawnee City, and Shelby all 
went dial. The number of LT&T dial exchanges stood at 68. 

The year 1951 brought conversions at Harvard, Polk, 
Stromsburg, Osceola, Western and Swanton. 

1952 saw dial installations completed at Wilber, Val- 
paraiso, Yutan, Dorchester, Brainard, Ceresco and Cordova. 

1957 was another good year. Dial came to Dunbar, Clay 
Center, Greenwood, Beatrice, Bennet, Dawson and Pleasant 
Dale. 

1958 brought Waco, Wahoo, DeWeese and David City 
to the list of dial exchanges. 

1959 saw new dial offices at Auburn, Nemaha, Daven- 
port and Hallam. 

With the advent of the 1960’s LT&T had many of its 
exchanges converted to dial. And the end was in sight. 
But some of the big ones were left to do and the pace 
slowed down. Added to the conversion picture was the 
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fact that some of the early dial exchanges were becoming 
outmoded or worn. Several “second generation” con- 
versions were made—from old dial equipment to new. 
The year 1960 brought dial conversions at Hebron and 
Douglas. 
1961 saw dials brought to Unadilla, Benedict, Syracuse, 
Bradshaw, Gresham, Grafton and Daykin. 


N 1962 the Jast of the small magneto exchanges passed 

from the scene. This was Guide Rock, which was con- 
verted to an unattended dial system. The same year 
brought new dial exchanges to York, Alexandria, Shickley, 
and Tobias. 

1963 found Geneva converted. 1964 brought forth new 
dial exchanges at Nebraska City, Wymore, and Superior. 
Last year the Crete exchange was converted. . 

But LT&T’s conversions are not over. The moderniza- 
tion program goes on. Direct Distance Dialing is not yet 
available to all LT&T subscribers and the Company 1s 
rapidly bringing this service to those who do not now 
have it. 

Such a conversion to DDD equipment is scheduled for 
Plattsmouth on July 17. . 

Other advances in telephone service are in the exper!- 
mental or early introduction stage. One example of the 
latter is the “All Call Dialing” system at Hastings, where 
subscribers may dial their own person-to-person, collect 
and other special toll telephone calls as well as the more 
ordinary person-to-person long distance calls. 

Because of the vast cost and complex nature of tele- 
phone equipment, advancement in the telephone business 
must of necessity be evolutionary rather than revolution- 
ary. Each new piece of equipment must work in harmony 
with the old—be “compatible.” And it is uneconomic to 
schedule early and unnecessary replacement of equipment 
which functions properly. 

Thus progress towards 100 per cent dial operation in 
LT&T has been of an orderly and gradual nature over 
the past 35 years. 

And it is likely that future advancements in the Com- 
pany will follow the same intelligent pattern. 
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This old switchboard at Seward was the first to go as LT&T started on 
a 35-year program of conversion to dial operation. This picture was teoken 
April 1, 1931, shortly before the exchange was converted from manual to 
automatic operation.

EVENTY-FIVE years ago this spring 


the automatic telephone was born. 
Incredibly, it was the brain child of a 
peppery little undertaker, ex-teacher 
and cavalry veteran of the Civil War 
who had only a rudimentary knowl- 
edge of electricity. 

On March 10, 1891, Almon Brown 
Strowger received a patent on an auto- 
matic telephone exchange. Adding to 
the immensity of Strowger’s achieve- 
ment was the fact that his patent fol- 
lowed by only 15 years the patent of 
the telephone. His invention opened the 
way for the vast dial telephone network 
in use today, including coast-to-coast 
direct distance dialing. 

The telephone system was very much 
an infant when the Kansas City under- 
taker envisioned a “girl-less” telephone 
exchange. Perhaps this infancy is one 
of the reasons why Strowger was im- 
pelled to seek out an automatic means 
of switching telephone calls. Operat- 
ing practices and training procedures 
could hardly have been refined in so 
few years. They may have been prac- 
tically non-existent. 


S THE story goes, Strowger went to 
his Kansas City office one morning, 
picked up the local paper, and was 
startled to read of the death of a friend. 
He could hardly believe it, but in cold 
black and white print he read that the 
burial was to be handled by a compet- 
ing undertaker. 

Strowger could only conclude that 
his friend’s family had attempted to 
reach him to handle the funeral, but 
that the telephone operator had given 
the call to his competitor. His fiery 
temper exploded. 

He called the operator, but could not 
be convinced by her of her innocence. 
Visits to the telephone office did not 
satisfy him. He suspected the operator 
was paid by his competitor to divert 
calls. 

At some point as he fumed about the 
loss of his friend’s funeral, the under- 
taker glimpsed the idea of an auto- 
matic telephone exchange. This, he saw, 
would eliminate the errors or possible 
dishonesty of an operator. 

Strowger’s first model of an auto- 
matic telephone switch was made out 
of a round cardboard collar box. Into 
the box he stuck 100 pins, in 10 rows 
of 10 each. Then he inserted a lead pen- 
cil in the center. As he lifted and 
rotated the pencil he could see the 
possible workings of the switch. 


LL HE needed was some sort of 

electro-magnetic system to lift and 
turn the pencil (representing a con- 
tact finger) into electrical contact with 
a selected pin (representing a sub- 
scriber’s line). 

He engaged an electrician to make a 
working model of his switch and ap- 
plied for a patent. 

This almost proved to be the simplest

part of his achievement. Strowger now 
had a working telephone switch, but 
nobody seemed to be interested! 

For many months the future of the 
automatic telephone looked non-ex- 
istent. Then Strowger came into con- 
tact with Joseph Harris, a salesman 
from Chicago. Mr. Harris wanted some- 
thing new to take to the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition in Chicago in 1893. 
He found what he was seeking in 
Strowger’s invention. 

Strowger and Harris formed the 
Strowger Automatic Telephone Ex- 
change and built an experimental sys- 
tem. They attracted the interest of a 
young Baltimore electrician, Alexander 
E. Keith, who became a member of the 
organization. 


URING these years of the birth of 
Strowger’s idea, a situation was 
shaping up at LaPorte, Indiana, which 
was to vitally affect the automatic tele- 
phone. 

The Cushman Telephone Company in 
the late 1880’s established an exchange 
at LaPorte. But the original Bell 
patents covering the electrical trans- 
mission of speech were in force. The 
Cushman Company was violating these 
patents. 

A suit was brought by Bell against 
the Cushman company and all sub- 
scribers. The court ordered all infring- 
ing telephones to be burned. 

Apparently LaPorte was left com- 
pletely without telephone service. Con- 
sequently it was a good prospect for 
the Strowger system. 

On July 18, 1892 a franchise was 
granted by the town of LaPorte to the 
Strowger Automatic Telephone Ex- 
change. The exchange was duly in- 
stalled and proved to be successful. In 
November of 1892 there was a public 
demonstration of the LaPorte telephone

system. Attending were 50 or 60 digni- 
taries, including bankers, journalists 
and railroaders. Among those observing 
the operation of the telephone system 
were men from France, Canada and 
Russia. 

A newspaper account said “If an 
error has been made, the person calling 
may be sure he, and not the machine, 
is at fault. Machines make no mistakes.” 


HE original LaPorte system was 

what is known as a “five-wire’”’ one. 
There were five wires from each tele- 
phone to the exchange. Each telephone 
was equipped with push buttons, in- 
stead of a dial. 

The five buttons were arranged in a 
row. Four were used in calling a four 
digit number. The fifth button was 
pushed while the generator crank was 
turned to ring the called phone. A sub- 
scriber wishing to call number 4825, 
for instance, would push the left button 
four times, the next one three times, 
the third one twice and the fourth 
button five times. 

The system worked and seemed to be 
liked by its early subscribers. 

But it did have a weakness. It was 
too easy for a subscriber to lose count 
and make errors in pushing the buttons. 
To reduce the possibility of miscounting, 
a dial was substituted early in the 
history of the Strowger system. First 
dial exchange was put in operation in 
Albion, New York in 1896. It was a 
large and cumbersome device, little like 
the one in use today, but it was an im- 
portant improvement. 


HERE were other improvements 
early in the history of the Strowger 
company. Frank A. Lundquist, John 
and Charles J. Erickson had joined the 
company and they, with Strowger, ap- 
plied for a patent in 1895 on an im- 
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Installation at Augusta, Georgia in 1897 when selector switches were first used. 


proved switch which used both vertical 
and rotary motion and looked quite 
similar to the Strowger switches known 
today. 

The early Strowger system lacked 
some of the refinements taken for 
granted today. The LaPorte installation 
had no provision for preventing con- 
necting a subscriber to a busy line. 
Neither did it have an automatic release 
provision to free the central office 
equipment when the subscriber hung 
up. Nor was ringing automatic. These 
features were soon added. The early 
system relied on dry cell batteries at 
each telephone to provide current for 
talking. Later a common battery 
arrangement was provided whereby 
current from centrally located batteries 
supplied electricity for talking. 

In a few years Lundquist left the 
Strowger company and as a result fig- 
ured in the early history of Nebraska. 
He became a designer for the National 
Automatic Telephone Company which 
placed a system in Pawnee City in 1898. 
About 30 automatic instruments were 
placed in service on an experimental 
basis, but were removed and the ex- 
change changed to manual operation 
before it was officially put in use. 


HEN LT&T was formed in 1904 
W Strowger equipment was chosen 
for the Lincoln exchange, which be- 
came the first successful dial exchange 
in Nebraska. By this time there had 
been many changes and improvements 
in the system. The desk model telephone 
was an impressive nickel-plated instru- 
ment with a huge dial, giving it a “pot 
belly” shape. These remained in service 
until about 1925. 

Other improvements made along the 
way included the devising of “transfer 
trunking,” first put in use at Augusta, 
Georgia in 1897. 
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Transfer trunking makes it possible 


to direct each call automatically 
through a series of switches, each of 
limited capacity. This permits the ex- 
pansion of switching systems to any 
size and is the basis for today’s direct 
distance dialing. 

The Company which Strowger 
founded is now known as Automatic 
Electric Company and it has long sup- 
plied telephone companies with auto- 
matic telephone systems and compo- 
nents. 


TROWGER severed his connections 

with the Company in the late 1890’s 
when his health began to fail. He 
moved to St. Petersburg, Florida, in 
1897 or 1898, seeking a climate which 
would prove beneficial. 

There he was not known as an in- 
ventor, but as a community booster and 
investor. St. Petersburg was a strug- 
gling little town of 1,200 population but 
Strowger was enthused. He bought 
three lots and built a two-story frame 
business building. Later he built an- 
other business building and bought and 
moved into a home. 

On May 26, 1902, he died and was 
quietly buried in a grave marked only 
with “Lieut. A. B. Strowger, Co. A, 8 
N.Y. Cav.” For years his great accom- 
plishment as the inventor of the auto- 
matic telephone system was unac- 
knowledged. 

But in 1949 a bronze plaque was 
added to his grave, identifying him as 
the father of the modern automatic tele- 
phone system. 

Thus it was that a little man with a 
fiery temperament and a firm convic- 
tion that the telephone could be im- 
proved laid the groundwork for today’s 
complex network of telephonic com- 
munication.

QUARTER OF a century of growth 

and progress was officially noted 
Saturday May 21, by the Frank H. 
Woods Telephone Pioneer Association. 
The organization met in its annual 
banquet on that evening, an event 
which marked its 25th year. 

The silver anniversary meeting was 
chosen to initiate a new program of the 
Pioneers, that of honoring Pioneer 
members for unusual service to the 
organization. First to be so honored 
were Myrtle Henline, A. B. “Ot” Gor- 
man, Carl Ahl, Joe Hartley, and Merle 
Hale. The award for Gorman, awarded 
posthumously, was accepted by Mrs. 
Gorman. 

To the others the awards were a sur- 
prise—especially to Mr. Hale, who was 
on the selection committee and had 
assumed that his name would not be 
considered.

Canarsky, Knee Receive Cash for Ideas 


@ E. P. Canarsky has returned to the 
“winners circle’, this time with W. R. 
Knee. They both scored with suggestion 
awards for ideas on how to improve 
telephone service. 

Canarsky suggested a modification 
of the mounting of the 44 rotary switch 
in the central office. He was awarded 
a cash prize of $20. 

His suggestion involves the use of a 
flat bracket two inches wide and 4% 
inches long. This is drilled and tapped 
for two screws on one end and slotted 
on the other. 

Said Canarsky, this would “enable 
the user to remove the 44 rotary switch 
and extend it outward. By remounting 
it on the bracket, there would be much 
less bank wire breakage and a solid 
surface would be presented for clean- 
ing, lubricating and adjustment pur- 
poses.” 


Tornado Tears Up Wahoo 


@ A TORNADO Sunday May 22 tore 
through telephone lines south of Wahoo, 
disrupting toll and local service for 
many hours. The twister apparently 
“skipped”, touching down for a while, 
then lifting and touching down again. 

Isolated was the town of Ceresco, 
where a chunk of toll lead was blasted 
by the storm. Also lost were extended 
area service lines, one group of the 
lead from Wahoo to Lincoln and 15 
farm lines, A total of seven toll poles 
and about a mile of toll wire went down 
under the onslaught of the twister. 

A 10-wire farm line lead also was 
taken out by the funnel. About eight to 
10 spans fell victim to the storm. 

Three construction crews were dis- 
patched to the scene and by Monday 
afternoon May 23 toll service was re- 
stored. All service was restored by 
7 o’clock Monday night. 


Directories Give a Boost

@® A TWO-YEAR working agreement 
between the Company and the Union 
has been reached. Under the agreement, 
the eligible group will receive wage in- 
creases ranging from $2 to $4 for men 
and from $2 to $2.50 for women, effec- 
tive May 27, 1966. An identical increase 
will again be effective May 27, 1967.

Question: What is the objective of the 
Treasury’s School Savings program, and 
how many dollars does it account for? 

Answer: The primary objective of School 
Savings is to encourage school children 
to practice thrift and to participate in the 
responsibilities of citizenship through the 
regular purchase of U. S. Savings Stamps 
and Bonds. More than 100 million Sav- 
ings Stamps are sold each year, mostly 
through schools, with a dollar volume of 
about $18.5 million. 

Question: Running through some papers re- 
cently, | found several ‘’F’’ Bonds which 
had matured some years ago. What is 
their present status, and can they be ex- 
changed for H Bonds? 

Answer: Although they have not earned 
interest since maturity, those ‘’F’’ Bonds 
are worth their face value anytime you 
cash them in. They may be ‘’re-invested”’ 
in H Bonds, without regard to the annual 
limitation on purchases, but there is no 
tax deferral privilege, such as is the case 
when E Bonds are exchanged for H’s. 

Question: E-Bond owners talk about the tax 
advantage to be gained by holding their 
bonds. What is the advantage? 

Answer: The interest gain on an E Bond does 
not have to be declared for tax purposes 
until the bond is redeemed or finally 
matures. In the interim, interest is being 
earned on money that otherwise would be 
due in taxes.

ECENTLY while looking up some 

facts on George K. Gann, LT&T’s 
first Traffic Superintendent, we came 
across a bit of information which is of 
particular interest these days. In an 
article in a 1915 magazine, Mr. Gann 
said that the Company then had be- 
tween 500 and 600 employees in the 
Traffic Department. 

Fifty-one years have elapsed and in 
1966 we find that we have just about 
the same number of employees in the 
department. Mechanized dialing has 
made it possible to handle many times 
the number of calls that were handled 
Ol years ago, however. 


Georgia Smith, upon the occasion of 
her 45th service anniversary, asked us 
if she were not the second oldest em- 
ployee in terms of years of service. We 
couldn’t give her an answer “off the 
cuff” but she made us curious and we 
took a quick survey, unofficial, of 
course. 

L. G. Saunders with a service date 
of March 27, 1918, is the senior active 
employee. Georgia comes next in line 
with a service date of June 6, 1921. 
Then, if our unofficial list is correct, 
comes Eva F. Davis, H. H. Lahr and 
G. M. Albury, all with service dates 
later in 1921. 

We wouldn’t want to be held exactly 
to our figures because we didn’t double 
check, but our count shows that 30 
active employees have passed or will 
reach this year their 40th anniversary 
of employment with LT&T. We didn’t 
check retirement plans, so some of 
them could possibly retire before reach- 
ing the full four decades. 

But to have 30 active employees who 
have passed or got within hollering 
distance of 40 years of service speaks 
well of LT&T. And it speaks well of 
the employees—who have shown both 
skills and perseverence. 

We wonder how many industries can 
boast of one out of 50 employees with 
so long a service. 


Looking forward, did you know that 
the first call without operator assistance 
between the United States and Europe 
was made June 15? Lowell F. Wingert, 
vice president of AT&T’s Long Lines, 
made the call. There is a possibility 
that customer dialing of overseas calls 
will be introduced on a gradual basis 
in the United States during 1970.

FAIRBURY OPEN HOUSE SUCCESS 


RECORD breaking attendance of 

2332 was registered at the Fairbury 
Open House June 23. It was the largest 
crowd ever attracted by a one-day 
open house, as nearly as can be de- 
termined. 

There really is no simple explanation 
for the excellent response—other than 
the deep interest of the folks in and 
near Fairbury in their new dial tele- 
phone system. The weather was good, 
a situation which usually has an ad- 
verse effect on an open house in a 
rural community because farmers stay 
in the fields to work. Schools were 
out for the summer, so there were no 
organized tours of school children. 

When the figures were totalled up it 
was found that 634 children, 671 men 
and 1,027 women toured the new build- 
ing and saw the workings of a modern 
dial telephone exchange. 

The visitors started coming in as 
soon as the Open House officially 
opened in the morning and they kept 
streaming through right up to the 
closing time at 9 o’clock in the evening. 
Throughout the day there was a steady 
parade of guests and in the evening the 
crowd became positively crushing.

The tour followed the general lines 
of Open Houses conducted at other 
dial exchanges. As the visitors came 
in the front door they were asked to 
wait in the business office for a few 
minutes. Then they were conducted 
in large groups to the employee multi- 
purpose room, where the Traffic De- 
partment gave an illustrated explana- 
tion of the workings of a DDD call. 


For the most part the visitors were 
alert and inquisitive. 

From the Traffic display they were 
directed to the equipment room, where 
they were channeled past the new test 
board; the modern main frame and to 
a demonstration unit of the Strowger 
step-by-step dialing equipment. They 
learned how the local calls are placed 
and saw the demonstration switches 
operate as the telephone dial was 
turned. 


They also stopped at the bay of 
DDD ticketing equipment where the 
basic functions of each main piece was 
quickly explained. 

In the garage several displays were 
set up to catch the attention of the 
visitors. First they were directed past 
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a demonstration of a CATV antenna 
system to a display of modern tele- 
phones. Commercial personnel ex- 
plained the types of phones and phone 
services available and gave demonstra- 
tions of several of the telephones. One 
which seemed to please the guests was 
a speaker phone demonstration of an 
electronic secretary. 


The message which came out of the 
speaker phone from the secretary was 
one of welcome to the Fairbury open 
house. 


In marked contrast was the historical 
display of the telephones of yesteryear, 
which was the last display the guests 
saw before passing to another section 
of the garage for refreshments, served 
by the WSCS. Souvenirs were given 
to the guests as they left via the garage 
door. 


Besides the large number of guests 
who visited the office during open 
house, the interest of the community 
in their new telephone system was also 
shown by the many floral displays sent 
as congratulatory messages from vari- 
ous businesses and professional men 
and firms in the community.

BIGGER bonanza than ever before is waiting for LT&T 

employees with the doubling of the minimum award 
in the Company's Suggestion Program. The minimum 
award for an accepted suggestion has been increased to 
$20—just twice the $10 which previously has been in 
effect. 

The minimum amount can, and often has been, con- 
siderably higher. 

Amount of the award is determined by the savings 
or value it will have for the Company. Also taken into 
consideration in some cases, depending on the type of 
suggestion, is the amount of time and effort put forth 
by the employee. 

With the increase in minimum awards, the method of 
presentation has been changed. Awards of up to $50 will 
be presented by the area supervisor or equivalent, with the 
immediate supervisor present. . 

Awards of from $50 to $100 will be presented by the 
department head with the area supervisor and immediate 
supervisor present. 

Awards of $100 or over will be presented by the vice 
president with the department head and, if possible, the 
area supervisor and immediate supervisor present. 

This reflects a sincere desire on the part of the Com- 
pany to give appropriate recognition to the persons re- 
ceiving suggestion awards. 

Last year $205 was paid for the 13 suggestion awards 
adopted. This was actually $205 net to the employees who 
submitted the suggestions since the Company pays the tax 
for the employees on all suggestion awards. 

This year the total amount should be much larger since 
the minimum has been increased and eleven awards have 
already been made. 

Biggest single award ever made under the program was 
presented to Dale Weaver in 1961. It was $250 for de- 
vising a “scoreboard” for use by Local Commercial per- 
sonnel in keeping track of the “work units” used in sched- 
uling work orders. 
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SUGGESTION PROGRAM 


A BIGGER 
BONANZA 


Doubling of minimum award will bring 
more cash into pockets of employees mak- 
ing acceptable suggestions for improving 
Company’s efficiency 


Mr. Weaver spent about a year, working in his spare 
time at home, on the device and had many a disappoint- 
ment before he developed a practical system. 

So carefully thought out was his suggestion that he 
even realized that the noise of operation might be a prob- 
lem and arranged for the working parts of the scoreboard 
to be tucked away in a remote location. 

Another large award of $125 made in the fall of 1963 
to J. H. Shepard was for an improved method of handling 
certain equipment associated with Direct Distance Dialing. 
Essentially this suggestion was a plan to protect a device 
known as a “taper tab.” There are many of these tabs in 
use and they are somewhat delicate. Mr. Shepard’s sug- 
gestion resulted in a more orderly arrangement of them 
and for less frequent handling. 

His $125 award was made in two sections—$50 upon 
acceptance and another $75 some months later when the 
full value of the suggestion became apparent. 

Besides these two outstanding suggestion awards there 
have been many others of lesser amounts over the 43 years 
that LT&T has had a suggestion program. 

The first formalized system for accepting employee 
suggestions was adopted back in March of 1923. Purpose 
as stated at that time was to provide a method for “. . . the 
submission of suggestions by employees on all classes of 
improvement, the careful analysis and study of the sug- 
gestion by the supervisors of the organization and the 
adoption of the suggestions in the most practical way, also 
including provisions for the proper recognition of the value 
of the suggestion.” 

Twenty-two years later, in June of 1945, the Sugges- 
tion Plan was reviewed. A new suggestion form was de- 
signed and suggestions were aimed more specifically at in- 
creasing efficiency or revenue and improving service. 

Three years ago, in February of 1963, the suggestion 
form was again redesigned and more exact instructions 
were furnished for those making suggestions.

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As evolved over the years, the present stated purpose 


of the Suggestion Program is: 


“The Suggestion Plan provides an orderly and con- 
venient method whereby employees may submit original 
ideas for consideration. Suggestions should be practical in 
their proposed application and should contain ideas for 
increasing revenue, improving service, increasing efficiency, 
reducing expense or other proposals for improvement in 
the general welfare of the organization or the employee 
group. Constructive criticism will be considered if accom- 


panied by a suggestion for improvement.” 


In the early years of the Suggestion Program, the cash 


award was much more nominal than it is today. In the old 
records of the program there are references to $2 awards. 
Since that time the minimum award has been increased 
several times. 

Over the years the program has resulted in many econ- 
omies and improvements in service for the Company. And 
it has brought extra dollars to many alert employees who 
have taken the time to write out good ideas. 

With the new increase in awards, the program is ex- 
pected to stimulate many new suggestions.

Here’s what happens to your suggestion 


S° YOU'VE got an idea and want to turn in a suggestion. 


How do you go about it and what happens once you 
start it on its way? 


First of all, each department has copies of the form 
used in submitting suggestions. These blanks can also be 
obtained from the Personnel Department. But to make it 
easy for you, we have printed a suggestion form in this 
copy of the Telephone News (on the facing page)—just 
tear it out and put your idea down on it. 


The first step is to reduce your idea into as concise 
and simple language as possible. If you can explain better 
with the help of a drawing, by all means attach a sketch. 
Occasionally a working model is helpful and some sug- 
gestions have been accompanied by these. Or perhaps a 


photo will do the trick. The main thing is to make your 
idea understandable. 


After you have written your idea to the best of your 
ability, send it in a sealed envelope to the Personnel Office, 
addressed to the Suggestion Committee. 


Upon its arrival in the Personnel Office, your sugges- 
tion will be stamped with the date and given to the Sug- 
gestion Committee chairman. He will make an initial re- 
view of your idea, which will be summarized on an index 
card and assigned a serial number. The chairman is the 
only member of the Suggestion Committee to know the 


identity of the one submitting the suggestion until after 
final action is taken. 


Nine copies of your suggestion will be typed. Six will 


go to Committee members, one will be sent to the Per- 
sonnel Director and one copy to the Vice President, and 
the other copy will be filed. 


Receipt of your suggestion will be acknowledged by 
letter. 


The Suggestion Committee meets each month to act 
on suggestions. But before they meet, each suggestion is in- 
vestigated by the Committee member or members who are 
most familiar with the area affected by the suggestion. 


When your suggestion comes before the committee it 
will be accepted, not accepted, or deferred. 


A suggestion is deferred if further investigation is de- 
sired. If this happens, you will be notified by letter. 


If it is not accepted, you will also be notified by a letter 
which will indicate the reason. 


If it is accepted, a letter of notification and a check 
for the amount of the award will be sent through Com- 


pany organizations so that a suitable presentation can be 
made. 


Awards of less than $50 will be presented by the area 
supervisor. Those of $50 to $100 will be presented by your 


department head. Those of over $100 will be presented by 
the Vice President. 


Suggestions which are accepted will be published in 
the Telephone News. 


If you have an idea put it down on a suggestion form.

HOW TO MAKE YOUR SUGGESTION 


(1) All employees with exception of Officers, Department Heads and members 
of the Suggestion Committee are eligible to receive Suggestion awards. 


(2) These forms are provided for use in submitting suggestions and are available 
in all departments at attended exchanges. Send the suggestion in a sealed envelope to 
the Suggestion Committee, Room 524, 15th & M building, Lincoln. 


(3) A separate form should be used for each suggestion. 


(4) Ideas should be presented as clearly and completely as possible. Additional 


material, such as charts, drawings, computations, etc. may be recorded on a separate 
sheet and attached to the suggestion blank. 


(5) Suggestion should not include minor innovations which an employee might be 
expected to originate in the performance of his regular job, nor those improvements 
which an employee 1s assigned to originate. 


(6) To be eligible for an award a suggestion must not duplicate an improvement 
already under consideration. 


(7) If a suggestion is rejected and, within a year, changed conditions permit re- 
consideration for its adoption, the suggestion may be reactivated for award purposes. 
Ordinarily, after this period no award can be granted. 


WHAT HAPPENS TO YOUR SUGGESTION 


Suggestions will be serially numbered in the order received. In case of duplication 
the suggestion received first will be given priority in consideration for an award. 


Receipt of your suggestion will be promptly acknowledged. 


To avoid influence of personality or acquaintance, a suggestion will not bear the 
name of an employee when submitted to the Suggestion Committee. 


All suggestions will be given careful and impartial consideration by the Committee. 


If your suggestion 1s adopted for use, a cash award will be made on the basis of 
value, adaptability and merit and your rights in the suggestion thereupon become the 
property of the Company.

NEW IBM system is grinding out 

work and information in LT&T’s 
Data Processing Center. It is known as 
a “360” and it replaces the IBM 1460 
computer which has been in use since 
November of 1964. 

The new 360 system is composed of 
an 1100-line-a-minute printer; a 1000- 
line-a-minute reader; a  300-card-a- 
minute punch; two random access disc 
storage devices; and six magnetic tape 
units. 

This influx of machinery while the 
old 1460 computer system was still in 
use caused some plain and fancy jug- 
gling of office furniture and equipment 
in the Data Processing Center. It also 
caused some special arrangements for 
the placing of the new electronic equip- 
ment.

And each year more tasks are given 
to the computer. For instance, since 
May the Data Processing Center has 
taken on the job of billing for CATV. 
It is also doing a limited amount of 
work for engineering—in the way of 
SATT equipment assignment. 

The new 360 computer is faster and 
more powerful than the system it re- 
places. The random access disc storage 
is twice as fast and has over twice 
the capacity of its predecessor. The 
new system also has six magnetic tape 
units as compared to four in the old 
one. 

Besides this, the 360 is faster and 
capable of writing more information 
on each reel of tape. The old com- 
puter could put 556 characters per inch 
of tape while the new one can store 
800 characters per inch. 

The old 1460 computer has been run

from 6 a.m. until midnight each day. 
With the new computer the running 
time will be cut to 8 to 12 hours each 
day. 

Although the 360 is a new system, it 
has a compatibility feature which per- 
mits it to run the existing programs. 
But it cannot run these programs at 
its full potential speed, so the Data 
Processing Center will gradually re- 
program the existing work. Over 100 
programs have already been converted 
and are being tested. 

As a means of checking programs, the 
old 1460 is to remain in operation for 
60 days after the new 360 got into op- 
eration. This is to permit Data Process- 
ing to conveniently check new pro- 
grams for accuracy and completeness. 

As things look now, the “language” 
of the 360 will be in use by IBM com- 
puters for another decade. If more

computer capacity is needed by LT&T 
within that period, larger IBM ma- 
chines would use the same programs. 

By September 1, the new computer 
is expected to be in full operation. At 
that time it will have been about il 
months since the first work on pro- 
grams was done in preparation for its 
installation. Some of these programs 
were checked out at Minneapolis and 
some at the University of Nebraska and 
the State Capitol. 

In order to prepare themselves for 
the new 360, Jack Cherry, Data Proc- 
essing manager, Vince Clayton and 
Wayne Stahly have all attended IBM 
schools of several weeks’ duration to 
learn the characteristics of the new 
system. 

Installation of the new 360 marks 
another step in the steady growth and 
progress of LT&T.

OMETIMES we wonder if those 
“Good Old Days” were really so 
good. 

At a recent service anniversary luncheon, 
Company Vice President Merle M. Hale 
got to reminiscing about the early days of 
his employment with LT&T. One of his 
jobs in his early years with the Commercial 
department was assisting in taking a survey 
at Seward. 

The survey was needed because the 
Company had to “‘sell’’ the public on the 
idea of discontinuing the manual telephone 
exchange and replacing it with a modern 
dial office. What a difference from today, 
when our customers sometimes begin ask- 
ing for a new service almost before it is 
past the experimental stage! 

When Mr. Hale was working on that 
survey in Seward there was an outbreak 
of influenza in that community. Some of 
the telephone men, including Mr. Hale, 
took to the practice of drinking a tall glass 
of lemon juice each morning. The theory 
was to load up on vitamins etc. contained 
in the citrus juice so as to armor their 
physique against the ,’flu germs. 

The memory of that tart taste remains 
so vivid that Mr. Hale still puts on a wry 
face when recalling the incident. 

Whether it was due to the lemon juice 
or to some other factor, the fact remains 
that the men making the survey never did 
fall victim to the ’flu bug. They were cer- 
tainly exposed to it, however, for Mr. Hale 
remembers talking to one customer who 
was sick abed with the ailment. 

As you know, if you have been reading 
your Telephone Newses this year, the 
effort was successful and Seward became 
the first exchange to be converted from 
manual to full dial operation for LT&T. 
(Lincoln was already dial, having been 
established as a dial exchange.)

New Insurance Programs 


Health Care 


NEW BASIC and major medical 

insurance plan went into effect for 
LT&T employees and pensioners the first 
of September. Known as the Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield Health Care Program, it 
replaces the old basic medical insurance 
provided through the Telephone Employes 
Mutual Benefit Association and the major 
medical plan provided for employees by 
the Company. 

The new plan is already in effect. Dead- 
line for signing up was August 25 and if 
you missed that cutoff date you’ll have to 
wait until a “re-opening”? probably in 
about a year. 

New employees will be eligible for the 
insurance 60 days after they start work. 
They can sign up for the insurance im- 
mediately upon employment and for the 
next 90 days afterwards, but the plan won’t 
take effect and they won’t pay for it until 
the waiting period is finished. 

The Health Care Program is somewhat 
different from the previous coverage. 
Those who have enrolled have been issued 
membership cards. In most cases you need 
only present this card to your physician 
and he will take care of the paperwork in 
applying for benefits. 


Life 


NEW LIFE insurance program for 
employees will go into effect October 

15. Already you have received a letter and 
booklet explaining the new program and 
have either enrolled or waived enrollment. 


In most ways the new life insurance plan 
is similar to the plan which has been in 
force for many years. However, there will 
be a new carrier, the Woodmen Accident 
and Life Company of Lincoln. 


Cost of the insurance remains the same. 
The Company will pay the entire cost of 
the first $2,000 coverage and you will pay 
for additional insurance at the rate of 50 
cents per $1,000 of added coverage. The 
plan has been made available to all em- 
ployees who have six months of continuous 
service and who regularly work 20 hours 
or more a week. 

An employee may choose to take out 
the optional minimum insurance of $3,000, 
at a cost to him of 50 cents per month. In 
this case, the amount of insurance remains 
the same over the years. 

However, the most popular plan is keyed 
to monthly earnings. Under this system as 
your income increases so does your insur- 
ance coverage. The starting point for this 
income-keyed insurance is $4,500 for those 
who earn less than $320 per month. Cost 
to those who fall in this bracket is $1.25 
a month. 


For those in higher income ranges, the 


A schedule of basic medical and surgical 
allowances has been set up under the in- 
surance plan. The doctor will bill you for 
the difference between the actual medical 
and surgical charges and the payments 
under the plan. 

When you have $100 ‘“‘out-of-pocket’”’ 
expenses outside of your basic coverage 
in connection with an illness, you are then 
eligible for major medical coverage. In- 
cluded in this $100 may be drugs and 
medicines as well as the expense to you 
for medical and surgical treatment. 

Under the major medical phase of the 
coverage, 80 per cent of eligible expenses 
will be paid. Included are such things as 
private duty nursing, prescription drugs out 
of the hospital, local ambulance service, 
physical therapy, orthopedic appliances, 
laboratory services, medical care, and 
diagnostic X-ray. 

Maximum coverage under major medical 
is $20,000 for active employees and $5,000 
for retired employees. 

There is a “‘Service Benefits’ section to 
the Health Care Program coverage. This 
provides that under the medical-surgical 
payments part of the program, partici- 
pating physicians have agreed to accept

If you have chosen now to take the 
minimum insurance and later would like 
to change to the income-keyed plan you 
must show proof of insurability at your 
expense. 

If you are in the income-keyed plan and 
later decide you don’t want to continue 
with it, you will have to drop back to the 
$3,000 minimum. A few employees have 
frozen at different levels in the past and 
will be allowed to remain there. 

The total disability feature of the old 
life insurance plan has been continued in 
the new one. If you are totally disabled 
before reaching age 60 the insurance 
company will pay the amount of insurance 
provided on your life either in one sum 
six months after receiving proof of disa- 
bility or in 60 monthly installments during 
live years, beginning immediately upon 
receipt of proof of disability.

the amount set up in the schedule as pay- 
ment in full—for those employees who 
are unmarried and without dependents 
and with an income of $4,800 or less and 
for those employees married or with de- 
pendents whose family income is $6,000 
or less. 

The employee must at the time he is to 
pay for services present his identification 
card and claim eligibility for service bene- 
fits, providing the physician with any 
reasonable information to back up his 
claim. 

These Service Benefits are not provided 
if the employee has other basic insurance 
providing for the same accident or sickness 
or if the accident or sickness was caused 
by negligence of a third party who is 
financially responsible for the expenses. 

There are many advantages to group 
medical and hospitalization insurance. 
It is convenient and easy to enroll and 
it is more economical in cost than it would 
be to obtain equal coverage under a sepa- 
rate and individual policy. 

This insurance gives a freedom from 
worry and concern about crushing medical 
bills because a large share of such expenses 
are paid for under the insurance protection. 


Plan 


There are many advantages of enrolling 
in a group life insurance plan. One is the 
availability of insurance protection at rates 
which are usually more advantageous than 
you could otherwise obtain. Another is the 
fact that you do not have to prove insur- 
ability. 

Those who would be classified as 
uninsurable, or rated as a higher risk come 
into the insurance program. Those who 
enroll in the plan based on monthly earn- 
ings can increase their insurance even 
though they may later become uninsurable. 

By having a broad base of employees, 
an insurance company is able to accept for 
insurance all who apply for it, without 
proof of insurability. The company makes 
the flat rate of 50 cents per thousand 
possible to all employees, regardless of 
age. 

Under the new insurance plan, retired 
employees will have no change in their 
insurance. It will continue exactly as before. 

The Company strongly believes this life 
insurance plan fills a vital need for em- 
ployees to have security and protection 
for dependents. Because of this, the Com- 
pany pays a substantial portion of the pre- 
mium, furnishing the first $2,000 worth of 
coverage at no cost to the employee and 
underwriting the difference between the 
50 cents the employee pays for each addi- 
tional thousand of coverage and the 
amount charged by the carrier.

T&T WAS one of the two hosts to a 
group of telephone people from all 
over the United States in late August. 
Co-host with LT&T was Central Tele- 
phone Company, which is a part of the 
Western Power and Gas Company head- 
quartered in Lincoln. 

The telephone visitors numbered slightly 
over 50. They were attending the first 
annual Public Relations seminar of the 
United States Independent Telephone 
Association. This was held August 20 
through September 2 at the Nebraska 
Center for Continuing Education in 
Lincoln. 

In spite of a heavy schedule of sessions, 
lectures, etc., there was time for the visitors 
to tour the general office facilities of 
LT&T and to partake of the hospitality of 
Central Telephone at the Blue Flame Gun 
Club. 

The tour of LT&T took place August 
30 from 7:45 to 9:15 p.m. Vice President 
Merle M. Hale welcomed the group of 
visitors, telling them, briefly, of LT&T 
and its standing. He mentioned with pride 
the fact that LT&T was the first successful 
dial telephone company in Nebraska: that 
it had the first Direct Distance Dialing in 
Nebraska and the first coast-to-coast 
Direct Distance Dialing in the state. He 
also mentioned that our company was 
the first to offer radio-telephone mobile 
service in Nebraska. It was also the first 
in the nation to provide inward Wide Area 
Telephone Service. 

General Commercial Supervisor W.D. 
Quinn outlined LT&T’s program of main- 
taining good public relations. First on 
the list is providing of top service 100 per 
cent of the time. Also figuring in the pro- 
gram are constant politeness on the part 
of employees, furnishing of an auditorium 
in Lincoln to civic groups, offering of a 
motion picture library of 35 films to the 
public, building tours for various groups, 
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open houses at our new exchange buildings, 
offering of the Telezonia program for 
schools and the Teletrainer unit, civic 
organization participation by employees, 
and a speakers bureau. 

The visitors were conducted on a tour 
of the business office, toll equipment 
room, switchroom, third floor plant sec- 
tion, third floor traffic units, Data 
Processing center, and the General Service 
section where Company printing and mail- 
ing takes place.

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Plattsmouth Goes 
to DDD Calling

LATTSMOUTH entered a new era of 

telephony July 17 as the telephone ex- 
change there was converted to Direct 
Distance Dialing. The change occurred in 
the early morning hours when calling was 
at its low ebb—a practice which is the 
custom for such conversions. 

The change marked the end of the toll 
operating board in Plattsmouth, which has 
been in operation since the exchange was 
cut over to dial operation in 1947. Now 
Plattsmouth long distance calls are being 
handled out of Nebraska City—except of 
course for the many toll calls directly 
dialed by our customers. 

Cutting the exchange to DDD equip- 
ment was a long and drawn out process. 
First moves towards the improvement 
were taken several years ago when a build- 
ing enlargement was planned. The building 
remodeling added considerable floor space 
to the equipment room, making it possible 
to install the needed DDD bays. 

Installation and testing of this equip- 
ment had been going on for many months 
prior to the actual cut into service. As the 
evening of July 16 arrived, the Plattsmouth 
telephone building was full of people. 
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Plattsmouth City Councilmen teamed up with a huge pair of bolt 


Plant men were busy starting on the 
cutover. 

This procedure is of a gradual nature, 
unlike a conversion from an old office to 
a new one. A great deal of the work could 
be done prior to the actual cutover hour 
and the telephone Plant men were busy 
through the night. 

As 1 a.m. approached Chief Operator 
Hilda ‘‘Tip’’ Johanns reported that a call 
was on the board. As soon as the sub- 
scriber completed the call she passed the 
word and Plattsmouth city councilmen 
wielded a huge bolt cutter to sever the 
main cable and “kill” the old board. 

Already some of the DDD equipment 
was in operation and even at that quiet 
hour it was apparent that some calls were 
going through. 

Several of the Plattsmouth operators 
immediately transferred to Nebraska City 
or Lincoln. 

At the Plattsmouth building a bit of 
remodeling remained to be done as the 
conversion to DDD was completed. The 
toll board was to be removed and the 
space formerly occupied by this equipment 
was to be converted to other use.

Suggestions Win 
Cash for Three 


@ THREE more employees have some 
extra cash in their pockets or pocketbooks 
because they submitted suggestions through 
the Company’s Suggestion Program. Win- 
ning $20 awards were Darlene W. Ritter, 
Traffic Unit I; Max Jenkins, Toll Equip- 
ment; and Lowell R. Brown, Lincoln 
Switchroom. 

Mrs. Ritter’s suggestion concerned 
moving the inward position in Unit I. She 
suggested that this be moved to position 
5 “because if an operator has several 
connections up it is difficult for her to 
see the light on the other side of the cord 
sitting on four and if she is on five the 
lights are right in front of her and are 
much easier to see.” 

While the suggestion will not result in 
a monetary savings to the Company it is 
expected to improve inward service. 

Mr. Jenkins’ suggestion concerned a 
loop back circuit for customer-owned 
Telemetering equipment. Said Mr. Jenkins, 
‘“When there is trouble on this type of 
circuit, it is necessary for the Telephone 
Company to determine whether the trouble 
is telephone or customer equipment.” 

The loop circuit is built into a small 
metal box. Certain jacks on the box make 
it possible to monitor incoming and out- 
going signals with a milliameter and a 
telegraph distortion set. 

Max said that the box has been in use 
on one customer circuit for several years 
and various versions of it have been built 
for other circuits. 

Mr. Brown’s suggestion concerned con- 
centrator trouble shooting. To make this 
procedure more efficient and convenient, 
Mr. Brown suggested installing certain 
equipment on a standard-sized speakers 
rostrum, provided with casters on the legs 
for easy movement. 

Mounted on the unit would be a space- 
maker telephone on each side of the 
rostrum. One would be plugged into the 
control unit and used for testing with the 
testman at the remote unit. It would be 
equipped with a headset to enable the 
switchman to have his hands free. The 
other spacemaker would be used for dial- 
ing test numbers. The rostrum would serve 
as a desk. 

Said Brown, “‘At the present time this 
(work) is being done from the top of a 
small step ladder with the bare minimum 
of telephone equipment which is completely 
inadequate and very inefficient.’”’ He pre- 
dicts that his suggestion will result in ‘‘less 
out of service time for the subscriber’’ 
and that it will ‘‘make trouble shooting 
more accurate due to the convenience of 
facilities.” 

All three of the Suggestion Award 
winners have received the full $20 award. 
Taxes on the income are paid by the 
Company. 


F YOU had a neighbor in need you’d 

want to help him. That’s the way mid- 
westerners are, particularly if they are 
telephone people. 

During October many of you will have 
a chance to do this. Your opportunity 
will come through the annual United Fund 
and Community Chest drives carried on 
in six of the communities served by LT&T. 

The scope and exact nature of the help 
given by a united community effort varies 
among the different cities and towns. But 
generally speaking they all have the same 
goal—to give aid to unfortunate and needy 
people. 

In some towns the effort is known as 
the Community Chest. In others it is 
known as United Fund. The difference 
is that the Community Chest is a com- 
bined fund raising effort of a group of 
agencies, all of whom submit detailed 
reports and budgets. The United Fund 
includes these, plus the Red Cross drive. 

United Fund or Community Chest drives 
are conducted in Lincoln, Beatrice, Fair- 
bury, Nebraska City, Hastings, and York. 
Last year there was a 100 per cent response 
to the drives from employees in Fairbury, 
York, Nebraska City and Hastings. Each 
employee in those four communities made 
a contribution to the drive. 

In Lincoln 967 of 982 employees con- 
tributed to the drive. In Beatrice 56 of 61 
employees gave. 


In Lincoln the United Fund campaign 
is to run from October 4 to November 4. 
The goal is $875,682 which is $48,743 
greater than last year’s. Increases were

goal which had not been announced as we 
went to press. 

Scope of the United effort ranges from 
five or Six agencies in some of the smaller 
towns to 28 in Lincoln. When you are con- 
tacted and asked for a contribution the 
services provided by the various agencies 
In your community will be explained to 
you. Perhaps you or a close friend or rela- 
tive has already had personal experience 
with some of the organizations supported 
by the United or Chest drives. 

In Lincoln, where the largest concentra- 
tion of LT&T employees is located, a 
complex drive system has been set up. 
Captains have been selected to contact 
employees. Meetings have been arranged 
with such persons as Ross Martin of Peat 
Marwick and Mitchell; Herb Hopkins of 
Bankers Life; Dave Hancock from the 
Council on Alcoholism; Dave Carlbom of 
the Red Cross; and George Chenot of 
the City Mission. 7 

In addition, in Lincoln where there is 
such a large number of agencies, captains 
will approach employees with a flip chart 
showing some of the work done by these 
many groups. The approach will probably 
be less involved in some of the smaller 
communities. 

The Company has long supported these 
drives. It feels a strong civic responsibility 
and wants to put forth a real effort to make 
them successful. As a part of this feeling 
and in order to help employees, the Com- 
pany encourages telephone folks to 
contribute by means of payroll deduction. 

The payroll deduction plan spreads out 
your contribution over a full year, making 
it possible for you to give your fair share 
—the amount you want to give—easily 
and with little or no inconvenience. 

Telephone people for many years have 
responded well to these drives. The fine 
record of contributing of last year is not 
unusual for telephone folks. Perhaps we in 
a public service industry feel a deep civic 
responsibility and concern to those less 
fortunate than we.

40 Years Service 
ls Observed by Iwo 


HE 40th Service anniversaries of Hedwig E. Elmshaeuser 

of Beatrice and Chauncey Eggerss of Lincoln were officially 
observed, Monday, July 18 at a noon luncheon. Miss Elm- 
shaeuser reached her anniversary on that date and Mr. Eggerss 
completed his first 40 years on the previous day. ; 

Each was presented a 40-year service emblem, diamond 
studded, no less. Miss Elmshaeuser elected to take hers in the 
form of a brooch, while Eggerss accepted a more prosaic pin. 

Officiating at the ceremony was Merle M. Hale, Company 
vice president, who followed the usual custom of digging into 
the archives of LT&T to tell a few things about the early 
career of the two honorees. 

Miss Elmshaeuser actually started work in February of 
1926. Because of some leaves of absence, her service date has 
been adjusted. She began as a student operator at Seward at 
the wage of $1.10 a day. She moved to Beatrice in 1931, when 
Seward was converted to dial. 3 

Mr. Eggerss also has an adjusted service date. He actually 
started with the Company in April of 1926. He worked at 
Hastings, Sutton and Lincoln over the years. 

Eggerss’ first job was as groundman and after 11 months 
he became a third class lineman with a 25 cent a day raise. 
During World War II he served as air base manager. 

Miss Elmshaeuser recalled that her sister quit high school 
in 10th grade. A girl next door was a telephone employee and 
suggested that the sister apply for work at the telephone office. 
The sister did and ‘‘Hettie’”’ followed. 

‘‘T liked it then and I still like it,’ she declared. 

Chauncey said that he’ll never forget his first day on the 
job for the Company. He went to work for ‘‘Doc”’ Ojers, show- 
ing up in a white shirt and low shoes. 

He was left to dig a hole, a job hardly suited for his attire. 

“TI was never so tired in my life,” Eggerss had to say of 
that first job. 

But he was advised by a friend that he could do this tele- 
phone work for a while—it was kind of a temporary job.

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On-Campus Sales for NU Students 


NEW, and what is hoped to 

be a more efficient way of 
arranging for telephone. service for 
University of Nebraska _ students 
living on campus was tried this fall. 
Instead of waiting for the students 
to come to us or to call us, we went 
to the students. 

By special arrangements, the 
Lincoln business office set up order 
points for telephone service at three 
locations on the U of N campus. 
One was at the Pan Hellenic office 
in the Student Union; another at 
the Pound Hall recreation center 
and the third at the Abel Sandoz 
complex snack bar. 

The students were able to place 
orders for telephone service as they 
went about their various school 
activities. 

First offering was August 29-31, 
when a single point, in the Student 
Union, was open. From September 
8, all three locations were open for 
business. 

Goal was to make things more 
convenient for the students, the 
telephone company and the other 
subscribers. With 3,000 students 
expected to apply for telephone 
service, the congestion in the down- 
town business office would have 
been terrific. 

As a part of the effort at providing 
quick and easy installation, the Plant 
department assigned four combi- 
nationmen to the campus. This 
eliminated the need for traveling to 


and from the campus, as in the past 
when the students orders were 
handled right along with the orders 
from other customers. 


Efforts are being made to assign 
the same number as the telephone 
which had been left in the student 
housing quarters. This further re- 
duces the time and effort required 
to furnish service. 

Nine Commercial people were 
used to handle the orders. Three 
worked in the morning, three over 
the lunch hour and three in the after- 
noon. This system permitted them to 
keep ‘in touch with more routine 
work at the downtown office. Open 
hours were from 8:30 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. 

The students have seemed to re- 
spond well to the plan. As soon as 
word got out that they could order 
telephone service on the campus 
they began to come to the order 
point. 

The new plan falls right in line 
with a practice started in recent years 
which has encouraged students to 
have telephone service. LT&T no 
longer requires a deposit or advance 
rental of the students ordering 
service. 

It is hoped that the plan will prove 
to be a valuable convenience for the 
students and for our other customers 
who otherwise would have found 
considerable congestion in our 15th 
& M office.

may have noticed that the type in the 
last issue of The Telephone News was 
Slightly different.

This means of typesetting is the newest 
method and it makes available to us a 
family of headline types which are excep- 
tionally graceful and modern. The process 
is also expected to result in the highest 
possible quality of printing.

T’S THE heart of the football season 

and LT&T personnel are right in the 
midst of their own ‘“‘Pigskin Classic.”’ It’s 
sales, not touchdowns, that the telephone 
people are trying for. And their score will 
be measured in S&H Green Stamps in- 
stead of points. 

The campaign opened October 17 and 
will continue through November. Featured 
in the sales effort are the new wall 
Starlite phone; residence extensions; 
colored sets, Ericofons, panel telephones, 
and the conventional desk type Starlite. 

Giving added impetus to the campaign 
is the fact that service connection charges 
for all residence extensions have been 
waived. 

Star of the month is the wall Starlite 
phone. Expected to be popular because of 
its modern appearance and its compact 
styling, it differs from the familiar desk 
Starlite in that it is designed for wall 
mounting. The handset cradle has been 
designed to accommodate the handset in 
both the on-hook and off-hook positions. 
In other words, you have a place to put 
the handset while you call another person 
to the phone. 

Since the wall Starlite has no dial light, 
it carries a monthly charge of only 25 
cents greater than a plain black phone. 

Green stamps by the ream are to be 
awarded during the campaign. There are 
three classes of Pigskin players, earning 
Green Stamps at three different rates. 

Commercial personnel are “Offensive 
Quarterbacks” and receive 10 stamps for 
each dollar of annual revenue added by 
their sales.

15 stamps for each dollar of annual 
revenue added. 

All personnel not in daily contact with 
customers are “Offensive Linemen”’ and 
earn 20 stamps for each dollar of annual 
revenue, 

In addition, “extra points” of 1200 
stamps are given out each week of the 
campaign to the top sales person in each 
of the 18 exchange areas. This is a full 
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book of Green Stamps. 

Backing up the employees’ sales efforts 
is a campaign of advertising. Scheduled 
for the sales campaign are 96 advertising 
spots on Channel 10; 20 on Channel ° 
420 radio spots, plus an increased news- 
paper advertising coverage. 

Also bolstering the sales effort were a 
series of sales meetings held for Commer- 
cial and Plant personnel just before the 
kickoff of the Pigskin Classic.

CATV Isa Fast-Growing Business 


ROWING BY leaps and _ bounds, 

LT&T’s wholly owned subsidiary 
company, TV Transmission, Inc., is now 
serving three communities in the LT&T 
territory. Others are to follow in the near 
future. 

TV Transmission is a CATV company. 
These letters stand for Community Anten- 
na Television, which gives a brief indication 
of the nature of the company. TV 
Transmission, by means of a single, large, 
high-quality antenna system and a network 
of coaxial cables, provides high quality 
television reception for subscribers. The 
advantage is offering of this excellent 
reception in ‘“‘fringe’’ areas and for color 
sets. 

Earlier this year TV Transmission pur- 
chased two existing CATV systems, those 
at Fairbury and York. 

As of October 7, a new system, built 
by the LT&T subsidiary, has been ac- 
tivated at Superior. 

But this is only the beginning. Systems 
at Seward and Tecumseh are to be com- 
pleted late this year. Crete, Nebraska City, 
Pawnee City, Humboldt and Auburn sys- 
tems are to begin construction by spring. 
Applications for franchises are pending 
at David City and Lincoln. In Lincoln, 
TV Transmission representatives have 
been meeting with city officials on a fran- 
chise ordinance which is coming up for 
third reading and action by the city council. 

At Superior, the newest system, sub- 
scribers receive all networks, plus time 
and weather and news. KGIN at Grand 
Island provides CBS coverage; KHAS at 
Hastings brings in NBC; KHTL (a Super- 
ior station which is a satellite of a Holdrege 
station) gives ABC; KLNE, the Lexington 
educational TV channel is also received 
by the CATV system. 

The video portion of a special channel 
is used to provide a scan of time and 
weather instruments. A video channel

scanning a news teletype machine is also 
being considered for Superior. An FM 
station is provided on the audio portion 
of the special channel, bringing music 
from KWHG at Lincoln. 

At Fairbury and York, background 
music has been provided by a Seeburg 
system operated by the CATV company. 

Already about 100 customers are hooked 
up at Superior and a sales force is 
soliciting new subscribers. Under the direc- 
tion of Glenn Prentiss, a staff of salesladies 
is adding to the number of cable TV users. 

Engaged in this work at Superior are 
Mrs. Pauline Imler, Mrs. Mary Bruning, 
Mrs. Nadeen Bauer and Mrs. Mary 
Studier, who all happen to be wives of 
LT&T employees. Each has a special sales 
kit and has undergone training and instruc- 
tion on CATV, the local system, and 
sales skills. 

An advertising campaign has been set 
up to help the sales effort. There are two 
basic concentrated advertising programs 
applying to all systems. One is in the late 
summer, boosting the new fall program- 
ming and the other is at Christmas time, 
using the gift theme. 

The company has its own advertising 
agency which prepares this advertising and 
generates press releases. 

Each of the customer lobbies in the 
telephone offices in the communities served 
by TV Transmission has a 19-inch color 
television set. The equipment room has a 
12-inch black and white monitor. 


These types of connectors are used on the exterior of the home to 


bring CATV service to a customer. 
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Being contemplated is another aid to 
sales—an open house of the CATV 
facilities. 

To handle the various legal problems 
that may come up, TV Transmission has 
engaged legal counsel in Washington. This 
counsel guides the company through the 
maze of regulations governing CATV 
systems. 

Although the CATV company is fast 
expanding, it is also giving close attention 
to quality. For instance, at Superior the 
latest and best available equipment has 
been installed. 

At York and Fairbury the systems are 
undergoing a modernization with portions 
being replaced, updated and improved. 
‘Head end” work (at the antenna tower) 
has been done and drop wires leading from 
the cable to the subscribers homes are 
being replaced with a new type figure 8 
coaxial cable. Also some new antennas 
have been installed. Antenna used is the 
“Scientific Atlantic’ which weighs 600 
pounds and costs in the neighborhood of 
$2,000. Each channel requires its own 
antenna, mounted on a common tower. 

Automatic Electric has been the general 
contractor and Jerrold has the equipment 
contract. 

TV Transmission actually has only two 
employees, manager Conrad Bastow and 
sales supervisor Prentiss. All work is done 
by LT&T on a hire basis and the cable 
TV company pays for pole attachments 
and rents office space from LT&T.

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125 Years of Service 


TOTAL OF 125 years of service by three LT&T employees 

was recognized September 26 at a luncheon held at the 
Cornhusker Hotel in Lincoln. Honored were Eva F. Davis, 
Weeping Water, who has 45 years; R. D. Andrews, Lincoln, 
who has 40 years; and M. C. Walker, Lincoln, who also has 
40 years. 

Miss Davis reached her 45th anniversary with the Company 
on September 15, Mr. Andrews reached his 40th anniversary on 
September 28, and Mr. Walker reached his on September 21. 

Although it is not without precedence, it is a rare occurrence 
to have three employees reach 40 or 45 year anniversaries in the 
same month. It has been several years since this circumstance 
has occurred. 

Each of the honored employees was formally presented a 
bejeweled service emblem by Company Vice President M. M. 
Hale. On hand for the occasion were Company officials and 
fellow workers of the three employees. 

Miss Davis started her telephone career at Weeping Water 
and has spent her entire career there. Her first job in 1921 was 
that of relief operator. Later she served as toll operator and 
chief operator before becoming cashier in 1936. 

One of the vivid memories in her career was the fire in 1938 
which destroyed the telephone office, then located on the second 
floor over a restaurant. Miss Davis recalls that the cable records 
were saved from the fire and that she spent part of the night 
checking the records with Commercial records in the Com- 
mercial office, located across the street from the telephone 
exchange. 

R. D. Andrews started his career as a groundman. Three 
months later he became third class combinationman and later 
transmission testman. He worked part time while completing 
his education. In 1931 he came into the Traffic department as 
a part time clerk and has remained with Traffic ever since, 
advancing to his present job of General Traffic supervisor. 

By coincidence, one of his vivid memories is also of the 
Weeping Water fire. He was one of the telephone men who 
rushed to the scene to restore service. He recalls with pride that 
the town was isolated only a few hours before toll service was 
restored. 

Mr. Walker started as an apprentice switchman and later 
became third class switchman and then third class switchboard- 
man at Hastings in 1929. He has progressed through various 
Plant jobs, and is now General Plant Superintendent. 

Mr. Walker recalled that when he first came to Lincoln he 
was taken out to the old “‘F” office by Frank Nevitt. Upon the 
completion of his work, he was instructed to walk to the street- 
car line and that he could take a streetcar back to town. 

The only problem was that Walker had become thoroughly 
confused in his trip to the office and didn’t know which direction

he should go to get back to town! He finally had to ask 
directions. 

Miss Davis recalled with a shudder a harrowing experience 
she had many years ago. One morning she had just opened the 
safe and got out the money when she turned around and saw 
standing there a seedy looking tramp. Fortunately, the fellow 
meant no harm. 

However, Miss Davis says “‘I never did that again! I waited 
until one of the men was around before I opened the safe.”’ 

All three of the honorees agreed that it didn’t seem like 40 or 
45 years that they have been on the job. Mr. Andrews com- 
mented *“‘When you look back it’s 40, but when you think about 
it, it’s not very long.”

creating a very untidy condition in the 
terminals. In addition, special care was 
needed to properly position the conductor 
loop for the crushing of the insulation 
without damaging the conductor. In many 
cases, the conductor slipped onto the 
shoulder of the binding post, causing the 
metallic conductor to be pinched when 
the nut was tightened, and, later, the con- 
ductor broke off at the thinned out, portion. 
This caused a service interruption. 

To avoid trouble from the use of insu- 
lation crushing washers and to enable 
neater connections to be made, 6-pair 
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post pairs to be connected (No. 1, 2, or 3, 
etc.) that is vacant in that order is picked 
up and the ends are trimmed without 
stripping off the insulation. An insulated 
conductor from the cable pair and an insu- 
lated lead from the binding post is inserted 
intO a pressure wire connector and the 
connector is crimped. After all four con- 
nections are made, the conductors are 
dressed and tied down in place as shown 
in Figure 5, 

The pressure wire connector is made up 
of a tin plated phosphor-bronze insert 
with insulation piercing tangs, and outer

@ AN AWARD of $40 and one of $20 
have been made to LT&T’ers for sug- 
gestions for improving work procedures. 

L. T. Piper, York is the recipient of the 
$40 award, for his suggestion for a cable 
chute to be used in stringing aluminum or 
other TV cable. It is estimated that an 
hour or more per day crew time will be 
saved when two cables are being placed 
by this method. In addition, a better job 
of spinning can be done. 

Mr. Piper submitted both drawings and 
photos of a prototype chute. He said that 
itis designed for placing either one or two 
cables at the same time on one supporting 
strand. It incorporates cable straighteners 
to take kinks out of the cable before it 
enters the lashing machine. 

Mr. Piper also gave detailed instructions 
or using the machine. 

W. L. Gake, Toll Equipment, is the 
recipient of the $20 award. He suggested 
that a quick disconnect plug be used for 
Motorola mobile dial heads. The device 
can be used at mobile radio telephone 
installations at Pawnee City, Tecumseh, 
and Wahoo. 

Use of the quick disconnect plug de- 
signed by Mr. Gake permits a telephone 
man to connect 35 separate connections 
instantly and simultaneously. Following 
the previous procedure it would take I5 
minutes to connect and disconnect one 
of these units.

Social Security Goes Up 


@ THE FIRST paycheck you receive in 
1967 may be a bit smaller than you antici- 
pated. At that time an increase in Social 
Security tax will go into effect. 

The tax rate is being increased from the 
present 4.2% to 4.4% on the first $6,600 
earned. This is an annual increase in Social 
Security tax from $277.20 to $290.40. 

The 1966 taxes were increased because 
of the Social Security-Medicare laws 
passed in 1965. Further automatic in- 
creases are scheduled as far ahead as 1987. 

Since the Social Security program was 
initiated in the middle 1930’s the taxes 
have increased 11 times. For the first 15 
years they were unchanged. But since 1950 
the tax has raised from 1.5% on the first 
$3,000 earned ($45 a year) to the present 
4.2% on the first $6,600 ($277.20 a year.)

nounce that John H. Agee, former vice 
president-general manager, has been 
selected to the Hall of Fame of the 
Independent Telephone Pioneer Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Agee joins Company Founder Frank 
H. Woods in this distinction. 

Both men were selected because of their 
contributions to the telephone industry in 
general and not for their other fine quali- 
ties and achievements in other fields. 

An incident, perhaps not widely known, 
serves to illustrate the type of man that 
Mr. Agee was. 

A telephone employee had long planned 
a vacation by automobile. He had carefully 
saved his money and was able to buy a 
new car shortly before his scheduled trip. 
Then his plans were given a severe jolt 
when the car was involved in an accident 
and severely damaged. 

Mr. Agee called the man into his office 
and told him, in substance, “I know how 
much you have been looking forward to 
this vacation and I want you to go ahead 
and take it. You can use one of my cars 
and have your trip after all.” 


United Fund Family of the Year 


Some sort of note should be made of 
the Lloyd Lane family. They certainly 
must qualify for some sort of title. 

Lloyd Lane, of Wire Chief’s department, 
and his wife Lucile Lane of Traffic Unit I 
were both captains in the Lincoln United 
Fund drive.

elected to 


HALL o« FAME 


by Telephone Pioneers 


OHN H. AGEE, former vice president- 
general manager of LT&T, has been 
elected to the Hall of Fame of the Inde- 
pendent Telephone Pioneer Association. A 
plaque commemorating his election to the 
hall was presented to his son, Howard of 
Lincoln, at the 69th annual convention of 
the United States Independent Telephone 
Association in Chicago. 


Mr. Agee early left his mark on the tele- 
phone industry and LT&T. He entered the 
business while in his early 20’s, organizing 
the Adams Telephone Company in 1904 
and building the first exchange in that 
town. 

Born in Simon County, Illinois in 1883, 
he graduated from business college in 1902 
and attended George Washington Uni- 
versity in 1908. He graduated from the 
University of Nebraska College of Law in 
1910 and was admitted to the bar in the 
same year. 


The story is told that when he reached 
his 2Ist birthday he inherited $2,500, a 
rather substantial sum of money in those 
days. He was visiting a sister at Adams 
when he became acquainted with a Bell 
telephone man who was repairing. tele- 
phone plant in the town. At that time 
Adams had a booth in the drug store and 
telephones in perhaps a half dozen busi- 
ness houses. 

The Bell man told Mr. Agee that he 
could build an exchange in the town for 
$2,500. Soon he had the inheritance money 
and was at work building the exchange. 
But the money ran out long before the 
exchange was built. 

Mr. Agee was forced to sell stock, which 
he did with little trouble. The venture was 
successful and later Agee built the exchange 
at Sterling. He sold them for stock in the 


Johnson County Telephone Company 
which was purchased by LT&T in 1912. 

Freed of telephone responsibilities, Mr. 
Agee practiced law as a member of the 
firm of Agee, Murphy and Sawyer in 
Lincoln from 1910 to 1912. Then he 
practiced at Superior, serving as City 
Attorney from 1916 to 1921. 

He came back into active management 
of the telephone business with LT&T in 
1926 when he was named general manager 
and elected to the Board of Directors. In 
1932 he became vice president and general 
manager, holding this office until he re- 
tired in 1948. 

During his first year with LT&T Mr. 
Agee was elected a director of the United 
States Independent Telephone Association. 
In 1937 and 1938 he served as president 
and for the next ten years as a member of 
the executive committee. He was chairman 
of the USITA employee relations com- 
mittee and during World War II served as 
a member of the Communications Divi- 
sion of the War Production Board. 

Besides his activity with LT&T, he was 
active in the organization of a number of 
Independent telephone groups in the mid- 
west. He was one of the principal organizers 
and officers of the United Telephone and 
Electric Company, the United Telephone 
Utilities, and the Continental Telephone 
Group. He was a director of the Peninsular 
Telephone Company of Tampa, Florida. 

When he became operating head of 
LT&T he was 42 years of age and was 
probably the youngest general manager 
among the major telephone companies of 
the nation. 

He served in this executive position 
through the difficult time of the depression 
and drouth in the 1930s. He reluctantly 
asked employees to accept salary reduc- 
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tions rather than resort to a general lay- 
off. And he set up strict economy measures 
as well as an aggressive sales program. 


During World War II he faced a dif- 
ferent problem. Subscribers clamored for 
service that could not be furnished because 
of shortages of materials. Finding quali- 
fied employees also became a problem. 
But not only did he guide LT&T through 
this period, he also laid farsighted plans 
for the future. 

Upon his retirement in 1948 he con- 
tinued to serve as director and devoted 
even more of his time to community and 
civic activities. 

He passed away May 15, 1959 at Palo 
Alto, California from the combined effects 
of pneumonia and a coronary condition. 


His selection to the Telephone Hall of 
Fame is in Era “C” for those with service 
terminating between 1940 and 1960. 


Named to the Hall of Fame at the same 
time were Frank E. Bohn, former presi- 
dent of the Home Telephone and Telegraph 
Company of Fort Wayne, Indiana; B. L. 
Fisher, former president of the Lee Tele- 
phone Company of Martinsville, Virginia; 
Charles F. Mason, former president of 
Associated Telephone Company, Ltd., of 
Santa Monica; and James M. Thomas, 
former president of Home _ Telephone 
Company of Chillicothe, Ohio. 

Mr. Agee is the second man from LT&T 
to be named to the Hall of Fame in its 
two years of existence. Last year Company 
Founder Frank H. Woods was selected 
for this honor. 

LT&T can be proud that two of the 
men who were instrumental in organizing 
and building the Company have been 
honored for their contributions to 
telephony.

‘Rock Hounding’ 
Brings Honors 
to Claud Clary 


LAUD CLARY, Lincoln, Plant, has 

piles of wood in his house, neatly 
sorted and binned as to size and type. 
But he isn’t going to burn the wood in 
his handsome fireplace. It wouldn’t be 
possible. 

For Claud is a ““Rock Hound,” and the 
wood he has collected is petrified. 

Actually the wood is something of a 
sideline to Claud’s major rock interest. 
He is concentrating his attention on grind- 
ing and polishing spheres of rocks and 
minerals. 

An indication of his success in this field 
of collecting and polishing rocks is the 
fact that he recently took first place in 
the novice class of the Northwest Federa- 
tion rock show held in Portland, Oregon. 

It was a show that Claud had not orig-

inally intended to enter. But he has 
become acquainted with some folks in 
Washington and one of these fellows had 
some experience in entering shows. a 
showed him what I’d done and he suggested 
I enter my spheres,” tells Claud. His 
friends went so far as to say that if Claud 
would bring out a collection, they'd set 
up a display for him. 

So the Clarys arranged their vacation to 
coincide with the rock show, sent for the 
list of qualifications and prepared to enter. 

Claud came out with a blue ribbon and 
first place. 

‘Judges look for scratches, irregulari- 
ties, etc.,” says Claud. ““They score on 
variety, workmanship, lighting, displaying 
and labeling.” 

Rock hounds come in several types, 
according to Claud. There are lapidarists, 
who grind and polish stones. There are 
also collectors who specialize in crystals, 
in fossils, or in minerals. Some make 
jewelry. 

“We started out eight or nine years ago,” 
recalled Clary. He joined the Omaha club 
in 1957 and after a couple of years was 
elected to the board of directors of the 
organization. Then he became president, 
stepping down to serve again on the board. 
The club had shows every year and the 
Clarys always took some part in it. 

Claud got into grinding spheres because 
“T wanted to do something a little differ- 
ent.’ At that time there were no collectors 
of spheres in the Omaha club. 

It does create some problems however. 
“It’s hard to find Nebraska material big 
enough to make spheres. There’s lots of 
stuff for jewelry, but not for the spheres,”

says Claud. Native rocks are not usually 
large enough. 

So Claud has to obtain most of his 
material while on vacation or by swapping. 
He sells his excess to help pay for the erit 
(carburendum compound) used in shaping 
the spheres. The rocks are polished with a 
tin oxide mixture such as is used in lens 
polishing. 

This type of hobby takes patience. “A 
three-inch agate takes a week to grind— 
at 10 or 12 hours a day,” tells the LT&T 
rock hound. Because Mrs. Clary shares his 
hobby with him, the Clarys are able to 
produce a sphere in this time. Mrs. Clary 
keeps an eye on the grinder during the 
day, putting on additional compound as 
needed. 

So far the Clarys have made 235 spheres. 
About one third of these are cased for 
display. A few pieces are in their living 
room, but the vast bulk of the rock sam- 
ples and finished pieces are in the basement 
of their home, which also contains the 
lapidarist workshop. 

Although he professes to have little 
interest in making jewelry, Claud has 
provided his wife with a whole jewel box 
of earrings, brooches, pendants, rings, ete. 
made of polished rocks. 

One of the highlights in the recreational] 
lication for rock hounds used a picture of 
a rock polished by Claud on its cover. The 
unusual specimen had the outline of what 
appeared to be a row of bells —an appro- 
priate illustration for their Christmas issue. 

Judging by the start he has made in the 
field, you can expect to hear more of 
Claud and his rock-polishing hobby, 


ELEPHONE folks in Lincoln went 

over the top in the United Fund 
campaign and those in the territory did a 
good job also.

Of the 878 employees in the eligible and 
under $7,000 pay range 74 chose to make 
cash contributions rather than using the 
convenient payroll deduction form. Twen- 
ty-three declined to contribute. Average 
contribution was $13.15, which amounts 
to 51% of an hour’s pay per month. 
Twenty-eight per cent of the employees in 
this group contributed 80% of an hour’s 
pay per month or more.

They studied the operation, testing and 
Maintenance of automatic toll ticketing 
telephone equipment. The course was held 
at Automatic Electric’s training center 
in Northlake, Ill., a suburb of Chicago. 


Awards Earned by Three 


Mrs. Lane, “The spirals on the inward 
positions are inconvenient and should be 
fastened to the board. When an operator 
is busy and pulls a ticket from the spiral 
it often moves or tips over. Sometimes 
more than one ticket comes loose and it 
takes time to see that it is put back in the 
proper groove. The tickets could easily be 
mixed up also.” 

Her suggested improvement will over- 
come this difficulty. 

Mr. Strauss, of York Construction, 
earned $20 by suggesting adoption of a 
cutter tool for removing sheath and shield 
from C.C.W. cable and tools to open a gap 
between the shield and inner sheath for 
placing of Mylar insulation. 

Such tools have been used the past year 
and a half, he said. They were made in 
York. 

Explained Mr. Strauss, ‘“‘The cutter is 
adjustable to be used on all sizes of cable 
from 25 pair to 300 pair 19 gauge. This 
tool does a very neat job of removing 
outer sheath and shield from C.C.W. 
cable. The only precaution to take is do 
not force the cutter too fast as this will 
depress the C.C.W. shield and nick the 
inner sheath.” 

“The two smaller tools are to be used 
in case the cutter is forced too fast or the

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shield is depressed or flattened—some- 
times by the cable sock.”’ 


Mr. Strauss submitted photos of the 
proposed tools. Three of the tools have 
been purchased and placed in service. 


Mr. Enderle, of Crete Plant, earned 
$20 by suggesting a method to make 
nuisance devices simpler, easier to install 
and more maintenance free. 


He said, “This device would require 
one test set plug, one 30000 ohm 2 W 5% 
resistor, and one universal silicon rectifier, 
cat.no. 5 A 4-D. This new device would 
eliminate using two alligator clips with 
plastic covers, two wiper cords, and one 
connecting strip. This would be installed 
in test jacks one and two of the connector, 
rather than on the connector shelf jacks. 
In C.D.O.’s the shelf jacks are hard to get 
at because equipment is mounted back to 
back. This new device has no parts that 
would wear out while the old device has 
cords and clips which wear with normal 
use.” 


He enclosed a sample of the new device 
and one of the old device for comparison. 


In all four cases the amount of the check 
sent to the award recipients was for the 
full amount of the award.

960 WAS THE year in which LT&T 

started its extensive buried cable 
projects. In that period, a six mile section 
of armored toll cable was laid between 
Lincoln and Waverly. In the next four 
years, a total of 220 miles of cable was 
placed underground. Then in 1965, 371 
miles of cable was buried. This year it is 
estimated that a total of 232 miles of cable 
will be put underground. 

Until this year, LT&T relied exclusively 
on contractors to handle the cable burial 
work. These people had the tools for the 
work, powerful tractor plows, trenchers, 
backhoes, and pipe pushing machines and 
they were experienced in this type of work. 
Eventually it was realized that it was 
difficult to properly schedule the con- 
tractors’ work and changes could not be 
easily made to meet contingencies. Also 
it was necessary for LT&T to assign field 
engineers to supervise the contractors’ 
operations to make sure that the cables 
were properly handled and placed to avoid 
damage to them and were set at the proper

depths in the plow way and in the lateral 
trenches. In addition, the engineers had to 
see that the buried cable terminals were 
correctly installed on the pedestal stakes 
or poles and that the cable looped to each 
terminal was of the proper length for 
termination. 

To reduce the cost resulting from having 
to hire the contractors and supervising 
their work, it was decided to purchase the 
required cable placing equipment and have 
LT&T’s own plant employees handle the 
placing of most exchange cables. The 
installation of toll and larger exchange 
cables would continue to be contracted for, 
since large plows with tandem tractors 
would be needed to handle the heavy 
plowing work. 

To avoid high investment costs, LT&T’s 
plowing and trenching equipment had to 
be carefully selected for minimum size 
with maximum efficiency to avoid the 
necessity for a large crew to do the work. 
The present equipment consists of a 
D-6-B Caterpillar (crawler type) tractor 
equipped with a Franklin Metal Manufac- 
turing Company cable plow, an Auburn 
trencher mounted on a Farmall #140 
(wheel type) tractor, a Davis #300 crawler 
mounted trencher, a Case #530 combina- 
tion backhoe and bucket loader, a Ryan 
winch type yard plow and a Pipe-Piper 
wire laying machine. 

The cable plow features a steel share 
made of special high strength steel with 
replaceable shoe shaped for maximum 
penetrating efficiency. The share is 
mounted in such a way that it will deflect 
around stones in the soil without catching 
on them. The cable chute is large enough 
to place cables up to l-inch in diameter, 
equivalent to 25-pair, 19-guage CCW 
cable. However, a larger chute can be used 
to enable placing larger cables. The plow 
sets the cable up to 30 inches deep in the 
soil. It can lay an average of 2 miles of 
cable per day with a maximum of 5 miles 
a day possible under favorable conditions. 

The Auburn and Davis trenchers are 
primarily used for excavating lateral 
trenches from terminal locations to the 
plow way. They are equipped with scraper 
blades to facilitate back filling of the 


ur Own Underground Exchange Cables 


trenches. The Auburn trencher is capable 
of excavating a 4-inch trench, up to 5 feet 
deep. The smaller Davis trencher is 
equipped with a rotary borer for boring 
lateral holes under railroads or paved roads. 

The combination backhoe and _ bucket 
loader is used for excavating wider trenches 
and splice pits, where men have to work 
as in placing metal cable guards and 
making buried splices. 

For laying buried wires in farm yards, 
from the buried cable terminal to the 
house, the winch plow and wire laying 
machine are used. The winch plow has a 
small share with wire chute and a truck 
winch line is employed to pull the plow 
through the soil depositing the wire about 
14 inches below the surface, leaving a 
narrow slot that can be tramped shut. The 
wire laying machine is a vibrating share 
type that efficiently cuts the soil to 12 
inches depth and at the same time pulls 
the wire along with it. This machine is 
capable of placing 50 feet of wire a minute 
under normal conditions. 

A 12-ton tractor is used with a 30-ton 
low-boy trailer for hauling the cable plow 
to the job site. A trailer hitched to a 
standard line truck is used for carrying 
either the Auburn trencher or the backhoe 
as required. The Davis trencher has its 
own trailer that can be pulled by a %-ton 
pick-up truck. The Pipe-Piper wire laying 
machine also has its own trailer for 
hauling by a pick-up truck. 

Jerry Sievers, Construction Foreman, 
has charge of the equipment. His crew 
consists of a cable plow operator, trencher 
operator, backhoe operator, and a ground- 
man. At the time the pictures were taken, 
these men were assigned to laying cables 
and wires in the new Kenesaw Exchange. 
The schedule calls for placing 378,126 feet 
of cable and 154 buried cable terminals 
to replace 2000 poles, 500 crossarms, 211 
miles of aerial wire and 111 aerial drops 
all of which are badly deteriorated. 

Itis planned to purchase an additional 
cable plow with a tilt-top trailer which 1s 
lower in cost and more adaptable to carry- 
ing the plow. This will expedite the work 
of placing underground cable and wire 
extensions for install orders.

handicap, it would seem. The Lincoln 
Artists Guild bought one of his works for 
display. Another he traded for two paint- 
ings priced at $110. 

“That’s the way I am furnishing my 
house,’ chuckled Don. 

But back to the Indian. This particular 
piece came about due to the suggestions 
and prodding of some of the employees in 
the Supply-Shop office, where Don works. 

They suggested the project and offered 
to obtain a chunk of telephone pole for 
him. 

Don took them up, got the piece of 
white cedar pole from the Beatrice toll lead 
which was being wrecked out and went to 
work on it. He says it took him about 40 
hours to carve and the painting took as 
long as the carving. 

First step in the process was application 
of preservative to the wood and a sealer. 
He also plugged up some bad holes caused 
by rot. After carving it to a suitable shape, 
Don got a number of cans of basic color 
paints, then began to mix in artists’ tube 
oils to get the proper hue, doing his blend- 
ing in cottage cheese cartons. 

His decorative designs were inspired by 
those in some Indian lore books, but his 
Indian is completely original.

Walt Roberts Dies 


@ FORMER Personnel Director Walter 
F. Roberts passed away in Wahoo on 
Wednesday, October 19. He was 71 years 
old. 

Roberts served as Personnel Director 
from April 1, 1952 to December 1, 1959. 
He came to LT&T from the Railway Com- 
mission, having served on that body from 
January, 1947. 

Walt was born at O’Neill, Nebraska on 
November 25, 1894. He graduated from 
the University of Nebraska in 1919 with 
a bachelor of science degree. During 
World War I he served in the Navy and 
Naval Aviation. 

Roberts also was a county agricultural 
extension agent, from 1921 to 1924; a farm 
manager from 1924 to 1926; and in the real 
estate and insurance business from 1926 
to 1931. He then served as secretary of the 
Saunders County National Farm Loan 
Association and remained there from 1931 
to 1941. He was appointed by the Governor 
as Nebraska Civilian Defense Coordinator 
and held this position until 1943 when he 
became executive director of the National 
War Fund of Nebraska. He left this post 
to take up duties as Railway Commissioner. 

While at LT&T, Walt capably ad- 
ministered the activities of the Personnel 
Department, making significant changes. 

Immediately after his retirement, Walt 
attempted to re-launch a career in politics, 
filing for the office of State Treasurer on 
the Republican ticket. He was defeated, 
but remained active in other interests. 
For several years Roberts bowled on a 
Company team. 

Although his health had been failing 
recently, his death was unexpected and a 
shock to his friends. He visited the general 
office building the Friday before his death 
and also attended a Lions club meeting 
the week of his passing. 

Funeral services were held Saturday, 
October 22, at the Bethlehem Lutheran 
church in Wahoo.
